Trucking Problem On Holton Street: 
Complaints, Studies But No Action 


An article requesting a special Town 
Meeting to clear up the long standing 
trucking and freight car problems on 
Holton street, has been drawn up and will 
be presented to the Board of Selectmen 
this Monday night. 

The article, which was drawn up by 
Town Meeting member John Harris, a 
resident of Holton street, along with 
Town Counsel, Douglas A. Randall, 
attacks a situation that has been studied 
and talked about for over 10 years but 
has never been resolved. 

The article gives various town of¬ 
ficials authorization to “take appropriate 
action to modify, control or eliminate 
commercial truck traffic on Holton 
street; to c gnsid^r , adoption of a 
general towillj^lrti^^lwiting the hours 
during which motor vehicles, trailer 
trucks and railroad freight cars can be 
unloaded or switched; to consider 
making Holton street a Dead-End’ 
street at the town line; or take any other 
action in relation thereto.” 

The residents of Holton street, located 
in the northeast part of town on the 
Woburn line, basically have two com¬ 
plaints. The first is that their road is 
being used as a major trucking route, to 
and from route 93. by the trucks which 
are involved with the corporations 
located on the Woburn extension of 
Holton street and that general area. 

There is also a railroad line which 
runs along the boundary between the two 
towns. These freight cars pull in and out 
of this area throughout the night, loading 
and unloading, switching cars and 
generally making enough noise to keep 
local residents awake Harris said . 

Harris and the 104 other citizens who 
signed a petition are basically asking for 
three things. They would like a trucking 
ban on Holton street, they would like to 
block the road at the Woburn line and 
they would like a ban on the unloading of 
freight cars for a period of time during 
the night. 

The problem in this area began over 
10 years ago when the Woburn side of 
Holton street and that general area 
began to be developed by industrial 
corporations. The trucks involved with 
these firms began to look for a suitable 
passage to route 93 and route 128. 

Due to a number of circumstances, 
low or weak bridges, narrow roads and 
unnegotiable turns, the truckers began to 
use Holton street more and more 
frequently. 

With the advent of this situation, 
around 1966-67. the local residents began 
to protest. In order for any bans or 
physical changes to be put into effect, the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works must first grant its approval.

From the initial request until now they 
have refused. 

“The DPW won’t make any changes 
because they feel there is no alternate 
route.” states Winchester Safety Officer 
John McKinley, another resident of 
Holton street. “They keep telling us that 
there is no way you can restrict the 
trucks because there isn’t an alternate 
route within the quarter mile limit. But if 
the town backs up this petition they can 
get the ban. I’ve seen that the DPW can 
be bent.” 

Here lies a complaint apart from the 
basic problem. “There hove been no 
actions or results from the town,” notes 
Harris. “They’ve been very. sym¬ 
pathetic. but th ey'ye tailed Jo take any., 
act ion on any recmrniW^WWPGRred 
by the state.” 

Wayne Torkington of the 
Massachusetts Department of Com 
muni tv Planning, conducted a study of 
the Holton street area and presented it to 
the town manager in April of 1976. In it he 
reviewed the problems of the situation 
and some possible solutions. 

In the report, Torkington stated that 
an alternative route for commercial 
traffic was needed. He suggested that 
"the extension of the Draper street ex¬ 
tension ol Nashua street to Molton street 


in Woburn appears to be the most 
feasible solution." Torkington noted in 
the next sentence that this alternative 
was essentially the same one recom¬ 
mended in a letter to the Winchester 
Planning Board in December of 1970. 

Torkington also suggested another 
long range solution other than the Draper 
street extension. This would involve the 
construction of a new access road Within 
Winchester from Holton street east to 
Washington street. This solution would 
have included a crossing of the railroad 
bed and expensive environmental and 
design considerations. 

Harris feels the a possible answer 
would be to reroute the traffic down East 
st reel into Woburn.. 

In another possible solution, 
Torkington touched upon a sensitive spot 
The majority of the commercial- 
industrial area that is generating the 
traffic lies in Woburn. “Woburn has all 
the business, they’re making all the 
money, and we’re getting all their 
traffic,” McKinley adds. 

Torkington felt that with rtiost of the 
traffic coming from Woburn it would 
seem the natural solution for the two 
towns to gel together and work out some

WHS Repair Articles 
Pulled From Warrant 


Two articles on the pending litigation 
of the construction of Winchester High 
School and repairs to the school have 
been pulled from the spring Town 
Meeting warrant by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The articles were taken out after a 
one-hour executive session between the 
Board of Selectmen and the Permanent 
Building Committee. Members of the 
Capital Planning Committee also at 
tended portions of the executive sessions 

Although space for the two articles 
was left in the warrant up until Monday 
night, the wording of the article dealing 
with repairs to the school was never 
submitted. 

Tuesday. PBC Chairman Ron 
Milauskas told The Star the articles will, 
not be included in the warrant because 
“basically we are not prepared with all 
the materials necessary to make a 
presentation at this time." 

The Permanent Building Committee 
has been reluctant to disclose any details 
of the repair work needed to fix the high 
school because the case is still in the 
Master’s Hearing stage. 

“As chairman of the PBC.' 
Milauskas said, “there is nothing more I 
would like than to give a fuil disclosure 
because I think it looks very good.” He 
feels however, the details might 
“jeopardize” the town’s case against the 
high school contractor, the White Con 
struction Company and the architects. 
Brown, Fisher and Nickerson. Inc. 

He added that in the PBC’s opinion 
“there is a great deal of work that needs 
to be done” to the school. 

The town is suing the construction 
company and the architects for alleged 
1 unity construction lor $1 million 
Extensive repairs need to be done to the 
high school roof and, the windows, which 
both have leakage problems 

Milauskas said he expects the 
Master’s Hearing findings to be com 
pleted in May, but not in time for the 
Town Meeting It’s possible that the 
Permanent Building Committee could 
ask for a speical Town Meeting in the 
summer on high school repairs. Before 
Town Meeting, cost bids loi an 
engineering contract and the repair work 
would be needed. 

Chairman of the Board ol Selectmen 
Richard Wilsack said that although the 


Master’s Hearing may be completed in 
May, either side couid go through the 
appeals process. When asked if he 
thought the repairs would be delayed if 
the case went into appeals, Wilsack said, 
“I doubt it." 

He expects if a special Town Meeting 
is called in the summer, “a full 
disclosure will be made (on the case) at 
that time.” 

Besides the article tilled “school 
architect appropriation,” an article 
which funds the special counsel for the 
case was pulled from the warrant. 

That article would have appropriated 
money to fund the special counsel, 

• under the firm of Hill and Barlow in 
Boston) for the litigation work. Last 
spring, Town Meeting appropriated 
$20,001) for the special counsel 

Milauskas said the counsel has made 
a commitment to the Permanent 
Building Committee to stay with the case 
through the Master’s Hearing stage. 
Since the hearing is expected to soon be 
completed, Milauskas said any ad¬ 
ditional funding if needed, could also be 
taken up at a special Town Meeting 

Special counsel was hired by the town 
for the case soon after it was filed by 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall in July 
1976. Because of the complexity and 
length of the case. Randall as part-time 
town counsel could not take on the work. 

Yet to be made public by the PBC is a 
consultant’s report which outlines the 
damage to the high school. The report 
was made by the firm of Simpson. 
Gumpertz, and Hegger. 

Other articles 

The Selectmen also went over several 
other Town Meeting articles Monday 
night. 

An article was placed on the warrant 
from the Board of Assessors to ap¬ 
propriate $ 60,000 for the revaluation of 
the assessments on all real property in 
town. 

The board approved the placing of an 
article by the Equal Opportunity Com¬ 
mittee to form a townwide Equal Op¬ 
portunity Committee. Currently the EOC 
has been working with the school system 
on affirmative action, curriculum review 
and racial problems

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Town Receives First 
Liquor Application 
From Randall’s 


Winchester has received its first 
lormal liquor license application and now 
the Board of Selectmen is in the process 
of reviewing that application for ac¬ 
ceptance. 

If the board accepts the application, a 
public hearing will be required. The 
board will have 30 days from the ap¬ 
plication’s preliminary acceptance to 
give final approval or rejection. 

The application is from Randall's 
Corp., which currently operates Ran¬ 
dall’s Restaurant on Mount Vernon 
street. John Drougas, owner of the 
restaurant has submitted extensive 
renovation plans for his shop, if the 
application goes through. 

“1 wouldn’t sell liquor in the 
restaurant we now have,” Drougas said. 
He added the restaurant would be closed 
down for at least one month to complete 
the work. 

His attorney, Henry Quill, told The 
Star that consultants have estimated the 
cost ol the renovation work to be $100,000, 
but added that estimate might be low. 

The hours of the shop, under the ap 
plication, would be extended to include 
dinnertime meals. The seating capacity 
of both booths and tables would be UK) 
persons 

Plans show the existing shop would be 
changed to eliminate the counter and 
stools. The kitchen area would be to the 
back of the restaurant, carpeting would 
be installed in the eating area, and 
partitions would be installed. 

A new foyer entrance is also planned. 
The current Randall’s sign would be 
replaced with a hand-carved wood sign. 

The plan does not include any ad¬ 
ditional parking construction or land¬ 
scape work. 

The Randall's I’orp. first submitted 
an application for a liquor license Dec. 
29, 1978. At that time, according to Atty. 
Quill, “there were deficiences in the 
application that needed to be corrected.” 

The revisions were made, and the new 
plans were submitted March 27. At the 
Selectmen’s meeting Monday night, 
Selectmen Kdwurd O’Connell and Wude 
Welsh were given the task of reviewing 
the application for acceptance. 

O’Connell said he hopes the ap¬ 
plication will be reviewed quickly. He 
noted that Drougas has gone through the 
“awesome chore of financing” and 
developing the plans 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
the application as submitted is “facially 
complete.” But the board still has the 
liberty to approve or reject, he noted. 
Prior*to a public hearing, the abutters, 
the First Congregational Church, and 
possibly the MDC must be given written 
notification. 

One condition of the application’s 
approval is that churches, schools, 
hospitals, and playgrounds, within 500 
feet ol the applicant must be given 
written notification. The First 


Congregational Church and the Aberjona 
River are both within 500 feet. 

Quill said it is still unclear at this time 
if the Aberjona River is considered a 
“playground” and if notification to the 
MDC is required. 

Winchester Hospital is over one mile 
Irom Randall's and the Lincoln School is 
over 500 feet away. 

At the spring 1978 town election, 
voters approved a referendum question 
which allows no more than three liquor 
licenses for restaurants seating at least 
UK) people in town. The question passed 
1180 to 486 at that election. 

After that, the town did advertise for 
restaurants who met the criteria to start 
up a restaurant in town! Town Manager 
Thomas Groux said he has received 
about a hall' a dozen inquiries about the 
liquor license applications from 
proprietors both in and out of town. 
Because they have been just inquiries, 
Groux said he has promised to keep the 
information confidential. 


June 5 Special 
TM Set For 
School Board 

A special town election, to decide who 
will fill the newly created sixth seat on 
the Winchester School Committee was 
scheduled for June 5 by the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night. 

The election, which will fill the seat 
created when Referendum Question 
Eight on the in the recent town election 
passed, will be held in all precincts and is 
open to all voters of Winchester. 

At the Selectmen’s meeting on 
Monday, the majority of the members 
were in favor of a special election rather 
than a joint session of the Selectmen and 
the School Committee. Newly elected 
Selectman Wade M. Welch was the only 
proponent of a joint session. 

Welch, who represented Winchester 
resident Mary Pronski in her recent suit 
against the town, keeping the School 
Committee race at one opening at the 
time rather than two and thus planting 
the roots for a special election, stated 
that he was in favor of joint session 
before case ever went to court. 

Welch noted that he would have been 
in favor of voting for the runner-up in the 
election. 

In the first School Committee elec¬ 
tion. Constance D. Papas was an over¬ 
whelming winner with 1616 votes. Roger 
A. Bauman was the runner-up with 654 
votes and John A. Hackett was third with 
409. 

The special election is expected to 
cost the town somewhere around $3000.

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sort of arrangement to alleviate the 
situation. 

Here again many of the residents feel 
there hasn’t been enough push on 
Woburn by Winchester. Town Manager 
Thomas J. Groux pointed attempts out 
recently that the town has made to work 
in unison with Woburn to solve the 
problem. 

“The town of Winchester is in a box,” 
stated Groux. “If we could get Woburn to 
route the traffic through Woburn, it 
would be a big help. The initiative has to 
come from their side.” 

Woburn, of course, doesn’t want the 
traffic either. Anyone looking at the 
situation from the outside would see that 
they are in a enviable position. 

Local residents feel that something 
can be done. “If the community says 
they want a ban, they can get a ban,’’ 
states McKinley. “We’ve got a senator 
and a representative, there’s no reason 
why we can’t get it.” 

“We’re just being ignored,’’ adds 
Harris. “Maybe they thought we 
wouldn’t persist. I think you’ll find, in 
any community, that outlying areas are 
continuously neglected.’’ 

The severity of the problem is not 
doubted. In 1968 the police did a vehicle 
count of Holton street, both commercial 
and passenger cars, to find the total 
vehicles travelling on the road in a 24 
hour period. The total was 1395 vehicles. 

Six years later the police did an up¬ 
date on their count and discovered the 
total had risen to 3240 vehicles travelling 
Holton street in just 24 hours. No studies 
have been conducted since 1974, although 
one is planned, and McKinley feels sure 
that the total has risen. 

McKinley points out that at night, 
particularly in the summer when people 
have their windows open, the noise from 
the trucks and the freight cars can be 
disturbing. “There have been times 
when I’ll have the television on at normal 
volume, and a diesel truck will drive 
down the street and I won’t be able to 
hear the dialogue.” 

Soot from the diesel engines of a 
number of the trucks collects on the 
windows of the homes. Trees have been 
smashed by the generally 10 foot wide 
trucks on the 19 foot wide street. The 
actual pavement has held up only 
because it is made of part granite mixed 
in with the tar. Originally the road was 
designed to endure the stress of the 
trucks going to and from the old quarry. 

The residents also feel that there is a 
safety hazard concerning their children 
on Holton street. The unusual amount of 
traffic poses a danger to any child who 
should wander from his own yard. 

Harris appeared before the Board of 
Selectmen recently asking that they 
sponsor an article, including the three 
requests, for the town warrant. The 


board recommended that Harris go the 
route of petition. 

“I personally feel that the town has 
done nothing to alleviate our problem,” 
Harris stated recently. “The reason I’m 
calling for a special election is to have 
the Selectmen instructed to do what has 
to be done.” 

McKinley, who has had experiences 
with the DPW while acting as safety 
officer, has changed his views over the 
years. “The trucks really don’t bother 
me because I get out of town on the 
weekends. Plus 1 make sure I keep my 
kids in the yard. But these people have a 
legitimate complaint. At first I didn’t 
think there was a solution, but now I’m 
sure there is because the DPW can lx* 
bent.” McKinley added that “We have to 
sit down with the Woburn commercial 
people and tell them to head their traffic 
elsewhere." 

Perhaps something will be done in the 
near future. Groux indicated that the 
case will be looked into before it appears 
before the Town Meeting so that possible 
alternatives might be offered. 

If not. a problem that began in the last 
decade, a problem that has gotten worse 
without any serious attempts to solve it. 
will continue to persist. 

Rabies Clinic 
This Saturday 
At Town Hall 

There will be a rabies clinic at the 
Board of Health room in the Town Hall on 
Saturday from 1 to 4:30. Applications, 
which dog owners should have received 
in the mail, should lx* filled out in ad 
vance and dogs should be brought on a 
leash. 

It is a state law that a dog must have a 
rabbies shot every 24 months. If any dog 
owner in Winchester has not received an 
application form, one can be obtained at 
the Town Clerk’s office. 

Officer Molea also reminds the public 
that dog licenses for 1979 are now on sale 
at the Town Clerk’s office. Molea en¬ 
courages all dog owners to purchase a 
license, as well as having their pel 
protected against rabbies. 

The town will impose a fine on any 
owner who does not have his dog licen¬ 
sed. First offense is a $10 penalty, second 
offense $15 and third offense $20 for each 
calendar year.

Police Arrest Juveniles For Break-Ins 


Five youths were arrested this week 
in connection with the recent break-ins al 
Muraco and McCall schools and a stolen 
van from T&R Pool Service 

On March 27 Inspectors Richard 
Beaton and Roland Roy received a call 
that a van was in the wooded area at the 
end of River street. Through the 
registration number they learned that it 
was the van belonging to T&R Pool 
Service which was recently stolen. The 
lettering on the truck bad been spray 
painted over. 

Beaton and Roy then spotted four 
youths approximately 50 yards away. 
When they approached the youths Beaton 
and Roy found with them an acetelying 
tank which belonged to the van. 

The youths, all minors, were 
questioned the following day. with their 
parents, at the Winchester Police 
Station. Following interrogation, police 
charged the juveniles, ages 16 and 17, 
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with driving without a license, using 
without authority and malicious damage 
to property. 

A third youth admitted to spray also 
painting the van and was charged with 
malicious damage to property. The 
fourth youth was not involved in either 
the theft of or the damage to the van and 
was released. 

One of the youths was also questioned 
about the March 25 break-in at McCall 
Ji\ High. After being told by police that 
finger prints had lx»en recovered he 
admitted to illegally entering the school 
with his 16 year old brother. 

Further questioning revealed the 
names of the vandals who broke into the 
McCall Jr. High on the 24 of March and 
the vandalization of the Muraco School 
March 25. Two 16 year olds have been 
arrested for both of those crimes and are 
charged with breaking and entering into 
McCall and also malicious damage to the 
school. They are further charged with 
breaking and entering into the Muraco 
School and larceny. 

Winchester police also report that 
they have learned the identities of and 
have obtained warrants for two known 
drug users who are suspected of 
breaking intoC’radock Apothecary. 

Inspectors Roy and Beaton, working, 
with federal agents, are presently 
searching for the suspects who repor* 
redly come from the Boston area. 


There were two other illegal entries 
this week. Three oriental rugs and a 
diamond ring were stolen from one home 
while a 13 inch color television, eight 
silver bracelets and a black purse con¬ 
taining a silver ring, a small gold pin and 
a silver pin were removed from another 
house. 

Vandalism and larceny was reported 
to a number of automobiles this week. A 
1975 Volkswagen Schirroco was broken 
into thourgh the right rear window and 
an am-fm sterio radio and tape deck 
were stolen on Thompson street. 

In other areas, a 1971 Buick Skylark 
was also broken into through the rear 
window with an fm converter being 
removed. A 1979 Volkswagen Rabbit was 
damaged as the rear was smashed. A 
window of a van on Swanton street was 
bashed in. 

A woman reported that her grandson 
found a number of bottles containing pills 
in her yard on Saturday. Police reported 
that a’bottle holding 100 milligrams of 
Butisol Sodium, another containing $0 
milligrams of Butisol Sodium, a con¬ 
tainer of small white pills, a container 
with capsules labeled Argo-Pyrildex and 
a fifth bottle with large white pills were 
all found in the yard. 

Police ordered a resident of Ridge 
street, whose rubbish had found its way 
over to Coolidge road, to remove it.

l Walkway Meets Opposition From Residents 


Citizens from the Coolidge road area 
appeared before the Planning Board 
Monday night to voice their opposition to 
a proposed walkway being built in the 
Pine Ridge area. 

The walkway, which would connect 
the two conservation lands in that sec¬ 
tion, is seen as a potential escape route 
for the vandals who have been gathering 
on Coolidge road. 

John W. MacArthur, a resident of 
Coolidge road and the major spokesman 
for the group, presented a list of 
residents who were against the path. 
“There's not one person in favor of it,’’ 
stated MacArthur. 

Apperantly the vandalism problem in 
the area is growing. The residents feel 
that the bikeway will not help to alleviate 
this dilemma. “I see it as a deterent to 
protection,” noted Leo DeMarco, a 
resident of nearby Windsong lane. “The 
swamp that’s there already provides the 
type of area that would take 100 police to 
find someone." 

Residents feel that vandals would be 
able to victimize individuals as well as 
personal property and then be able to flee 
through the path. “We’ve watched them 
exchange drugs, switch cars. There’s no 
need in opening another door that can’t 
be solved,” added another of the area’s 
residents. 

Planning Board member Stephen 
Carr, an admitted proponent of the 
walkway stated that “We had not con¬ 
sidered the possibility of an escape route 
for fleeing felons.” Anderson went on to 
state that the intent was to find a con¬ 
nection for Coolidge road and Windsong 
lane for people without having to drive 


around the block. 

The area around Coolidge road is not 
completely developed. The Planning 
Board suggested that the residents hold 
off on their demand to have the walkway 
abolished until the area is completed. 

The Planning Board agreed that it 
would be in the best interest of all to 
delay construction of the walkway to see 
if the residents would agree to the 
easement when the landscape had been 
finished. The residents found this ac¬ 
ceptable.

Representatives of the Recreation 
Department and the Data Processing 
Department came before the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night to complain 
about budget cuts that hnd been made in 
their departments by the Finance 
Committee. 

Kenneth Ccreghino, the recently 
appointed recreation director told the 
board, that he is concerned with what he 
calls a “drastic reduction” in the 
recreation budget. 

Cereghino had requested an increase 
in the secretarial position from two- 
thirds time to full time, restoration of the 
lights for night ball playing at Ginn 
Field, and adequate staffing of life 
guards at the town’s water areas. 

The director, who had visited the 
Finance Committee earlier Monday 
evening, said that Fincom tended to 
“listen rather than react” when he asked 
for reconsideration of the budget. 

He told the Selectmen the cuts in the 
recreational programs represented close 
to a 10 percent reduction. The original 
Town Manager’s proposal for the 
recreation programs was $116,072. 

Cereghino said he told the Finance 
Committee of a new plan, which would 
bring the rec budget up to $111,402, with a 
self-supporting new account for some of 
the recreation program. 

When contacted Tuesday night 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
David Donahue said that in arguing for 
more secretarial help, Cereghino put 
most of his justification on the fact that 
the mini-bus system would be starting up 
and more phone calls would be coming 
in. 

But. Donahue noted, a part-time mini¬ 
bus coordinator has already been put in 
the budget for that purpose. 

Donahue also said many of the 
programs proposed for the self- 
sustaining fund were duplicate programs 
and that the committee felt that lights on 
Ginn Field should be paid for by the 
league teams that would use them. 

The lifeguards staffing, he said, was 
an item that was accidentally left out of 
the budget, (a cost of about $8700) and 
might be reconsidered. 

Paula McNulty also came before the 
Selectmen Monday night from the Data 
Processing Department. Fincom has 
recommended a cutjn one staff position, 
a key punch operator. 


There are currently five, people 
working in the department, a manager, a 
computer operator, a programmer, and 
two key punch operators. One of the key 
punch operators recently retired and has 
been replaced by a temporary person 

The staff cut recommended,by Fin¬ 
com represents a 20 percent decrease in 
personnel. 

“The present level (of work^Jcan’t In? 
performed if the position is cut,” the 
Data Processing representative said. 

She noted that a major system which 
the department now handles will 
probably have to bo sent out to another 
firm if the position is cut. 

The Data Processing Department is 
currently undergoing a Price 
Waterhouse study to see if additional 
hardware is needed in the town’^system. 
The first set of recommendations made 
by the firm are expected shortly. Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said. 

McNulty said she thought the decison 
by the Finance Committee to cut out a 
position at this time was “premaRjrc.” 

Donahue said that the ( Finance 
Committee’s decision to cut me staff 
position was “plain and simple.” He 
noted there are very few new programs 
to punch in, and that one of the upper 
level management people v in the 
department could take on son$ of the 
work of a key puncher. 

The timing, he said, was good because 
of the recent resignation in the depart¬ 
ment. No lay-offs would be necessary to 
make the cut. 

Donahue said the Finance Committee 
was also visited by Michael Robert, 
business agent for the Town Employees 
Association Monday night. 

Roberts and the TEA are protesting 
the Town Mangers’s proposed 
elimination of garbage collection 
workers and the shortening of’hburs at 
the town dump.

In January 1906 the court appointed 
the three commissioners which agreed 
that the crossing was a dangerous one 
and ought to be abolished.

Criminal Files — Senate 
rejected 28-7, a bill reducing the 


feet. That would require the elevation of 
every store or business building at the 
center of the town from three to 14 feet 
according to its location. The expense of 
doing so was the chief objection to the 
plan. The cost then estimated was 
$320,000. 

Another plan was proposed by Ralph 
S. Vinal, a landscape architect of Win¬ 
chester. He would fence off the present 
crossing and carry the highways across 
the railroad just south of the present 
depot, which will be removed and 
replaced by two depots, one on either side 
of the tracks near the center. A subway 
for pedestrians will connect the two 
depots under the tracks. The approaches 
to the bridge will be from Church street 
on the west side and from Thompson 
street and Waterfield road the east side, 
the maximum grade being about four per 
cent. 

Access to the center itself would be a 
widened Thompson street. This plan 
required the removal and rebuilding of 
the present Waterfield bridge and the 
raising of the Post Office. Sixteen 
buildings on Thompson, Common and 
Church streets affected f )y this scheme 
will be removed and property taken. 

•This would be less expensive but it 
was vigorously opposed by those doing 
business at the center on the ground that 


it would change the natural routes of 
travel disasterly and leave the center cut 
in two. The cost then estimated was 
$355,000. 

Besides these two plans there was the 
Redfern Plan which proposed two 
bridges over the tracks, one south and 
one north of the center. The cost then 
estimated was $350,000. 

Another plan was the Stone Arch 
Bridge Plan which would raise the tracks 
over the railroad 10 feet and depress the 
streets seven feet where they pass under 
the bridge. The bridge would have two 
arches, one for the Main street and the 
other for the Mt. Vernon-Church street 
traffic, thus keeping the lines of travel as 
at present. Cost then estimated would be 
$285,000. 

The railroad had no plan to offer. At 
a Town Meeting held on Nov. 20, 1906 the 
town appointed a committee of 15 leading 
citizens to study and report on the 
various methods of abolition proposed. 
The sum of $500.00 was appropriated for 
the expenses of the committee. The 
committee surpised everyone by 
favoring the stone arch plan. 

The committee’s plan was loudly 
attacked by almost everyone in town. 
The viaduct would be noisy and un¬ 
sightly. The drainage of the streets in the 
hollow beneath the bridges would be 
impossible, the passage under the arches 
would be dark and dangerous. 

At a special Town Meeting on Feb. 11, 
1907 there was plenty of oratory, but it 
was one sided. The advocates of all the 
other plans made common cause; the 
committee had no friends and their 
proposal, was voted down almost 
unanimously. The other plans were 
discussed and all were voted down. 

However at the Feb. 25 Town Meeting 
it was voted to petition the Boston and 
Maine Railroad to immediately add an 
additional crossing man at the railroad 
corssing in the center of the town; and 
also to have a man placed in front of the 
center station. Also it was voted to 
petition the railroad to construct new 
gates at the crossing; and also to build a 
fence between the tracks from the 
crossing to one hundred feet south of the 
station and also an overhead bridge at 
the station for persons to pass to and 
from one side of the tracks to the other. 

The Town Meeting of Feb. 25 did vote 


to approve the method of abolishing the 
grade crossing at the center depressing 
of the railroad tracks as much as 
practicable, but not less than three feet, 
and the constructing of a bridge over said 
tracks clear across the square. 

Only 205 citizens had actually voted 
for this plan with five against out of more 
than 1500 qualified voters. The Boston 
and Maine Railroad also entered loud 
objections on account of the costliness of 
the plan, which it was estimated would 
consume not less than $900,000. The 
commission hesitated, delayed; held 
hearings, but put off its decision. It was 
evident that they sympathized with the 
railroad in the matter of expense and did 
not mean to condemn it to pay $600,000 
for abolishing a single crossing. 

In 1911 the town became restless 
under continued delays and at the June 20 
Town Meeting appointed a committee of 
five to further study the abolition of the 
grade crossing. 

The Braddock Plan and the Symmes 
Plan, both similar, were proposed. These 
plans called for a street starting opposite 
the Town Hall and runing north of Mt. 
Vernon street and at a slight angle 
thereto into a westerly direction over the 
tracks opposite Kelley and Hawes stable 
and thence descending to Elmwood 
avenue, where a right-angle turn to the 
north with a curve at its extremity 
connects with and gives access to North 
Main street. A southern right-angle turn 
at the western extremity similarly 
connects Church street at Vine street. 
This plan was not considered. 

The Committee of Five submitted a 
combination of the Vinal and Redfern 
Plans, previously described, at an 
estimated cost of $230,000 to the Town 
Meeting of April 22, 1912 which was 
defeated 168 to 21. At the Town Meeting of 
April 29,1912 it was voted its preference 
for the Town Plan, raising the highway 
over the railroad at the center of the 
town, and providing a subway for 
pedestrians at the present station. The 
vote was 166 to five for the motion. It was 
now the town plan or nothing as far as 
Winchester was officially concerned. 

Next week we will continue this 
controversy which has kept the town in a 
turmoil for so many years.

It is 
presently an independent 
school for approximately 
70 adolescent girls with 
special needs in grades 
seven through 12. 

The students come from 
the metropolitan area, 
including Winchester. All 
of them live on the campus 
in dormitory facilities 
while attending school. 

They are generally 
referred to St. Anne’s by 
the Department of Public 
Welfare or the Department 
of Education (Chapter 
766). 

It is part of the school’s 
philosophy that every 
person is capable of growth 
and change, and that a 
primary way to growth is 
through the development of 
relationships. Relations¬ 
hips with friends, dor¬ 
mitory staff, academic 
advisor, and teaching 
faculty are all significant. 

However, each girl also 
needs to feel that she is a 
part of a family, a neigh¬ 
borhood and a community. 

“The combination of 
academic and residential 
program components 
allows the staff to touch

Ix'higb University students, com¬ 
peting in a campus-wide energy con¬ 
servation program, have cut electric 
consumption in their residence halls by 
more than 11 percent, a savings of $7000, 
in the last three months. Phyllis Errico, a 
sophomore from Winchester, as chair¬ 
woman of the energy conservation 
subcommittee for residence halls, has 
been largely responsible for kindling 
student interest in the program. 

The program began in November with 
support from Lehigh student leader 
groups. Representatives from Lehigh’s 
Gryphpn Society of resident freshman 
counselors, the Residence Halls Council, 
and the University Forum, the campus 
legislative body, are helping to run the 
program. The goal is to use to percent 
less electricity than was used last winter 
<1977-781 in the nine residence areas on 
the university campus. 

At present, student conservation of 
electricity exceeds 11 percent and is 
climbing Some halls have cut energy 
consumption by 80 to 35 percent, more 
than three times the target figure - and 
six of the nine residence areas are above 
tiie target figure. 

Heat consumption is not included in 
the figures, because heat usage is not 
controllable by the students. Electricity 
conservation is measured from lights, 
hair dryers, and other applicances which 
students can directly control. 

In the form of a contest, the program 
offers prizes to the residence areas which 
conserve the most electricity. The last 
usage measurement will be taken at the 
end of March and the results announced 
tiu» second week in April. 

Results are posted monthly on a 
"scoreboard" in the University Center, 
w here students can easily see their living 
group’s progress compared with others. 
Krrico said that electricity savings have 
increased since the tally board was put 
up, the visual proof of their performance 
apparently spurring the students to even 
better performance. 

When the program began, Errico was 
skeptical about its success. “You can’t 
make people do things,” she said. Hut 
now she thinks the program may con¬ 
tinue next year.

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Town Problems, Residents' Apathy Discussed At Series 


Activism and apathy may be two 
forces working against each other in 
Winchester, according to panelists of the 
Interagency Council’s discussion, “Town 
jn Conflict.” 

The discussion, held last Thursday, 
was the lastin a series of topics covering 
human problems in Winchester. Dr. T.J. 
Anderson, professor of music at Tufts 
University,. Barbara Hankins, Win¬ 
chester Selectman, Kay Bigelow of 
CONCERN, and Vincent Larocco, 
principal at Winchester High School 
gathered to discuss the problems and 
future goals to improve the town. 

Apathy is a problem that is self- 
evident in Winchester when one looks at 
the low voter turnout for last Tuesday’s 
elections. Only 22 percent of the 
registered v/bters went to the polls on that 
day. Moderator of the discussion, Rev. 
Walter Davis, said the erosion of 
volunteerism in town, as in the few 
residents who run for Town Meeting 
member seats, is another indication of 
the townspeoples’ disinterested attitude 
in many areas. 

In the case of activism, panelists at 
the discussion noted that many 
leadership roles in town now tend to be 
uni-directional, instead of addressing the 
needs of the whole town. They blamed 
mounting legislation, litigation, and red 


tape, the result of the activism of special 
interest groups, on the frustration of the 
many. 

Rev. Davis said that perhaps the 
“common frustration” residents share is 
their “closest bond.” 

Each of the panelists explained some 
of those frustrations. The town-wide 
issues covered included keeping the 
beauty of the town’s natural resources 
intact, complying with tax limitation 
while maintaining necessary services, 
the changing ethnic diversity of the town, 
the conflict of housing and growth with 
existing neighborhoods, business and 
commerce versus residents, and 
problems in the schools. 

Looking at the problems head on, the 
panelists said, many people in town have 
a tendancy to withdraw from situations 
that appear unsolvable. 

Larocco said this withdrawl tendancy 
stems from the high ideals set forth in the 
past. Many times when community goals 
are set, people expect they will be at¬ 
tained almost immediately, he noted. 

“A lot of apathy comes from the fact 
that people feel disfranchised. I don’t 
think the problems have changed. The 
basic issues are still the same,” he said. 
The complexity of the problems, 
however, grow with the expansion of the 
community. 


Larocco, who said he is basically an 
optimist, said things will change. 

"How can we (as administrators, 
town officials) be responsive to all 
publics?” he asked. “There is a need for 
a lot more talking together.” 

The need is there for listening, 
talking, and getting involved...people 
need to work together to solve townwide 
problems. 

Davis said there is “a narrow focus” 
of peoples’ concerns. Hankins said she’s 
seen it on a town level. 

She noted that often people will pop up 
and work hard for something that 
benefits them or their neighborhoods 
directly. But once the goal is obtained, 
the "activists” fade back into the 
woodwork. Trying to “recruit” residents 
for general roles in town government, 
she said, remains a problem. 

One reason for the decrease in town 
volunteers, is the need for both parents to 
work. There is little time for most 
families to get involved in community 
affairs. 

One woman in the audience noted that 
many women who have done volunteer 
work, now find “more satisfaction" in 
working and getting paid for it. She said 
many women “get burned out” doing 
volunteer work. 

The participant also noted since many

women who voluteer to do work for the 
schools are not professionals, they are 
“put down.” 

“It’s discouraging.” she said. 
“People should be given a more heartfelt 
welcome.” 

Another discouraging thing to many 
who arc active in community affairs in 
town, Hankins noted, is the reluctance of 
the town to change. 

She cited the minibus proposal, which 
first surfaced four years ago and never 
caught on at that time, as an example. 
Last year the subject of starting a town 
minibus system came up again, meet the 
town’s approval, and will as a result will 
be starting up this spring. 

“We need more people who are 
willing to take defeats and look at the 
long-term,” she said. “You must expect 
an idea will be turned down the first time 
around.’’ 

Anderson suggested as a possible 
solution to the waning volunteers, to “tap 
a new pool.” Youth and elderly are two 
populations, he said, that could become 
more involved. 

Help will be needed to solve some of 
the problems the town is facing. Each of 
the panelists outlined their concerns for 
the future. 

Perhaps the biggest change residents 
will feel if tax and spending caps are 
passed by the state legislature is a 
reduction in town services, according to 
Hankins. 

The Selectman said, there are “tough 
decisions” ahead if the caps pass. There 
are greater demands for human services 
in the town, but she noted, it’s going to be 
difficult to find the dollars for special 
programs and maintain reasonable 
salaries for town employees. 


“Contrary to popular belief,” Hankins 
said, there is little surplus to absorb a 
cap and maintain the services the town 
now provides. 

If caps are imposed, budget items like 
recreation, garbage pick-up, and long 
dump hours are “fair game,” for cuts, 
she said. 

There are certain things you have to 
do from state imposed regulations," she 
said. “We see a pulling back of what 
funding we’re willing to supply for the 
kids programs." 

Although everyone would like to see 
prop8erty tax relief and continuation of 
good services, Hankins concluded, “you 
can’t have it both ways.” 

Anderson’s main concerns were 
keeping the beauty of the town what it 
has been. He noted the quality of water in 
the ponds is “rapidly deteriorating” and 
that graffiti is on the rise. 

Anderson said he’s seen a gradual 
change in the ethnic diversity of the 
town, and feels this change will continue. 

"One sees in Winchester, what one 
finds in society as a whole,” he said. 

In turn. Larocco noted thBat the high 
school “mirrors the community.” 

Some of his concerns in the schools 
include the basic philosophy of education 
and the emphasis on learning basic skills 
versus a conceptual approach. 

He also noted the restrictions placed 
on the schools by Chapters 622 and 766 
has had a great effect on budgeting for 
the schools. Collective bargaining with 
teachers and other school workers also 
puts limits on the freedoms of budgeting. 

Larocco feels there is too much 
negativism however. 

Kay Bigelow of CONCERN has also 


worked closely with Winchester youth. 
When CONCERN first started in the late 
60s. it dealt with drug problems in town. 
The organization resurfaced three years 
ago, she said, and now addresses the 
problems of vandalism. 

“We’re interested in having kids find 
themselves,” she said. She added that 
the group is looking for “new emphasis” 
and goals to work towards. 

One suggestion made at the gathering 
was to work out programs which in¬ 
tegrated youth and elderly. 

“There are a lot of Winchesters,” 
Davis said in conclusion. “Where we go 
from here in fact, is up to us as in¬ 
dividuals."

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A History Of Special Education 
In The Winchester School System 


(Editor’s note: The following is the 
first in a series of articles on Win¬ 
chester’s special education programs, 
written by special education teachers 
and administrators. The information 
first appeared in the winter newsletter of 
the Winchester Education Association. 
Next week the series will address 
mainstreaming and Project Win.)

Many excitong things are happening 
in Winchester because of Chapter 766 and 
newly enacted federal legislation for 
handicapped, PL 94-142; two laws written 
to help every youngster in need. Another 
goal of handicapped legislation was its 
sensitivity to parents in allowing them to 
become equal partners in planning for 
their special needs child. These two laws 
promote the premise that school should 
not be a contest, but that students should 
be involved in learning activities, and 
programs according to their unique 
needs and individualized learning style. 
They have compelled us to evaluate 
existing programs, design new ones, and 
be responsible for all students, based not 
on one criteria or educational model, but 
on children’s needs. 

Two years ago, Winchester was faced 
with 17 formally rejected educational 
plans. Many days were spent in hearing 
sessions with mediators, the attorneys 
and parents. To date, only one plan has 
been rejected by parents and is in formal 
appeals process. Also, Winchester has 
become one of the First school systems to 
initiate an appeals process to advocate 
for services for a student. 

The past two years have also seen the 
instituting of resource rooms, a pre¬ 
school and kindergarten program,

elementary and secondary level core 
teams, and this year, a half-time coor¬ 
dinator for the learning disabled. This 
growth means increased services for 
children, many of whom were unserved 
or underserved before, and augment 
staff and programs that for years have 
demonstrated the need for an ef¬ 
fectiveness in special education. 

Another area of growth felt with less 
enthusiasm is the paperwork, and the 
expanding roles of the already over¬ 
burdened teachers created by mandated 
regulations. More procedural work, and 
more direct assistance to classroom 
teachers remain high priorities so that 
implementation can be more efficient. 

It will also allow us to do what we 
were best trained to do: meet the needs 
of all children with understanding, 
sensitivity and creativity. This will 
happen when the classroom teachers 
work hand in hand with supportive 
specialist staff, have time allocated to 
consult with multi-disciplinary teams 
and specialist on an on-going “team” 
basis, and there is a sensitivity to the 
increased teacher demands in time and 
energy of mainstreamed special needs 
students. 

Special Needs Defined 

A student with special needs is one 
who is unable to progress effectively in a 
regular educational program and who 
requires support services or special 
education. 

Cooperation, identification, and 
assessment can result in the preparation 
of an appropriate educational plan. The 
primary concern of the assessment effort 
is defining the student’s strengths and 
weaknesses. 

In determining the strengths and 
weaknesses, development of the student 
personally, cognitively, socially, 
physically, and educational is reviewed. 

A student may be considered for 
referral as special needs under Chapter 
766 regulations if any of the following 
conditions exist. 

Any child who at mid-year presents a 
substantial risk of non-promotion. For

Ride-A- 
Bike For 
Retarded 

The eighth annual “Ride- 
a-Bike for Retarded 
Citizens” will be held April 
29 in over too towns 
throughout Massachusetts. 
The annual fundraiser, 
which benefits the 
Massachusetts Association 
for Retarded 1 Citizens 
(MARC), owes its success 
to the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association 
(MTA), which organizes 
students and others in local 
Ride-a-Bikes. 

People can be 
“spokespersons” by 
contacting MARC, 381 
Elliot st., Newton Upper 
Falls, 02164; telephone 965- 
5320. There are Ride-a- 
Bikes throughout 
Massachusetts on April 29. 

Since the “Ride-a-Bike” 
began in 1972, over 
$1,500,000 has been raised 
by the MTA. These funds 
are returned directly and 
indirectly to local com¬ 
munities through the 
services MARC, offers to 
benefit the Com¬ 
monwealth’s 160,000 
mentally retarded citizens. 

MARC’s 19 local citizen 
advocacy programs, which 
match volunteers in a one- 
to-one friendship with 
mentally retarded people, 
have provided direct 
benefits to the community. 
By helping a retarded 
person learn to use public 
transportation, handle a 
checking account, do 
laundry, or cook a 
nutritious meal; an ad¬ 
vocate helps a mentally 
retarded person become 
more self sufficient and be 
able to live independently 
in the community. 

Youth MARC, an 
organization of young 
people aged 13 to 25, has 
initiated a program called 
self advocacy to encourage 
mentally retarded people 
to advocate for their own 
rights and plan their own 
programs. Last June, 
Youth MARC conducted a 
voter registration drive to 
inform retarded people of 
their rights. ) 

In October, mentally 
retarded people, with the 
support of Youth^ARC, 
organized the third self 
advocacy* conference, 
“Yes, We Can!,” with 
workshops on „ rights, 
community living, and 
governmental affairs. At. 
the conference a' petition 
was initiated Jo. ban 
discrimination ' against 
handicapped people in 
public places. An an¬ 
tidiscrimination bill is now 
before the state legislature. 

MARC continues to 
provide information and 
referral services and in¬ 
dividual case counseling to 
parents with problems 
relating to Chapter 766 and 
to individuals with 
questions concerning 
services to retarded people 
living in the copimunity. 
MARC has resource files of 
specialized services 
available to mentally 
retarded people. 

MARC was successful in 
achieving a more equitable 
division of resources 
between state schools and 
the community. MARC’s 
efforts were aimed at in¬ 
creasing the placement 
opportunities in programs 
for people in the com¬ 
munity without taking 
opportunities away from 
those leaving institutions. 

MARC was involved in a 
number of federal court 
suits to improve the quality 
of care for mentally 
retarded people living in 
institutions. Interim 
consent decrees reached in 
the Dever and Wrentham 
suits required the Com¬ 
monwealth to add over 500 
personnel and millions of 
dollars in renovations to 
the schools. ! 

To accelerate the 
development of community 
placements, MARC in¬ 
tervened as plaintiffs on 
behalf of mentally retarded 
people at Northampton 
State Hospital who were 
not receiving adequate 
treatment. The suit called 
for appropriate treatment 
in the least restrictive 
setting. 

MARC has expanded its 
training and education 
programs by increasing 
the number of seminars 
offered to parents and 
professionals and by 
providing more in¬ 
formation on its services to 
the public. 

To increase public 
awareness of mental 
retardation, MARC 
provides speakers to talk to 
local groups, maintains a 
library of books amd films, 
and runs an ongoing public 
education program in¬ 
volving the nw?dia and 
publications.

Unit, Traffic Service Car

Early last year Chief of Police, John 
P. McHugh submitted a letter to the 
.Governor’s Highway safety Bureau 
requesting consideration for funding a 
traffic service vehicle and radar unit. 
The chief desired a vehicle that could be 
dedicated to enforcement, that would 
stand out to the citizens as a special ef¬ 
fort by the department to reduce ac¬ 
cidents. 

The chief stated in his letter to the 
Director of the Bureau, Francis X. 
Colleton, “It is my express desire and 
explicit goal to further reduce accidents 
during the next several years.” He noted 
that this vehicle is not a new thought, but 
a revised edition of many requests by his 
predecessors for assistance in traffic 
accident reduction. He has placed special 
emphasis on its role to each officer in the 
department. 

The Patrol Commanders and safety 
officer will be developing target areas in 
an effort to make all drivers aware of a 
strict enforcement policy throughout the 
community. 

In August of 1978, notification came to 
the chief that the request had been ap¬ 
proved lor expenditures up to $1000 for a 
radar unit and up to $7000 for a fully 
equipped cruiser. Bid specifications had 
been prepared and bidding took place in 
November after Town Meeting approval. 
Town funds were used to purchase the 
vehicle and equipment. All costs are 
refunded to the town upon presentation of 
paid receipts to the Governor’s Highway 
Safety Bureau. 


In February of 1979 the cruiser and 
radar unit arrived. During the next few 
weeks the car and radar unit were road 
tested and modified for the assignment of 
traffic enforcement in Winchester. 

The chief has selected key officers to 
be assigned to the enforcement unit, 
instructed as to its role and the specifics 
of the special hand held radar. Officers 
will be working in high incidence areas 
looking specifically for a reduction in 
accidents through selective enforcement. 

Chief McHugh warns the motoring 
public. “To obey the speed limit, drive 
safely, and avoid accidents. Working 
together we will reduce not only personal 
injury accidents but the costly property 
damage accidents also.” He went on to 
say, “Our new traffic service vehicle is 
painted white to increase visibility, in 
order that drivers will know of the 
special assignment of this car, however 
don’t be lulled into a false sense of 
security, when you pass by one of our 
blue and w hite patrol units. They too will 
be utilizing mounted radar units daily 
during our accident prevention push into 
the 1980s.

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Uses Of House Inventory Explained 
To Selectmen By Historical Comm. 


The many uses of the Historical 
Commission’s recently completed house 
inventory were brought before the Board 
of Selectmen Monday night. 

Susan Keats, town archivist, and Jacn 
Childs and Henry Simonds of the com¬ 
mission. carried in two out of three boxes 
containing information from the study to 
the board. The three have also visited 
other town boards, such as the Planning 
Board with the information. 

“We wanted you to get an idea of what 
we can do with preservation,” Keats 
said. 

The commission which recently 
submitted a project completion report to 
the Massachusetts Historical Com¬ 
mission, is awaiting acceptance of that 
report. Upon acceptance, the town will be 
reimbursed $5000 from the state for the 
$10,000 project. 

In the inventory, over 2800 buildings' 
were recorded by study workers. The 
buildings and homes included were all 
built before 1916. 

The oldest building in town is at 201 
Ridge st., and Keats said the majority of 
the buildings included were built before 
1898. 

Keats said in gathering the in- 
iormation, the workers “watched the 
town grow." They saw the growth and 
decline of factories and farm land, and 
saw ethnic patterns emerge in the neigh¬ 
borhoods. As a result of the study, Keats 
noted. “We found there’s not much open 
space left in Winchester.” 

Homeowners involved in the survey 
have received certificates from the 
commission about their homes. Realtors 
have also used the survey information. 

The three members outlined the next 
steps. 

Now that the inventory has been 
completed a preservation plan should be 
prepared. This plan should summarize 
the information contained in the in¬ 
ventory, outline the local historical 
commission’s policies and goals, and 
recommend actions to be taken to ac¬ 
complish these objectives. The plan 
should discuss the methods the com¬ 
munity will adopt to integrate the 
preservation of significant cultural 
resources with the development, growth 
and economic vitality of the city or town. 

The preservation plan should be 
directed to the entire community and 
should demonstrate to the residents of 
the town the significant beneficial impact 
which preservation activities can have 
on the community 

The finished plan should be in¬ 
corporated into the community planning 
process and should be used by all city or 
town planning agencies in their decision. 

The plan could include the following 
components; summary of the history ol 
the growth and development of the 
community; analysis of all ol the ar¬ 
chitectural styles represented in the 
community; survey of the significant 
structures and areas in the community; 
map showing all cultural resources 
• except archeological sites) surveyed; 


and statement ol the local commission’s 
preservation policy and overall ob¬ 
jectives. 

Also included could be recom¬ 
mendations for preservation measures 
lor specific properties or areas. These 
might include but are not limited to the 
following, National Register nomination, 
local historic district designation, scenic 
road designation, acquisition of 
preservation restrictions, amendment of 
zoning ordinances. 

Identification of funding sources for 
preservation projects in the community, 
including National Park Service grants- 
in-aid to National Register properties, 
Housing and Urban Development 
Community Development Block Grant 
funds, National Endowment for the Arts 
architectural heritage grants, and the 
Architectural Conservation Trust for 
Massachusetts revolving fund, could be 
included. 

Recommendations could be given for 
preservation education projects, in¬ 
cluding publishing maps and pamphlets, 
walking tours, lecture series and adult 
education courses on preservation and 
for the integration of preservation goals 
and objectives into the community 
planning process. 

The inventory is also used on the state 
level. The inventory forms submitted to 
the Massachusetts Historical Com¬ 
mission by the local commissions 
become the data base for the State 
Historic Preservation Program. The 
State Commission’s preservation 
planning is based on the information 
contained in the inventory listings for 
each city and town. Therefore, com¬ 
munities with little or no inventory will 
not be adequately represented in the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission’s 
planning efforts. 

The State Commission, in its capacity 
as an environmental review agency, 
utilizes the information provided by the 
inventory to review and comment on the 
effect of publicly lunded projects on 
historic properties 

According to.state and lederal law. all 
agencies undertaking publicly funded or 
licensed projects must consider, in the 
earliest planning stages, the effect ol 
their projects on the cultural en¬ 
vironment. 

Specifically, this protection is ex¬ 
tended to properties listed in the National 
Register of Historic Places or eligible for 
listing. To enable the State Commission 
to comment on the possible effect of 
projects on historic properties, it must 
know if any historic properties exist in 
the project areas For this, the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission 
depends on the inventory submitted to it 
by the local commissions. 

On the national level, when the in¬ 
ventory has been completed, the local 
historical commission will be able to 
determine which properties in the 
community they consider to be eligible 


lor nomination to the National Register 
The inventory will have identified 
potential areas which should be 
nominated, as well as individual 
properties which should be listed 

The inventory can provide the basis 
lor the identification of potential local 
historic districts. If potential areas have 
been identified, the commission may 
suggest, under the provisions of MGL 
Chapter 40C, the appointment of an 
historic district study committee by the 
Board of Selectmen. The historic district 
study committee would be mandated to 
study the feasibility of creating historic 
districts in the community and to 
determine boundaries for these historic 
districts 

The inventory can also provide 
material for publications. These might 
include a town or city history, an ar¬ 
chitectural style guide for different 
periods or architecture represented in 
the community, briel pamphlets 
describing various aspects of the com¬ 
munity’s development, or maps ol 
walking tours. It can provide information 
Tor use on historical markers. Many 
communities have placed markers on 
inventoried properties in the community, 
increasing community awareness of 
local history and development. 

Finally, the inventory provides the 
basis for input by the local historical 
commission into all tow n or city planning 
activities which effect historic proper 
ties. The local commission, using the 
inventory and the local preservation 
plan, can help the planning agencies to 
integrate the preservation ol 
irreplaceable cultural resources with the 
needs ol a growing and economically 
vital community. 


Library Changes 
Fine Schedules 

As of April 2, the fine schedules at the 
Winchester Public Library have 
changed. Fines are now ligured at five 
cents a day from the date due in both the 
junior library and the adult department. 

Since the first notice is sent three 
weeks after the material is due, fines on 
audio-visual materials (recordings, 
cassettes, filmstrips) are figured at 10 
cents a day in the adult department after 
three weeks. 

There is a 15 cents charge on each 
notice and-or bill sent, to cover postal 
expenses. 

Bookmarks advertising the new fine 
schedule are being prepared as a com¬ 
munity service provided by the Win¬ 
chester Rotary Club 

It is hoped that these changes will 
encourage library patrons to return 
materials promptly or to phone to renew 
materials

Voke’s Community Service 
Aide Program Helps Elderly 


Each Monday morning, students from 
tiie Community Service Aide Program at 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School in Wakefield travel to 
the Lawrence Quigley Memorial Hospital 
(Chelsea Soldiers’ Home) with their 
instructor, and spend the morning caring 
for the patients. This experience is a 
necessary part of the vocational program 
which prepares them for nurse aide work 
in hospitals and nursing homes after 
graduation. 

In addition to Chelsea Soldiers’ Home, 
the students obtain additional ex¬ 
periences in Revere where they visit the 
housing for the elderly and teach some or 
the newer dances, conduct blood 
pressure clinics, attend arts and crafts 
classes with the residents, and perform 
other needed services. 

The New England Memorial Hospital 
in Stoneham is an affiliating agency for 
the program, and it is here that the young 
women have first hand experience in 
caring for patients in a hospital setting. 
As in Revere and Chelsea, an instructor- 
supervisor is present at all times. 

Because the Community Service Aide 
program includes u pre-school 
laboratory for three-five year old 
youngsters, students obtain valuable 
knowledge about care of children. This 
gives greater employment potential to 
graduates of the program since they are 
then capable of functioning as aides in 
nursery schools, day care centers and 
private homes. 

Former graduates have chosen to 
become nurse aides, geriatric aides, 
child care aides, home health care aides. 


and a good number have gone on to post 
high school education in one, two, and 
lour year programs. 

A student at Northeast may select the 
Community Service Aide Program at the 
10th grade and continue in it until 
graduation. 

Grade nine is an “exploratory” year 
and students have a choice of four 
programs to explore. This exploration 
gives the students the ability to deter¬ 
mine which field she or he wishes to enter- 
in the world of work. The next three 
years grades 10 through 12, each student 
then has the opportunity to concentrate 
on her or his chosen field.

When is a meal ‘balanced?” Why 
should everyone eat balanced meals? 
What happens if someone doesn’t eat 
balanced meals every day? 

Pupils in grade six at the Bartlett 
School in Winchester are learning the 
answers from two white rats, part of a 
project supplied to teachers by New 
England Dairy and Food Council to 
encourage pupils to improve their eating 
habits. 

Soon after the rats were delivered by 
dairy council nutritionist, Mary F. 
Lynch, the pupils decided on the name 
Dixie for the rat on a balanced diet and 
Pixie for the rat on a modified diet, that 
is a diet with one of the four food groups 
missing. 

Most students know that a balanced 
meal must include servings from each of 
the four food groups the milk group, 
meat group, fruits and vegetables group, 
breads and cereals group. But leaving 
out one of the food groups is typical of the 
way many school children eat. 

During the "Great Grow Along,” the 
class animal feeding project, the 
students watched what effect balanced 
and incomplete meals had on the rats and 
what happens when just one group is 
eliminated. Since rats grow so rapidly 
and eat many of the same foods people 
do. results were visible in a few weeks. 

Under the supervision of their 
teacher, Peggy L. Henderson, and the 
cooperation of their principal, Norine T. 
Casey, the whole class participated in the 
leeding, observing, and the maintenance 
ol the rats. 

Both rats were fed equal amounts of 
food from the four food groups, and 
preferences were noted. Both Pixie and 
Dixie enjoyed roast beef, turkey, peanuts 


and egg whites. Cheerios, bread, rice and 
oatmeal were given as grains, while they 
had a fondness for apple and orange 
slices, spinach, celery, carrots and 
especially green beans. However, Dixie, 
the rat on the balanced diet, was given 
milk daily while Pixie received only 
sugar water or flat tonic. 

The differences in three weeks were 
quite noticeable, in the two While Dixie 
grew from 42 to 162 grams and increased 
her tail length from 8.5 centimeters to 14 
centimeters, Pixie grew from 38 to 111 
grams and increased her tail length by 
only four centimeters. Pixie’s biggest 
growth spurt came during the third 
week, when she was fed protein for the 
first time. 

During the last week Pixie has been 
receiving daily portions of milk along 
with her meals and is showing signs of 
added growth and vitality. 

"She isn’t nervous anymore and she 
weighs almost as much as Dixie,” said 
Paul Donahue. "She was acting so 
nervous, just like kids do after they eat a 
lot of sugar.” 

The two rats will be raffled off to two 
members of the sixth grade who would 
like to keep them as pets. 

"1 have had them both at home for the 
weekend and am fascinated by their 
behavior," said Ms. Henderson. ”1 have 
seen changes in lunches and hope to see 
even more children catch on to 
eliminating sugary snacks for a piece of 
fruit or carrot sticks.”

United Way Chairman

Arthur R. Hills, formerly of Win¬ 
chester, and son of Mrs. Gerald Y. Hills 
likes black jelly beans, tennis, and 
paintings of animals — two of which 
grace the walls of his office, a lion and a 
zebra. 

Another penchant he has is the United 
Way of Massachusetts Bay. And it shows. 

In January, Hills was elected 
chairman of the Support Policies 
Committee, the highest ranking 
allocations committee of that United 
Way. Concurrently, he will serve as a 
vice president, member of the executive 
committee, and member of the board of 
directors. Professionally, Hills is partner 
of Boston’s Touche Ross & Company, an 
international accounting firm. 

Being chairman of the Support 
Policies Committee is a huge respon¬ 
sibility. Hills will lead more than 111) 
allocations volunteers, who decide on 
allocations for more than 160 human care 
services agencies. And he will direct an 
allocations operation in excess of $16 
million, ultimately serving an area with 
a population of 2.5 million people from 86 
cities and towns in the Massachusetts 
Bay area. 

Hills brings solid experience to his 
new position; five consecutive years of 
volunteer work in the United Way, two as 
chairman of the Scouting and Camp Fire 
Allocation Review Committee. 

“When I sat on the scouting com¬ 
mittee, our activities were important 
within that context. We were involved in 
examining budgets and evaluating 
service delivery, management, and the 
overall performance of these agencies. 
Sitting on the Support Policies Com¬ 
mittee, I see the entire review and 
allocations process at work. It’s a 
fascinating learning experience. And it’s 
hard for me to keep quiet in our 
meetings,” he said. 

His 34 years of experience in finance 
and accounting stand behind Hills’ 
valuable contributions to the Support 
Policies Committee and the United Way. 

As chairman, one of his primary 
concerns is getting more young adults to 
serve on the review committees. 


"I’d like to see more people in their 
20s and 30s on the review committees,” 
he said. “Last year, I corailed a young 
lady lawyer onto a scouting committee, 
and she’s enjoyed every minute of it. 
When you become a United Way 
volunteer, it’s a real eye opener.” 

Another priority of Hills is examining 
how the United Way is meeting the 
changing needs of the community and 
human care agencies. “As the economy 
changes, so do needs , and 
demographics,” he said. 

“Of course, the basic problem we face 
in allocations is fund raising,” he ex¬ 
plained. “We have to put money where it 
really works. It’s the beneficiary that 
suffers, not the organizations, when we 
turn down an agency.” 

Hills has worked hundreds of hours as 
a United Way volunteer. Why? “I never 
really thought about it before. No one’s 
ever asked me such a simple question. I 
believe in the United Way concept, 
people helping people. And 1 get 
satisfaction trying to get the dollars to 
where they’ll do the most good,” he said, 
a bit puzzled about the question and 
probably still thinking of other reasons. 

Volunteering isn’t a new idea to the 
Hills family. Long before we heard the 
terms social awareness or consciousness 
raising, his wife Elizabeth was involved 
with urban housing as a volunteer and 
was tutoring at the local high school. In 
fact, Hills’ father, after retiring, taught 
first aid to neighborhood firemen and 
nuns, besides helping out at the hospital 
pharmacy. 

“I never really thought about my 
mother and father as helping out as 
volunteers in the community," he ex¬ 
plained. 

But one thing is certain. Arthur Hills 
has kept a family tradition alive.

Today, April 5, is Opening Day 
at Fenway Park. And, for Red 
Sox fans, that means the first 
hot dog of spring, the initial 
thwack of the bat, and all the 
hoopla that comes with the start 
of a new baseball season. This 
year, there are 81 chances to see 
the Sox in action on home plate; 
81 times to swelter or be rained 
on in the bleachers; 81 times to 
catch hometown sluggers up to 
bat. 

It’s true that the Red Sox 
aren’t engendering nil the thrills 
and hopes they did last year. 
Broken hearts abounded 
throughout Boston when, last 
October 2nd, the Sox lost their 
shot at the American League 
pennant (by one run!) to the 
New York Yankees. This time 
around, fans are wary; but 
they’re still beleaguering the 
ticket office, praying for some 
renaissance. Already, the ticket 
office is about sold out for home 
games to be played against the 
ever-present and much-maligned 
Yankees, even though two of the 
six matches are scheduled to be 
televised. 

There is a definite advantage 
to seeing a Red Sox game live 
and not on television. You aren’t 
limited by the camera’s view of 
things; you can cheer and stomp 
and hiss with the rest of the 
crowd (an activity rarely per¬ 
formed in the living room). Most 
of all. you can see your favorite 
players in the flesh, jogging 
about the diamond. This year’s 


lineup should be an amalgam of 
familiar faces: ace pitcher 
Dennis Eckersley, George ‘‘The 
Boomer” Scott, the indefati¬ 
gable Carl Yastrzemski, catcher 
Carlton Fisk (provided his mys¬ 
terious arm ailment is cured), 
Fred Lynn, and of course dim 
Rice, who won the award for 
Most Valuable Player in the 
American League last year. 

Tickets to Red Sox games cost 
ns much as they did last year. A 
choice roof box seat, if you’re 
lucky enough to beat out the 
season ticket holders and get 
one, comes to $7; lower box 
seats, which are pretty much on 
level with the field, are $6 
apiece. $4.75 buys a seat in the 
grandstand, and $8 is the price 
fora reserved bleacher seat (a 
chair). It’s $2 for a bench seat in 
the infamous bleachers, the 
scene of a few heated brawls at 
the beginning of last season. 

The ticket office is at 4 
Yawkey Way (which some of you 
may remember as .Jersey Street), 
and its number is 267-8661. If 
you do, unhappily, find yourself 
without a ticket to a game you 
desperately want to see, try the 
major ticket outlets in and out of 
town; they’ll probably be able to 
help you out of your dilemma — 
fora premium, of course. And, as 
a very last resort, there are 
scalpers. Whatever method you 
employ, you will most likely be 
able to cope with that age-old 
urge — to get out to the ball 
game.

The bitter irony of life in 
Voices: Drew is a 
musician, and 
Rosem a rie can’t hear.

There is an irritating trend afoot 
in romantic movies, as shown 
recently in Ice Castles and now 
in Voices, a film directed by 
Robert Markowitz and starring 
Michael Ontkean and Amy 
Irving. The basic scenario for the 
new romaticism has three 
principle features: (1) True love 
demands that some physical 
handicap be overcome. In Ice 
Castles, the skater played by 
Lynn-Holly Johnson was 
temporarily blinded. In Voices, 
Irving plays a young woman who 
became deaf as a result of a 
childhood fever. (2) Thefemale 
of the loving couple is the 
stricken one, continuing the 
glorious tradition of Camille, 
and the less glorious tradition of 
Love Story. This allows the male 
to be strong yet sensitive, com¬ 
passionate yet courageous. (3) 
The male encourges the female 
to perform or audition (she 
always has some grand talent), 
even though she doesn’t want to, 
doesn’t think she can, or doesn’t 
think it’s a good idea. And love 
conquers all. 

In Voices, Ontkean plays Drew 
Rothman, a young man who 
hopes to become a Barry 
Manilow-style singer. He lives in 
Hoboken and plays in sleazy 
clubs with a band called The 
Jersey Turnpike. Drew’s grand¬ 
father (Herbert Berghof) is a 
wise tailor from the old country. 
His father (Alex Rocco) is a 
reprobate, a drinker who is 
inclined to put all the profits 
from the family dry-cleaning 
business on a horse. Drew’s 
younger brother (Barry Miller) is 
being shaken down by some 
punk school-fellows. 

One day, while Drew is singing 
to himself in a make-a-record 
booth, he spies a lovely at one of 
those machines that stamp out 
identification medals. He rushes 


over, but she has disappeared, 
leaving behind only the little 
medal with her name on it: 
Rosemarie Lemon. Remember 
that. “Lemon” is the operative 
word. 

Several days later, he sees her 
again, boarding a bus. In hot 
pursuit, he caroms off a passerby 
and clambers aboard to strike up 
a conversation, but she can’t 
hear him. We tumble to the fact 
that Rosemarie is deaf long 
before Drew does, but we have 
the director on our side, and he 
very kindly gives us a hint by 
simply shutting off the sound¬ 
track. This also reminds us of the 
bitter irony of life in Voices: 
Drew is a musician, and 
Rosemarie can’t hear. 

Courting her, Drew discovers 
that Rosemarie is a teacher in a 
school for deaf children, and that 
she likes to dance. Somehow, he 
gets it into his head that what 
she really wants to do is dance 
professionally, and he needles 
her into auditioning for a visiting 
ballet company. The fact that 
she can’t hear the cues or the 
instructions, and isn't all that 
sure that she wants to do it 
seems not to bother him at all. 
He promises that he will be at 
the audition to interpret for her. 
But what with one thing and 
another (like his father torching 
the family store) Drew misses 
the audition, it’s a complete dis¬ 
aster, and Rosemarie, now 
totally humiliated with her worst 
fears realized, is only rescued in 
the very nick of time. It’s the 
most contrived and painfully 
wrought denouement you can 
imagine, and as such entirely 
appropriate to a story that 
depends on gimmicks and 
crying-towels. 

Technicalities aside, Amy 
Irving is genuinely charming as 
Rosemarie. When she dances for 
her deaf students, it’s happily 
the best scene in the film. 
Another saving grace is that 
when Rosemarie speaks, it’s with 
the kind of voice that people 
have when they are unused to 
hearing words spoken. We cling 
to this straw of reality for all it’s 
worth, and it is a credit to Irving, 
and to Ontkean, who is far more 
appealing that the character he 
plays, that they have not allowed 
themselves to be completely 
swamped in the ocean of senti¬ 
ment that is Voices.D

The Bell Jar 

A miscarriage of the novel by 
Sylvia Plath, a compilation of 
the book’s lurid episodes with¬ 
out any of the book’s framework 
or narrative or metaphor.

The China Syndrome 

Jane Fonda plays a television 
reporter tired of the personality 
beat, anxious for some hard 
news. She and her cameraman, a 
contentious, aging radical 
played by Michael Douglas, 
stumble upon a near-disaster 
and subsequent cover-up at a 
nuclear power plant. Jack 
Lemmon is a nuclear engineer, a 
company man, who gets more 
and more anxious about the pos¬ 
sibility and consequences of an 
accident in the reactor. How¬ 
ever you feel about nuclear 
energy, pro, con, or indifferent, 
The China Syndrome is a movie 
that succeeds terrifically well as 
a movie: it’s fast as lightning and 
keeps you right on the edge of 
your seat. An intelligent film 


that only occasionally lapses into 
shrillness (the baddies are dis¬ 
tinctly bad, the goodies wonder¬ 
fully good), The China Syn¬ 
drome talks about many things: 
nuclear ethics, big business 
morality, television news as 
entertainment, human error, 
and accountability.

Committee 
To Be Sought 

The Winchester Equal Opportunity 
Committee received unanimous support 
Irom I he School Committee Monday 
night on a spring Town Meeting article 
which calls for Ihe formation of a 
townwide Equal Opportunity Committee. 

John Moore, vice chairman of the 21- 
member Equal Opportunity Committee, 
presented the draft of the Town Meeting 
article to the board It suggests 15 
residents lie appointed to the committee 
which will foster equal opportunity in 
Winchester lor all citizens. 

The article also asks for the ap 
propriation of $500 to cover ad¬ 
ministrative costs. 

Moore told Ihe School Committee, that 
it is hoped the townwide committee 
members will be a balance of both 
“municipal and private interests.” 

Currently, the ad hoc Equal Oppor¬ 
tunity Committee of the School Com¬ 
mittee has worked to develop a balanced 
curriculum activities program and staff 
in the school system in the area of human 
relations. 

“We have developed an affirmative 
action plan. The town has not yet done 
that,” Moore said. 

The article, as prepared by the 
committee reads as follows: 

“The Winchester Committee for 
Equal Opportunity proposes that 
townwide committee lor equal op¬ 
portunity be formed. It shall foster the

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Minibus System Faces Delay; Bus 
Service Bids 25% Over Estimate 


The arrival of Winchester’s minibus 
system. Community transit, will be 
delayed perhaps until late June because 
the costs of the transportation service 
came in from contractors 22 to 25 percent 
above what was predicted at the 
November annual Town Meeting. 

According to David Smith, of the 
Minibus Committee, the three bids from 
contractors that the town received are 
expected to be rejected, and the system 
rebid. 

Smith told the Selectmen Monday 
night the committee “strongly recom¬ 
mends" rebidding the bus service in 
hopes of obtaining lower bids. 

The bids received by the town were 
from Transportation Management Co. 
of Medford at $15.59 per hour; Robert 
Charles of Boston at $16.85 per hour; and 
C & W Transportation of Lexington at 
$17.50 per hour. 

In a report to Town Meeting last fall 
the hourly rate of service was estimated 
to be about $2.50 lower than the bids 
received, according to Town Manager 
Thomas Groux. Smith told the board that 
he feels the town can obtain lower bids 
for around $14 per hour if the system is 
rebid 

When rebidding, he said, the bid 
specifications “would be tightened up” 
where necessary. 

Smith said that after the Minibus 
Committee meeting April 3. that hoard 
decided the town had three major op¬ 
tions 

One was to rebid. the solution the 
committee feels is most promising. 

The second is to go back and ask Town 
Meeting this spring for additional fun¬ 
ding for the minibus system 

The third, which Smith called the 
least desirable, is to go back and revise 
the system, reduced either the number of 
routes or hours. 

The Selectmen questioned the 
probability of a second round of bids 
coming back lower. Barbara Hankins 
noted the recent deregulation of oil 
prices by President Carter as a possible 
stumbling Nock to lower bids. 

“I don't think we have your degree of 
optimism,” said Edward O’Connell. 

Gary Watros of the Minibus Com¬ 
mittee said however, that gas and oil 
prices comprise only about 15 percent of 
the cost to tne transportation contractor. 

; tf 1hp*tfto>nd round W bidding does' not 
produce lower prices for the transit 
. system, the committee noted, at that 
time they would seek additional funding 
from Town Meeting 

“If we go to Town Meeting at least 
we’ve attempted to get a better price.” 
Town Manager Thomas Groux said 

As far as a timetable is concerned, if 
the bids are formally rejected and the 
system rebid, bid specification letters 
should be ready to go out in the mail by 
next week. Bids will be back to the Town 
Hall and opened around May 1. 

Groux said during the first round of 
bidding 16 firms were invited to submit 
proposals. A bidder’s conference was 
also held two weeks before the bids came 
back.

Hearing Set 

Randall's Restaurant is one step 
closer to becoming a fully-licensed 
restaurant serving alcoholic beverages, 
as the Board of Selectmen formally 
accepted Randall Corp.’s application for 
a liquor license Monday night. A public 
hearing will lx* held on the application 
April 30. 

The board has 30 days lo hold a public 
hearing on Ihe application. After April 
30. the hoard will have 10 days to reject 
or accept the Randall Corp. proposal. 

Selectmen Wade M Welsh and Ed¬ 
ward O’Connell reviewed the application 
which was submitted lo the board March 
27. 

“Ed and I are both of the opinion let's 
accept it. let’s get going," Welsh said. 

The application. Welsh said, “left a lot 
of holes.” Attorney for Randall Corp.. 
Henry Quill, submitted a letter to the 
hoard on the background ol John 
Drougas, owner of Randall's Restaurant, 
and the past history of the restaurant. 
Welsh said the letter cleared up many of 
the questions the Selectmen had. 

There was some concern expressed 
by the board that the public hearing and 
final decision on the application would 
come too close to Town Meeting But 
Welsh and O’Connell urged speedy ac¬ 
tion. 

“I see no point in wailing another day 
or another two days," Welsh said. 
Drougas, Welsh said, has secured a 
financing package for the renovation 
work planned on the restaurant and 
should not be kept waiting. 

Drougas plans to renovate Randall’s 
Restaurant at 11-13 Mt. Vernon st. at a 
cost of approximately $100,000. 

The seating capacity of the renovated 
restaurant will be 100 people. The eating 
area will be changed to include booths 
and tables. A new entrance foyer is 
planned, carpeting will be installed, and 
Ihe kitchen will lx* renovated. 

Quill explained in his letter to the 
Selectmen that the Drougas family has 
owned Randall's since 1966. Prior to that 
they worked at the Belair Diner on Route 
one in West Peabody for 15 years. 

He notes since Drougas’s ownership 
of Randall's, there has always been a 
family member present at the restaurant 
during business hours, and there has 


proposals. It is hoped that more firms 
will submit bids if the system is rebid. 

Although the aim of the rebidding 
process is to get lower prices, the town is 
not bound to take the lowest bidder. They 
may decide to take the lowest respon¬ 
sible firm. 

Although the rebidding process has 
delayed the start of Community Transit, 
Smith told the board that brochures 
explaining the system have been printed 
and die ready to be moiled to all the 
residents in town. The brochures will be 
mailed approximately one month before 
the system starts. A detailed route map 
will be sent approximately 10 days before 
operations. 

The system centers around three 
loops, the East. West, and Central routes. 
The loops pass by churches, schools, 


community centers, recreation areas, 
bus stops and train stops of Ihe MBTA. 
and other major areas of interest. 

All routes orginale from Ihe Laraway 
road train station. 

The cost of the system is 25 cents per 
ride for adults, 10 cents for the elderly 
(over 62) and 10 cents for children (under 
five). 

Three buses will operate five days a 
week, Monday through Friday between 
7:15a.m. and 6:30 p.m. Riders may hail a 
bus anywhere along the routes and stop 
anywhere along the route. 

In addition to the three regular buses, 
a demand vehicle for the handicapped, 
which is to be shared with the Lexington 
bus system, will he available for han¬ 
dicapped who call about one day in ad¬ 
vance. 


McCall Junior High School 
Recommended As Site For 
Community Swimming Pool 


The preliminary recommendations of 
the town-pointed Swimming Fool 
Committee may come as a surprise to 
some. The committee, which will report 
to Town Meeting this spring, is 
suggesting the proposed community pool 
be built at the McCall Junior High 
School, not Winchester High School. 

Harrison Chadwick, chairman of the 
town-appointed committee, visited both 
Uie School Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night. He said after 
much discussion and research, the 
committee favors McCall as the pool site 
for reasons of cost, assessibility to the 
community as a whole, and instruction. 

Chadwick said the committee will ask 
Town Meeting to conditionally accept the 
responsibility of maintenance and 
supervision of the pool once it is built. A 
public hearing will be held on the com¬ 
mittee’s findings April 26. 

In outlining the pros and cons of a pool 
at McCall, Chadwick said that 
teachability is a “most important fae- 
-tor.-”- • * • «*•- — 

"It's been repeated to us over and 
over again, that junior high level 
students are more receptive and 
teachable than those at the high school 
level." Chadwick said. He noted the 
superintendent of schools. William 
MacDonald, agreed with this theory. 

The committee has planned the pool 
to be used by Ihe schools for instruction 
47 percent of the time, he said. 

Community use will comprise 53 
percent of the pool schedule. 

He said he doesn’t think there'will be 
any problem with division of the pool 
schedule for both school and community 
use. 

Instruction was deemed the most 
important element, including student 
swim classes. Red Cross lifesaving 


certification, and recreational classes, 
such as scuba diving. 

Next on the list of importance, he 
said, is recreation. 

“I hope family use of the pool will be 
emphasized,” he said. 

McCall was chosen over the high 
school as a site for several reasons. 

As a cost factor, if a pool were to be 
built at the high school, an initial cost of 
$100,()()() would he needed for pile driving 
to form a foundation for the pool. The 
least expensive site, he said, is Lynch 
Junior High School, where soil conditions 
are perfect for construction. But 
Chadwick said Lynch was ruled out as a 
site because it is not central to the 
community. 

The high school parking situation was 
also sited as a problem by the com¬ 
mittee. 

“The high school is a community 
center, now," Chadwick said. “We’ve ail 
discovered when there are many things 
are going on parking is difficult. 

- -At McCall, he noted, there is more 
parking. 

The proposed pool will he placed on 
the playing field side of McCall, away 
from street traffic. From this site, there 
is easy assessibility to the locker rooms, 
and additional room to build a storage 
area for the pool equipment and offices 
Chadwick said the construction would 
take up little of the playing field space, 
hut that several of the industrial arts 
classrooms in McCall would lose good 
lighting from windows on facing (lie 
playing field. 

Chadwick noted the principal of the 
school, Joseph Forte, and MacDonald, 
don’t consider this a “severe handicap.’’ 

Chadwick said plans have been made

to build a 25 meter pool rather than a 25 
yard pool. The pool will also be seven 
lanes wide, rather than six lanes wide. 
State regulations also require a ramp for 
the handicapped be installed. 

The length of the pool may cause 
some problems for high school com¬ 
petitors. Most high school pools are now 
25 yards long, a difference of about six 
feet. 

Chadwick said it is important to move 
forward, rather than backward, and go 
with the 25 meter pool. 

In order of importance, he noted, the 
committee felt competion came last. 

The town-appointed committee is one 
of two groups working towards the 
construction of a community pool. The 
town committee works on site plans and 
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other possibilities, and application for 
any state School Building Assistance 
Bureau (SBAB) funds. 

The citizens committee is trying to 
raise funds for the construction of the 
pool. Mary Barger, of that committee, 
said that fund raising efforts “are still in 
a holding pattern.” 

The committee is waiting to receive 
an I Its number so that contributors can 
make their donations tax deductible. 

To date, the committee has received a 
net $6500 from a carnival last fall, $153 
, from a local beauty salon benefit, and an 
undetermined sum from the WHS 
sponsored dance marathon. 

Chadwick estimated the cost of the 
pool may reach $1 to $1.5 million. If funds 
are available from the state, some of that 
money may be reimbursed. 

Barger said that “as an optimistic 
guess” fund raising efforts could be 
completed in two years.

principles of equal opportunity for all 
citizens of Winchester. 

"It shall assist governmental agen¬ 
cies, organized community groups, and 
citizens of the town is assessing the need 
lor, monitoring, and developing policies 
and programs, and evaluating the ef¬ 
fectiveness of such actions as deemed 
necessary to assure equal opportunities 
for all citizens regardless of race, sex, 
religion, national origin, age, and special 
needs. 

"The members of the committee will 
be sleeted by the School Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen, and the Moderator, 
and include a broad representation of 
citizenry as it relates to race, sex, 
religion, national origin, age, and special 
needs. 

“The Selectmen shall appoint one of 
their own body and four other individuals 
who are either involved directly or 
voluntarily providing services to the 
municipal government. 

“The School Committee shall appoint 
one of their own body plus four in¬ 
dividuals who are either directly or 
voluntarily involved in providing 
educational services, and the Moderator 
shall appoint five citizens of the town. 

“There will be a three-year term for 
all members; the initial appointments 
shall be staggered with five individuals 
appointed per year. The committee shall 
meet throughout the year and report 
their findings and plans to the School 
Committee, Selectmen, Moderator, other 
appropriate town-sponsored and 
voluntary groups as needed, and an¬ 
nually to the spring Town Meeting. 

"The appropriation for this com¬ 
mittee shall be $500 for other expenses.” 

The ad hoc committee, meeting with 
the Selectmen in January, said that the 
townwide committee was needed to 
comply with Chapter 622 guidelines. 
Chapter 622 prohibits bias of any type in 
the public schools. Some of the programs 
the ad hoc committee has recommended 
to achieve racial awareness concern the 
town as a whole. 

Some of the areas the townwide 
committee could address include 
recreation programs, human services 
programs, and town activities. 

In addition to the townwide committee 
proposal, a $21,800 budget item for im¬ 
plementing the recommendations of the 
ad hoc committee has been placed in the 
School Department budget. 

Part of those funds will be used to hire 
a full-time multi-cultural specialist. 

The ad hoc committee was formed 
last spring, following the release of a 
Justice Department report on racial 
problems in the town. The department 
recommended the town take action in 
addressing racial problems after the only 
black teacher at the high school resigned 
because of racial attitudes expressed by 
some students in the school.

The House held votes on four 
key roll calls during last week’s 
session. 

Balanced Budget (H 1961) — 

House rejected 102-47, 
resolutions requesting Congress 
to hold a Constitutional 
Convention for the purpose of 
proposing and adopting an 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution requiring a 
balanced federal budget. The 
resolutions contain a provision 
making the request null and void 
if the convention is not limited to 
this exclusive purpose. 

Supporters argued 28 states 
have already passed the 
resolutions and noted that the 
people are tired of wasteful 
spending and an unbalanced 
federal budget. They noted the 
convention could be limited to 
this one subject and said there 
was no danger of the convention 
opening up all kinds of other 
proposals and amendments. 

Opponents argued a 
convention could result in all 
kinds of abuses, noting there are 
no guidelines for delegate 
selection and agenda planning, 
and claimed it would be difficult 
to limit the gathering to the one 
amendment. Others claimed 
millions of people could be 
affected adversely by the cuts 
and called the proposal 
dangerous and vague. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
voted for the resolutions. 

High School Courses (H 5851) 
— House rejected 99-51, a bill 
changing provisions of the 
current law which requires that 
if 20 parents of high school 
students request that a course be 
taught, then the high school must 
offer that course. The bill would 
change the provisions to read 
that the course must be offered if 
requested by a number of 
parents equal to 10 percent of the 
school’s student enrollment. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for it. 

Nuclear Power (H 5888) — 
House approved 151-1, 
resolutions urging the President 
and Congress to enact legislation 
Immediately placing a 
moratorium on the licensing of 
new nuclear power plants. The 
resolutions also urge the 
moratorium to continue until 
such time as the questions 
concerning the operation of 
nuclear power plants, and the 
transportation, storage and 
disposal of nuclear waste are 
solved. 

Supporters argued the recent 
accident at the Three Mile Island 
in Harrisburg has demonstrated 
the dangers posed to the health 
and safety of the public by 
nuclear power plants. They 
noted the resolutions do not 
affect presently licensed plants, 
but would simply urge passage 
of legislation placing a 
moratorium on the licensing of 
any new plants. Many noted that 
public safety was of the utmost 
Importance, and it was 
important to answer questions 
and solve problems concerning 
the dangers of nuclear power. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
resolutions. 

State Employees (H 4066) — 
House rejected 126-29, a detailed 
bill to reduce and place a cap on 
the number of state employees. 
Under the legislation, beginning 
on July 1, 1980, the total number 
of state employees must 


decrease at an annual rate of not 
less than one percent of the 
state’s 1975 census population, 
until the total number of 
employees does not exceed one 
percent of the population as 
determined by the most recent 
census. The measure requires 
that no vacancy or new job in 
any position of permanent 
employment shall be filled or 
created within the executive, 
judicial, or legislative branches 
without the approval of the 
Governor after each secretary, 
department head, board, 
commission, agency, office, or 
any other entity has filed a 
written request with the 
Governor. The request shall 
include a justification for the 
filling or creation of the position. 
It also provides that each entity 
file a detailed quarterly report 
detailing the number of 
employees and any vacancies 
filled or new positions created. 
Certain positions including 
teachers and positions to prevent 
emergencies affecting public 
safety, are exempted under the 
bill. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for it. 

Senate 

The Senate voted on two key 
roll calls during last week’s 

QAQalnna 

Blood Donations (H 354) - 
Senate refused 16-11, to 
reconsider its earlier defeat of a 
bill lowering the age 
requirement for blood donations 
from 18 to 17, and allowing 17 
year olds to donate blood without 
their parents’ consent. The bill 
also provides that no hospitals, 
clinics, etc. can be held liable for 
not obtaining parental consent if 
the donor certifies in writing that 
he is 17 or older. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against it. 

State Employees. (S1711) — 
Senate rejected 27-4, a bill 
designed to reduce the number of 
state employees by requiring 
that no vacancy shall be filled or 
new position created in the 
executive or legislative branches 
of government without the 
approval of the Governor, and 
after certain written requests 
and justifications are submitted 
Dy the particular secretary, 
department head, board, 
commission, agency or other 
entity. The measure requires 
entities to file a formal written 
request, including justification 
for filling the position, and also 
requires the filing of a detailed 
quarterly report detailing the 
number of employees and any 
vacancies or new positions filled. 
Certain positions including 
teachers and positions to prevent 
emergencies affecting public 
safety, are exempted under the 
bill. 

Supporters argued the bill 
would help control the number of 
state employees without 
reducing services. They noted 
the current system does not 
require written, detailed reports 
and justifications, leaves the 
door open for abuse and does not 
encourage reduction of the 
number of employees. 

Opponents argued the bill was 
unnecessary and claimed 
agency heads currently are 
required to justify the number of 
employees and their functions 
during the budget process; Some 
claimed the bill goes too far and 
is poorly drafted. 

Sen. Rotondi voted against it.

50 Years Ago 

Plans Offered To Correct Crossing 



(Editor’s note: In this special series, 
Henry Simonds examines the history of 
the grade crossing elimination in Win¬ 
chester Center. Last week, Simonds 
brought us from 1835, when the first train 
went through, to 1914. The history con¬ 
tinues in this issue from World War I up 
to 1929.) 


By HENRY E. SIMONDS 
At last in December 1914 the special 
commission, harassed by the complaints 
of the town at its long delay, brought in a 
report. It held that public necessity did 
not require so expensive an abolition as 
the town plan, and recommended a 
somewhat modified Vinal plan, without 
the proposed widening of Thompson 
street as a means of reaching the center. 
Their recommendation went for final 
approval to the Public Service Com¬ 
missioners, and the town opposed it 
vigorously. It insisted on its own plan, the 
town plan, and to accept no other. The 
Public Service Commissioners rejected 
the report of the special commission on 
March 14, 1916, because the proposed 
plan “encroaches” on property 
dedicated by the town to park and 
playground purposes, makes long and 
circuitous detours from long established 
routes of travel . . . and would affect 
injuriously, if not destroy the business 
center of the town.” 


After 10 years of agitation, struggle 
and heart burning, Winchester was right 
back where it started from with the 
grade crossing still there. 

We now come to the excitement of the 
war years 1917-1918, and the financial 
difficulties of the Boston and Maine 
Kailroad, which now became acute in¬ 
somuch that it was impossible for it to 
consider such an expense as $600,000 for 
the correction of a single level crossing. 

In 1928 the matter was revived, and at 
this time another plan was submitted by 
Herbert J. Kellaway, the engineer who 
had been working on the improvemnt of 
the waterways. Under this plan the 
Boston and Maine Railroad tracks would 
remain at their present grade, and would 
be crossed by an overhead bridge located 
about 450 feet north of the present 
crossing. 

The approaches to this bridge, the 
plan said, would be on a grade not to 
exceed four per cent. Starting at a point 
on North Main street opposite Vine 
street, the approach to the bridge would 
be on an easy curve toward the east 
which met the curved approach from 
Church street at the westerly end of the 
bridge. The connection to Church street 
would be made by removing the Lane 
Block, and the taking of other properties 
on Park and Maip streets. Going easterly 
from the bridge, the new.- 

thoroughfare crosses the Aberjona T&ivgJ 
about 175 feet north of the Fire Station) 
cuts across therokillings estate and joins 
Washington street opposite the Baptist 
Church.

Subways at “the center” and 
at the depot were planned to be built for 
the convenience of pedestrians. 

This plan required the removal of 27 
buildings and the taking of three ad¬ 
ditional parcels of land. It should be 
noted that this plan was but a slight 
modification of the earlier Braddock 
Plan. 


Winchester place would be widened to 
make a shorter route into the center of 
the town from the easterly end of the 
bridge.

The Selectmen selected four plans. 
Cost estimates were made by Charles T. 
Main, Inc. They were: 

Town Plan, cost then, including 
damages, $1,065,700. 

Stone Arch Bridge, cost then, in¬ 
cluding damages, $1,335,200. 

Vinal Plan, cost then, including 
damages $928,100. 

Kellaway Plan, cost then, including 
damages, $1,185,500. 

.T,he. selectmen issued a report in 
February 1929 in tfMch they favored the* 
"■ town plan a£ the most satisfactory, thj? 
Planning Board*- agreed with then}:. 
However the majority of citizens did not 
want the center permanently divided by 
the railway tracks. 

The Winchester Star as well as other 
citizens supported the Kellaway plan as 
the best way to solve the solution. The 
Star spoke up for those who felt too much 
time had been wasted, ‘‘No one in this 


town today believes that the railroad 
tracks will run through town in a tunnel; 
no one would for one moment stand for a 
granite wall from below Wedgemere to 
Winchester Highlands with trains 
streaming above the sky-line and our 
town divided into two distinct parts. 
Anyone could find a way to dispose of the 
railroad — but it must be disposed of in a 
practical way and not by daydreams.” 

At the Town Meeting of March 21, 
1929, it was voted that in the sense of the 
meeting, public welfare requires that 
action be taken to secure, as soon as 
possible, the abolition of the grade 
crossing at the center and also that all 
questions relating to the method of 
abolishing the grade crossing at the 
center be referred to the discretion of the 
Selectman. 

It was also voted that the Selectmen 
are authorized to expend not exceeding 
$15,000 in taking action as they may deem 
advisable for the purpose of securing the 
abolition ol the grade crossing at the 
center. The board accordingly began 
proceedings all over again before the 
Superior Court, petitioning for the ap¬ 
pointment of another Special com¬ 
mission. 

Before the court could act the Com¬ 
monwealth by statue changed the 
method of dealing with grade crossing 


abolition, which now became a matter of 
state instead of local action. The 
Department of Public Works was in¬ 
structed to report to the Board of Public 
Utilities a list of crossingsIwhich ought to 
be removed for reasons of public safel- 
and convenience, and that board ws 
empowered to order abolition accordin^ 
to its own plans and in its dwn discretion" 
The Winchester crossing stood high on 
the list submitted by the Department of 
Public Works, but the financial condition 
not only of the railroad but of the Com¬ 
monwealth prevented the undertaking of 
so costly a project. 

Winchester people had taken a 
fatalistic attitude toward the whole 
matter, and begun to doubt whether the 
improvement would ever be made. The 
obstruction of traffic was getting worse 
and although there had been no fatal 
accidents at the crossing fAr a number of 
years, the crossing was still a menace. 

Investigation showed that the 
crossing is closed eight Minutes out of 
every hour duriiigJHhe crafytime hours, 
and during some hours as much as one- 
fifth of the time. There was no greater 
improvement that would add so much to 
the town as the abolition of the grade 
crossing. 

Newxt week we will resume me 
history* of this urgent and unsolved 
matter.

Leash Law? 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

“It’s amazing that a town like Win¬ 
chester doesn’t have a leash law." That 
is what a recent out-of-state visitor said, 
and she was surprised to be told that 
Winchester does indeed have a 24-hour 
leash law. She had been threatened by 
two aggressive, barking dogs during a 
walk into the center of town, she had seen 
many dogs roaming loose, one of these 
harassing the ducks at the pond, and she 
had heard her hostess caution her child 
not to play in the front yard because it 
was “like a cow pasture,” thanks to free- 
roaming dogs. 

We have lived in various parts of the 
United States and have observed how 
.eash laws can and do work. There are 
many communities where a strictly 
enforced 24-hour leash law is accpeted as 
good sense and fair play. How does the 
leash law work so well in many towns? 
The answer is obvious. Every dog owner 



has either a fenced-in areq or a dog run in 
his-her yard. If a dog owner has neither, 
then full compliance with the law is not 
possible. 

A leash law makes it certain that dog 
owners clean up after their own dogs. If a 
dog is not fenced in or on a run at all 
times, then someone else, not the owner, 
is bearing the maddening burden of 
cleaning up (or stepping in) that dog's 
waste, of being harassed, of having 
garbage strewn around, of having gar¬ 
dens trampled, etc. 

Winchester is too tightly settled and 
the dog population too dense not to have a 
strict 24-hour leash law. Many dog 
owners, it seems, would rather pay an 
occasional fine (which should he 
progressive) than bear the 24 hour-a-day 
responsibility and care of their pets. 

How can the leash law be made to 
work here? We suggest that each dog 
owner be required to have either a fen¬ 
ced-in urea or a dog run on his property 
To those dog owners who faithfully obey 
the leash law, we say “Thank You.” We 
hope all other dog owners will follow your 
example. Now it seems that Winchester, 
leash law notwithstanding, is literally 
going to the dogs.

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Citizen’s Survey To Be Mailed Week Of April 23 


The Winchester Planning Board will 
be mailing bn attitudinal survey to a 
number of * residents, Town Meeting 
members and the Chamber of Commerce 
sometime during the week of the April 23, 
Town Engnii)eer John Ciarcia announced 
recently. j 

. The survey, which is being sent out to 
every 15th person in town, selected from 
. the List of; Residents, concerns itself 
mainly with Winchester Center and 
multi-family- housing. 

The Planning Board has prepared the 
survey in the hopes of getting the 
opinions of people in the town on these 
issues. The board will use the results as 
guidance when making decisions con¬ 
cerning these questions. 

"We’ll beJooking at them and then try 
to get some direction from them," noted 
Ciarcia. "But it’s important that those 
who get a cfcpy return it by May 15." 

When asfced if selecting every 15th 
resident was enough of a cross section to 
consider the results the general mood of 
the town, Ciarcia responded, ‘‘According 
to the consultants that’s all you need. 
Every 15th‘is supposed to be a good 
sampling. \ou don’t need the 100 per¬ 
cent." 

John Brown Associates of Boston was 
the consulting firm that worked with the 
Planning Board when developing the 
survey. 

The board is interested in feelings 


about the center because of its position as 
the chief "commercial, civic and com¬ 
munity center of the town." There is also 
some question as to whether the center is 
contributing as much to the tax base as it 
could be, according to consultants and 
internal studies. 

The board is also concerned with the 
appearance of the center. In recent years 
the look of the center has begun to 
degenerate. . The board has created a 
sub-committee for the purpose of at¬ 
tacking this situation. 

One of the questions concerning the 
center which appears on the survey is; 
"Do you think Winchester center is 
serving the function or purpose of a town 
center?" Another inquiry read, ‘‘Do you 
like the existing atmosphere or feeling of 
the center?" 

Other questions dealt with shopping in 
the center and also the parking problem. 
Each question can be answered with a 
"Yes," "No" or a "No opinion." There is 
also space provided after most questions 
for the person to add comments. 

Housing was also included in the 
survey because the board feels there is a 
shortage of rental and condominium-type 
housing in Winchester, which is causing 
many citizens to leave town to find 
"suitable housing."

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Spring Foot Race, Bike-a-thons Approved 


Two bikc-a-thons and one foot race 
were approved for this spring by the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night. 

The eighth annual mini-marathon, 
this year co-sponsored by the Recreation 
Department and the Roadrunners Club, 
will beheld May 6. 

A benefit bike-a-thon, to support the 
American Cancer Society, will be held 
June 10. 

A second benefit bike-a-thon, “Ride-a- 
bike for Retarded Citizens” is sponsored 
in part by the Winchester Education 
Association. It will be held April 29. 

The mini-marathon foot race will 
feature three races for age groups 9-12, 
13-17, and 18 and older. There will be a $1 
entry fee this year, to defray the cost of 
trophies and medals. Race entries will be 
taken the day of the race. 

The competition for the youngest 
racers will begin at 1 p.m. They will 
follow’ a 2.5 mile course, starting at 
Lincoln School and continuing along 
Main street to Syrnmes Corner, Highland 
avenue, Mr. Vernon street, Washington 
street, and back to Lincoln School. 

The middle age racers will run for 4.7 
miles Their course will also begin at 
Lincoln School but the course will be 
expanded at Highland avenue to go on to 
Fells road, Hillcrcst parkway, Highland 
avenue. Forest street, Washington street 
and back to Lincoln School. 

The (5.7 mile course for racers 18 and 
older will be expanded from Forest 
street to Rrookside avenue. Cross street, 
Loring avenue, Swanton street, 
Washington street, and back to Lincoln 
School. 

One section of Main street near 
Lincoln will be blocked to traffic. 

Jerry Ferro of the Roadrunners Club 
told the Selectmen the group expects 
about 150 entries. The race is open to 
Winchester residents only. 

lie said in the past the race has been 
entirely Recreation Department sup¬ 
ported. It is the aim of the new club, he 
said, to assume total financial respon¬ 
sibility for the race next year. 

this year to the town will pay for 
police monitoring of the race course. The 
club will pay for the prizes, refresh¬ 
ments. and race tags. 

The Selectmen said they felt uneasy 
about collecting a race fee, when the 
town wwould not be receiving the money. 

The race applications were orginally 
planned to be picked up before the race 
at the Running and Racket Shop. Ferro 
changed this Monday night to have post 
entries the day of the race. 


“I feel uneasy when there is a 
collection of money not being turned over 
to the town,” Selectman Barbara 
Hankins said. “It should be one way or 
the other.” 

Hankins said she favored the town 
picking up the tab for the police, but did 
not want a fee to be charged. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said, 
however, that since the race is so far 
along in the plans, the board should 
accept the Roadrunners Club proposal. 

The Selectmen agreed to pay the 
police fees on the condition that the 
application fees not be collected at the 
local shop. 


The fees collected tliis year, Ferro 
said, will go to the club to help pay for 
this year’s race and provide some ad¬ 
vance funding for next year’s. 

The two bike-a-thons were also 
unanimously approved by the board, on 
the condition that a limit be placed on the 
amount of money a rider can collected 
from any one person. The figure agreed 
upon as the ceiling is $10 per person. 

Selectman Wade Welsh said this will 
protect the donators from having to pay 
excessive amounts to a charity if a bike 
rider rides the course many times. 

The Ride-a-bike for the Retarded will 
cover a two-mile course. Riders will 
obtain pledges from residents for the 


miles they ride, to be turned over to 
benefit retarded citizens. 

Joanne Martignette told the board 
that 20 teachers are willing to moniter 
the WEA race. The event will be held 
from 10a.m. to2p.m. 

The course will begin at McCall 
Junior High School and continue to 
Syrnmes Corner, Bacon street, Church 
street, and return to McCall. 

The second bike-a-thon, explained by 
(Jordon Durk an organizer in town for the 
cancer crusade fund drive, told the board 
the cancer benefit bike event will be held 
form 1:30 to 4:40 p.m. The specific route 
has not yet been formed, he said. Win¬ 
chester Cycle is co-sponsoring the event. 



A Columbus road resident complained 
to the Selectmen Monday night about 
increasing problems at the Christopher 
Columbus Club in that neighborhood. 

Dominic Fazio told the board that 
“the character of the club has changed” 
since he first moved to the area 13 years 
ago. 

He cited an increase in the number of 
cars at the club, causing parking 
problems and congestion, and rowdy 
clientele as two of the problems. 

‘‘I’ve had some people throw beer 
cans on my lawn. They’ve urinated on 
my lawn. I’ve seen them," he said. 

Fazio also complained about an 
“overflowing dumpster” in the club lot, 
and noted their have been rats and other 
animals in the area. 

The Columbus road resident said he 
thought the club still has a community 
purpose, but that it should be used for 
neighborhood people. 

“The basic issue,” he said, “is the 
change in activity there. ” 

The Selectmen said they would invite 
the management of the club to a meeting 
to discuss the problems and possible 
controls. The club has no common vic¬ 
tualler’s license at this time (restaurant 
license) . Barbara Hankins asked that 
the police check to see “what’s going on 
up there" especially at lunch time to see 
if a license may be required. They will 
also check into the parking complainSts. 

About one year ago the town approved 
the placement of no parking signs on one 
side of the street near the club. Fazio 
said that the signs have not really 


alleviated the problem, but “moved it 
around." 

President of the club, Anthony 
Cirurso, could not be reached by The Star 
for comment Tuesday night. 


Human Services Committee 
John Moore and Margaretta Thuma 
were reappointed by the Board of 
Selectmen Monday to three-year terms 
on the Human Services Committee. 

Both candidates said the group has 
made progress in program assessments 
in the human service area. Thuma said 
the group has been effective in prod¬ 
ucing a list of criteria for accepting 
human service programs. 

A third applicant, Barbara Adams, 
decided not to apply for the seat because 
she is frequently out of town, Barbara 
Hankins said. 

COA Appointments 
Four residents were re-appointed to 
three-year terms on the Council On 
Aging Monday night. They are Pauline 
McGuigan, Ralph Hatch, Dr. Leonor 
Rich, and Vincent Berger. 

Mrs. McGuigan said she’s been in¬ 
volved in almost every aspect of seniors’ 
activities. She has served on the COA. the 
Board of Trustees for the Jenks , cen- 
terhe Winchester Senior’sand t 
Association. She said her primary ob¬ 
jective is to get the seniors’ housing 
(Winchester House) “off the ground." 

Dr. Rich said she feels the Jenks 
Center has changed some seniors’ 


outlooks from “a pessimistic view of life 
to an ‘I’m needed’ view." 

She added that expanding programs 
will help to make all seniors in Win¬ 
chester feel they are part of the Jenks 
Center. 

Hatch, one of the orginal five trustees 
of the Jenks Center, is the treasurer for 
the seniors. He said the group has 
decided to lower the town’s rent on the 
Jenks building this year, and hopes to 
eventually do away with the rent. 

Berger, who was an associate 
member last spring, became a full-time 
member of the COA in the fall when Dr. 
Richard Norberg resigned from his post. 

At 66. he said he’s “the kid on the 
board," and wants to apply his ex¬ 
perience in business and administration 
to COA affairs. 

“If you’re not part of the solution, 
you’re part of the problem," he said.

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WHS Junior To Participate In Summer Amigos Program NOW Meetin s To Be Held A P r 23 


During these days of early spring, the 
thought of summer is probably very far 
from the minds of most area high school 
students. But one Winchester youth, 
Priscilla Lee, has already set her sights 
on a goal for the summer of 1979. She 
plans to work as a volunteer to improve 
the health and even save the lives of 
persons living in impoverished areas of 
Latin America. 

Priscilla, along with 22 other youths 
from throughout the Greater Boston 
area, is currently enrolled as a volunteer 
trainee for Amigos de las Americas, the 
youth-led organization of medical 
assistance for Latin America. 

If they successfully complete the six- 
month training course, and assuming the 
Greater Boston chapter of Amigos can 
raise the needed funds, Priscilla and the 
other volunteers will spend one month 
next summer working in one of eight - 
Central or South American countries 
where they vyill serve as health-care 
volunteers in rural village areas. 

The project which Amigos volunteers 
run in Latip America include ad¬ 
ministering inoculations, teaching dental 
hygiene and providing dental care 
treatments, . digging wells, and 
distributing eye-glasses. 

Priscilla is a 16-year-old junior at 


Winchester High School.- When asked 
what drew her to the Amigos program, 
she replied, “I’ve never really been 
exposed to a different society or culture. 
I’ve lived in Winchester for 12 years now, 
and I’d like to see what something else is 
like. Also, I’ll be working for people who 
really need help. It’s a rare opportunity.” 

Beginning in January and continuing 
until June, the Amigos volunteers attend 
regular Wednesday evening training 
sessions and occasional weekend 
workshops. The training attempts to fully 
prepare the volunteers for their work in 
Latin America. 

The trainees are instructed in the 
techniques of administering inoculations 
and providing basic dental treatments. 
Additional aspects of the training 
sharpen the volunteers’ Spanish 
speaking ability, provide a cultural 
awareness of Latin American society, 
and improve human relations skills. 

Priscilla believes that the training is 
an essential part of the Amigos program. 
“I’ve already learned a lot of things I 
never thought I would. I’m a lot more 
confident now.” 

The needs which the Amigos volun¬ 
teers address in Latin America can be 
illustrated by the following statistics: 
half of the children in rural areas of Latin 



America die before they reach the age of 
five due to diseases such as measles and 
polio and most persons lose 50 per cent of 
their teeth before age 17. 

The countries in which the Amigos 
volunteers will be working are Bolivia, 
Colombia, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, Guatemala. Honduras, Mexico, 


and Paraguay. 

To date more than 7500 volunteers 
have already participated in the Amigos 
program, which started 15 years ago in 
Houston, where the Amigos international 
headquarters is now located. These 
volunteers have provided services to 
approximately eight and a half million 
people in Latin America, many of whom 
will never see a doctor in their entire 
lives. 

The Greater Boston Amigos chapter, 
founded seven years ago, is headquar¬ 
tered in Belmont at the Plymouth 
Congregational Church. Volunteers to 
the program come from throughout the 
entire Greater Boston region. There are 
approximately 30 other Amigos chapters 
across the United States which hope to 
combine this year to send 600 American 
young persons into field projects in Latin 
America. 

The number of volunteers which the 
Greater Boston chapter can afford to 
send to Latin America is totally 
dependent upon the amount of money 
which the chapter raises. The cost of 
sending each volunteer is $1635, $600 of 
which is contributed by the volunteer or 
his or her family, with the rest raised 
entirely through chapter fund raising 
efforts.

Papas Re-elected Chairman 
Constance D. Papas was re-elected 
chairman of the School Committee 
Monday night as the committee its held 
reorganization session. 

Papas, who mentioned that she hopes 
the School Committee “will continue in a 
similar fashion as we have been," made 
a few general remarks before beginning 
business for the evening. 

“I believe the School Committee 
should be setting goals for the 
curriculum,” said the chairman. She 
also went on to state that she felt it was 
time Jack Fallon, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of schools, “do some long range 
budget forecsting for us." Papas made 
this request so that the committee could 


see where the money is actually being 
spent and how much, before the budget 
process.

* Comparative Knrollment Report 

William MacDonald, s superintendent 
of chools, went over the comparative 
enrollment report of the dates October of 
1978 and March of 1979 with the com¬ 
mittee. 

It was cited that the most notable 
change occured at Muraco School, grade 
three, where nine students left and were 
not replaced. “We are not losing students 


to private schools, but to other com- 
muniti6es,“ stated MacDonald. 


School Committee member Sandra 
Rogers reported to the committee on the 
agreement of the custodian contract. A 
settlement was reached on every item 
according to Rogers. “They’ve gained 
some valid requests oh safety items 
related to their job,” noted Rogers of the 
new- two-year contract. The financial 
raise was 30 cents per hour for full-time 
employees and 15 cents for part-time. 

Summer School Report 

Stating that it's “probably the best 
one of its kind anywhere around," Jack 
Rudolph appeared before the committee 


to discuss the 1979 summer school 
program. 

Cut from this year’s program, w’hich 
w’ill run from July 2 to August 10, were 
personal typing on the secondery level, 
remedial reading and a math course. A 
number of people in the audience ex¬ 
pressed their dissatisfaction with the 
dropping of the typing course and some 
questioned the reason for offering a 
physical education class.

Tuition for the program for Win¬ 
chester residents is $45 for the first child 
of a family involved, $40 for the second 
child, $35 for the third and $30 for any 
family members after that. 

For non-Winchester residents, tuition 
is a flat $50.

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McCall’s “Oliver” Delightful For Anyone

For three nights last week, April 5, 6 
and 7, the auditorium at McCall Junior 
High School was transformed to a scene 
from Dickens’s London as students from 
the school performed in a production of 
Lionel Bart’s “Oliver,” based on the 
Pickens l>ook, “Oliver Twist." 

Produced by Paul G. Davis and under 
the direction of Sally Murdock, the 
production opened in an effective, non- 
traditional fashion as cast members, in 
tattered clothing, streamed down the 
auditorium’s aisles accompanied by the 
wonderful sounds of the orchestra, 
directed by Lawrence Suvak. 

In the opening scene, the orphans 
complain of the gruel they must eat in the 
workhouse, voicing their desires for 
“Food, Glorious Food," the production’s 
first number.

Frances Russell, hairman of the 
English Department at Winchester High, 
appeared before the Winchester School 
Committee Monday night to present the 
report on the “Open Junior High School 
English Meeting.” 

The focus of the report was the ad¬ 
dition of 40 “classics" to the class¬ 
reading lists for junior high school 
students. 

A review of the report led to a lengthy 
discussion among the School Committee. 
Russell and members of the audience on 
first, the definition of a classic and later, 
a homogeneous versus a heterogeneous 
classroom set-up. 

Part II of the report stated 
“Defination of a classic that reflects 
necessary teaching emphases: 

A. ‘...precision of style, formality of 
structure, and, above all, concern for the 
basic principles that animate and 
regulate human behavior.’ 

B. ’... structure encompasses jux¬ 
taposition of scenes’ deliberate am¬ 
biguities and antitheses..., the relating of 
inner emotional states to external 
manifestations, and the devices for 
communicating thematic philoso6phical 
views... .’” 

One member of the audience 
suggested that it’s hard to say what is a 
classic. But she mentioned that she 
would like to see a broader reading lislt. 
This sentiment was echoed by another 
member of the public who stated he 
would urge more diversity. 

School Committee member Jean 
Weylman pointed out that “I think the 
question is not the list but what we do 
with the list. Where is our required 
reading?” 

The list, which is intended to be 
challenging reading material for the 
advance! student in grades 7-9, contains 
a number of well-known works such as 
Emily Bronte’s “Wuthering Heights,” 
Stephen Crane’s “The Red Badge Of 
Courage,” Charles Dicken’s “Great 
Expectations.’’ Homer’s “Odyssey,” and 
Booker T. Washington’s “Up From 
Slavery.” 

Chairman Constance D. Papas 
mentioned that she feels it’s “important 
to channel reading so that students read 


for more than just entertainment.” More 
of the conversation centered on the 
merits of homogeneous and 
heterogeneous class griping. Russell 
stated that with heterogeneous grouping, 
mixing students of variedaearning levels 
in the same class, “ther^could be three 
ability groups in one class, there could be 
as many as five.” 

Apparently the concern here is for the 
exceptional student who, is held up by 
slower students and is not challenged 
enough. “You have the most difficulties 
if you have in the same classrooms 
children at the extremes of the scales,’’ 
Russell continued. 

Papas asked why more homogeneous 
grouping isn’t done. Putting students of 
equal ability into the same classes. 

It was noted by a member of the 
audience that homogeneous grouping 
produces “dummy groups,” in that all 
the students of the lower levels are 
placed together. Russell added that 
heterogeneous grouping is beneficial for 
most students because “the students do 
learn from each other. ” 

The report stated the goal of teaching 
“such concepts as character, setting, 
style and theme to an entire class by 
using a book that each child in the class 
can comprehend.” 

The report went on to state “because 
there is then a need to provide materials 
that challenge each child, the use of 
reading lists contaiing materials dif¬ 
ferentiated according to readability 
levels.” 

In the heterogeneous groups in the 
English Department at the junior high, 
materials will be presented to students 
by a number of ways. Large and small 
group presentations, independent study 
as well as teaching through written and 
oral reports and creative writing is 
planned. 


The adult and junior departments of 
the Winchester Public Library will be 
closed on Sundays until November.

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How Special Needs Evaluations Are Done 


(Editor's note: Hie following is part 
two of a series on special education in 
Winchester. This week. Paula Dilorio, a 
core chairperson at the secondary level, 
-tells about the evaluation of special needs 
students. The series comes from in* 
formation collected by the Winchester 
Education Association.) 

. Two years ago Winchester decided to 
establish two core evaluation teams to 
identify students with special needs and 
write individual educational plans to 
provide the service for these students. 

One team serves elementary age 
youngsters, the other serves secondary 
level students up through high school 
graduation or age 22. Each team is 
.composed to two permeanent members, 
a chairperson and a school psychologist. 

Carla Jentz is chairperson of the 
elementary team, and Kevin Norris is 
school psychologist. 

On the secondary level, Paula Dilorio 
is chairperson and Bernie Silva is school 
psychologist. Other members of the 
teams include as needed, social worker, 
school nurse, classroom teachers, ad¬ 
ministrators, counselor, and specialists. 

The core evaluation process is divided 
into two steps. 

In pre-referral, a teacher, counselor, 
parent or administrator expresses 
concern about a student. Conferences are 
held, either within a child study team or 
parent conference, to determine what 
kinds of regular educational services are 
possible to assist the student involved. 

After all regular education services 
are exhausted, a referral form is filled 
out and sent to the building principal. He 
reviews it and sends it to Frank Bianco, 
who determines whether a full or in¬ 
termediate core evaluation should be 
undertaken. He then notifies the parents 
and the chairperson. 

During a 30 school day period, the 
various specialists and school personnel 
assess the needs of the student. For a full 
core, the components include, current 


educational assessment, edcational 
history, home assessment, psychological 
assessment, medical assessment, and 
other assessments such as hearing and 
speech. Each specialist prepares a 
written summary of findings and 
recommendations for meeting the needs 
of a student. 

The chairperson arranges a final 
meeting with the parents and school 
personnel, and students over 14 years of 
age are invited to attend. Together, 
everyone hears the results of 
assessments and determines how in¬ 
dividual needs can best be met. General 
objectives for each student are 
prioritized at the meeting. Specific ob¬ 
jectives are later written by the service 
providers who will be working with the 
student. 

A description of the student’s learning 
style and the general and specific ob¬ 
jectives comprise the educational plan. 

If the parents agree to the proposed 
services, the educational plan is signed 
and the services can start immediately. 
If the parents do not concur, then at¬ 
tempts are made to resolve differences. 
Parents have many options available to 
them, including mediation, through the 
Department of Education. 

In addition to evaluating students 
within the Winchester schools, the core 
teams serve between 60 and 75 Win¬ 
chester youngsters who are in the SEEM 
Collaborative, and other outside day or 
residential placements. Furthermore, a 
new regulation as of September 1978 calls 
for reevaluation of 766 students every 
three years. These reevaluations will be 
conducted by the core teams. 

There are several advantages to 
having core evaluation teams. First, a 
consistent kindergarten through high 
school process is insured. Second, the 
scope of Chapter 766 is enormous, and 
core teams can provide expertise in its 
implementation for Winchester students. 
Third, the core teams are a resource to

changes of needs of students can be 
promptly reflected and met in their 
educational plans. Finally, and most 
importantly, the core team approach 
insures team effort between parents and 
oducatiors to provide solid process, 
programs and service to all children of 
Winchester. 

When a student has been referred and 
the core evaluation team has convened, 
the student’s teacher! s) will be asked to 
provide several things. 

-An analysis is provided of the child’s 


specific behavioral abilities along with a 
developmental continuum, with a 
comparison of those abilities to the tasks 
that are contained in the regular 
education program. 

-The teacher prepares a statement of 
school readiness, functioning, or 
achievement. 

-Also prepared is a statement of the 
child’s behavioral adjustment, at- 
tentional capacity, motor coordination, 
activity levels and patterns, com¬ 
munication skills, memory, and social 
relations with groups, peers, and adults.

Duplicate Bridge 


With 16 and one half tables in play, on 
April 4, the North-South winners were:

Congratulations 
to all these fine players. 

The hands that remembered after an 
evening of bridge are always the unusual 
and exciting ones. These are the hands 
you are frantically seeking some 
justification for your course of action or 
congratulating yourself on the gift of 
“card sense” if you did extremely well. 

Bidding is about 70 per cent of a 
winning bridge game. Some hands lend 
themselves to scientific treatment; that 
is they will fall into normal bidding 
patterns easily. It’s the gray areas that 
require sound judgment to weigh 
variables and choose a wise course of 
action that are the fun. Sometimes you 
may want to mislead your partner a bit. 

Look at the North hand only in this 
article. Keep in mind that North is 
vulnerable against non-vulnerable op¬ 
ponents. What would vou do? After 
discussing this hand with a few of the 
players at Winchester, there were four 
different suggestions, each with merit. 

Certainly there is nothing cut and dry 
about this hand. Starting up the line, you 
can pass and come in later. Or you can 
open 1 Spade, even though the hand lacks 
12 high card points and 2 ' j tricks, it does 
have freak distribution to add to its 
value. Of course this action will mislead 
your partner about your defensive 
strength. 

The third suggestion is to open a weak 
2 Spades In this convention the weak 2 
bid is the kissing kin to the weak jump 
overcall It usually informs your partner 
that vou have a 6 card suit with about 5 


HCP in it and some strength possible 
outside this suit. (Total point count - 5 to 
11 ) It is not customary to use a weak 2 bid 
with a void. It is my opinion that in this 
particular hand, the extra length com¬ 
pensates for the lack of strength in the 
suit and justifies this bid. 

Then last, but certainly not least, is 
the pre-emptive 3 spade bid. However 
North is vulnerable and safety is an 
important factor, also his partner should 
reasonably expect a fairly solid suit. If 
North does open 3 Spades, South goes 
willingly to four, which can not make and 
may be doubled. East-West have their 
own problems, too. If they do too much 
talking, South will chop off their heads 
and turn a loss into a gain.

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Skating For The Past 31 Years And They're Still Not Tired 


“It’s a wonderful feeling to glide 
across the ice at a good speed as the 
music plays.” So says Winchester’s 
Emily Holt, who. along with her husband 
F. Sheppard Holt, will be stepping out on 
the ice April 20 - 22 for the 21st straight 
year as members of the “Ice Chips 79.’’ 

Sponsored by the Boston Skating 
Club, this year’s annual production is the 
67th and will be held at Boston Univer¬ 
sity’s Walter Brown Arena. 

As dance skaters, the Holts became 
involved in Ice Chips just about a year 
before they were married. “I had joined 
the Skating Club just while I was at¬ 
tending Wheeloek College," Emily Holt 
noted recently from her home.

ballroom dance so this was a nice 
combination.’’ 

Except for July and August, the Holts 
usually practice their dancing three 
nights a week. “There are certain pat¬ 
terns around the rink that you must 
follow. We practice to do them more 
closely and at a faster speed,” says 
Emily. 

In this year’s performance, the Holts 
are in a turn of the century scene with a 
number of other skaters. The setting is a 
frozen pond and the Holts play a Vien¬ 
nese couple. 

“It’s really something,” begins 
Emily. The show itself is a lot of fun. 
“We've played a number of different 
characters.

“But the show isn’t exactly the way it 
used to be.

“We entered mostly New England 
competitions as well as the Eastern ones 
now and then. We placed in one Eastern 
and won the New England bronze levels 
in 1952.” 

The contests the Holts entered 
weren’t the freestyle figure skating 
events that come to mind3 when people 
discuss figure skating. 

“You have to do basic dances," ex¬ 
plains Emily. “The judges pick a group 
of set dances and there are very exact 
ways the steps are suppose to go. How 
you do those steps and your timing can be 
your own interpretation. You're really 
judged very sharply on how well you 
keep time. 

“But we don’t go so much anymore. 
My husband and I both enjoy the dancing 
more that than the competition,” Emily 
said. 

Turning the conversation back to the 
Ice Chips, Emily begins to laugh as she 
recalls one of the more memorable 
shows she and her husband were in. “We 
were the fat man and the fat lady and we 


had to do a polka. We couldn’t even reach 
each other we were so big.” 

Along with the Holts, the Ice Chips 
features Charles Tickner, the world 
figure skating champion, along with Tai 
Babiloni and Randy Gardner, U S. and 
world pair figure skating champions. 
There’ll also be a number of other fine 
skaters from the Boston area. “When it 
comes to the skating, you'll see the top 
skating in the Ice Chips,” Emily points 
out.

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There is only one Boston Mara¬ 
thon, and it takes place this 
Monday. At noon, in Hopkin- 

ton, about 7800 officially regis¬ 
tered runners will huddle toge¬ 
ther, listening for the crack of 
the starting gun; along the 26- 
mile, 385-yard route, an esti¬ 
mated one million spectators 
will line up to watch them pass. 
The Marathon is a Boston tradi¬ 
tion that supercedes anything 
and everything else popping up 
its head on Patriot’s Day. 

Now in its 83rd year, the 
Marathon is the oldest race of its 
kind in the country. It is spon¬ 
sored by the Boston Athletic 
Association, and since its incep¬ 
tion in 1897, has attracted nearly 
every breed of marathoner, from 
the local butcher who runs after 
work to world-class runners who 
hail from just about every¬ 
where. But they all have two 
things in common — they have, 
in the past year, completed an 
AAU-sanctioned marathon in 
under 3 hours (the requirements 
are extended to 3.5 hours for men 
over 40 and, oddly, women), and 
they are tough, dedicated 
runners. In past years, many 
unofficial entrants have wormed 
their way into the Marathon, 

too. They are anathema to the 
already overcrowded field, but, 
unfortunately, are hard to 
squelch. It’s estimated that a few 
thousand unofficial entrants will 
be running with everyone else on 
April 16. 

There are several runners to 
keep your eye on this year — one 
of them may well grab the 1979 
laurels. After a variety of con¬ 
flicting reports, it’s finally been 
confirmed that Boston’s fair¬ 
haired boy, Bill Rodgers, will 
indeed run this year. He’ll be 
taking a shot at winning two 
Marathons back to back. Other 
prime contenders include 1972 
Olympic gold medalist Frank 
Shorter, and Jack Fultz and 
Canada’s Jerome Drayton, win¬ 
ners of the 1976 and 1977 Mara¬ 
thons, respectively. Identifying 
the other top runners is usually 
as easy as checking out the 


numbers they sport on their 
jerseys. Shirt numbers are 
awarded by qualifying time; the 
lower the number, the fleeter the 
runner. Runner with good quali¬ 
fying times also have the advan¬ 
tage of starting at the head of the 
pack in Hopkinton. 

This year’s Marathon ends, as 
have so many others, at Boston’s 
Prudential Center. (Marathon 
headquarters are here, and may 
be reached at 236-3322.) The 
ETA of the winner, and most of 
the front-running marathoners, 
is a little after 2 pm. Various 
other runners will come dashing 
(or staggering) over the finish 
line all afternoon, though they’ll 
no longer be clocked after 3:30. 
The point, after all, is not really 
to win. It’s to meet the grueling 
challenge that the Marathon, 
“Heartbreak Hill” and all, 
presents. And, if you’re standing 
amidst the throngs at the Pru¬ 
dential, you can’t help but cheer 
all those tremendously tired, 
aching, but exultant mara¬ 
thoners on. 

The excitement the Mara¬ 
thon engenders has spawned 
some race-related events for 
MetroBoston runners this week. 
On April 15, there is a special 
Boston Marathon Sports Medi¬ 
cine Running Seminar, at the 
Sheraton-Boston hotel. Pri¬ 
marily geared to experienced 
runners, it covers the gamut of 
topics from athletic injuries, to 
training, to nutrition, and 
features speakers such as Dr. 
George Sheehan, the runner and 
writer, Dave Costill, and Rob 
Roy McGregor. The hours are 
from 7:45 am to 3:30 pm, and 
again from 6 to 8 pm; the regis¬ 
tration fee is $10; and the pro¬ 
ceeds go to the BMSMRS 
researph fund. Registration also 
gets you into the Runner’s Expo¬ 
sition, held at the Sheraton April 
15 and 16. For all the details, call 
267-0055. There is also an Inter¬ 
national Running and Jogging 
Exposition April 13 to 15 at the 
Commonwealth Pier Exhibition 
Hall, with 150 exhibitors and 
speakers every hour. For all the 
information on it, call 731-8099.

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There are a number of 
perfectly legitimate and 
ethical things you can do 
to help out a runner in 
the Boston Marathon.

I knew Bill Rodgers was leaving 
for Cleveland soon and I hated to 
disturb him when he had a thing 
like that hanging over his head. 
But Rodgers is the big name in 
running, he was last year’s 
Boston Marathon winner, and 
he’s got a reputation as a classy 
guy. So I figured he’d be the per¬ 
fect person to answer my ques¬ 
tion: What can the spectator do 
to help the runners? I really 
needed to talk to the runners on 
this one, particularly since in the 
early going, trying to get hold of 
somebody from the Boston 
Athletic Association was like 
trying to contact the dead. . 

“Bring water,” he said. “Bring 
a bucket and some paper cups. 
But don’t shove the water in the 
runner’s face. Hold it out so he 
can take it if he wants it.” The 
other thing Rodgers said was, 
“Don’t crowd the runners, give 
them some room.” 

That was about it from the guy 
who ran the 26 miles, 385 yards 
in two hours, ten minutes and 13 
seconds, just 18 seconds slower 
than the US marathon record he 
set in 1975 when he was 27. Bring 
water and don’t crowd. Other 
runners said other things, but 
those were the first two things all 
of them mentioned. 

Actually, there are a lot of 
things you could do for a runner. 
You could roll him up Heart¬ 
break Hill in a wheel-barrow, 
or carry him on your shoulders 
through Kenmore Square. But 
marathon officials get per¬ 
snickety about that sort of thing, 
and the runner who gets hauled 
over the finish line by six over- 
zealous spectators is considered 
to have had an unfair advan¬ 
tage. 

On the other hand, there are a 
number of perfectly legitimate 
and ethical things you can do to 
help out. If your religious per¬ 
suasion permits it, you can get 
up early on the morning of the 
marathon and pray for lousy 
weather. 

Well, not lousy weather 
exactly, but remember that the 
perfect day for watching the 
marathon — blue skies and 
sunny with temperatures in the 
70s -- is something less than 
ideal foj the 10,000 hearty souls 
who will cross the finish line. A 
runner is a portable furnace, so 
he needs additional heat about 
as much as he needs a ten-pound 
sack of lug nuts hanging from his 
neck. Fifty-five degrees would be 
just fine if you could arrange it, 
with a cloud cover so there’s no 
sun frying the runner’s back. 

Bring oranges if you want, but 
according to Charlie Rodgers, 
Bill’s brother, “not that many 
runners are interested in 
oranges.” Presumably, the 
same goes for lemons, bananas, 
grapes, and the always cumber¬ 
some watermelon. But if you do 
bring orar\ges you’ll probably 


have some takers, so slice them 
in halves or quarters. Very few 
marathons have been won by 
runners who spent half their 
time trying to rip the peel off an 
obstinate orange. 

If you’d like to bring some 
beverage more exotic than w f ater, 
bring a glucose solution with 
electrolytes. In other words, 
Gatorade, Quick-Kick, or ERG. 
Do not, however, offer runners 
beer or vodka, as some well- 
meaning, but hopelessly ill- 
informed fans do. As for the 
“water versus glucose solution” 
business, it’s one of those pain¬ 
fully esoteric issues that can 
inspire snappy dialogue between 
runners, but can bore the lay¬ 
man into a coma. What it gets 
down to for you is this: Water is 
normal. No runner is going to 
spit it out screaming, “Water! 
That skunk gave me water!” On 
the other hand, he might have 
an objection to something else 
either because it’s too sweet, 
nauseates him, or lands in his 
stomach like a quart of cheap oil. 

So assume that the runner 
assumes you’re giving him water, 
and don’t give him anything else 
unless he knows what he’s get¬ 
ting. The water should be cool, 
but not iced; around 40 degrees 
is fine. If you’re pushing glucose 
it will make sense earlier in the 
race, when it can still be used. 
Water makes more sense during 
the last miles. There are nine 
official water stations along the 
course, but with enough runners 
to fill the Boston Garden, this 
race con use all the water it gets. 
“Runners like to see water after 
three miles into the race,” 
Charlie Rodgers says, and he 
suggests you put up a “Water 
Station” sign since the crowd 
often blocks the runners’ view. 

Water is the currency of the 
day. Runners need it inside their 
bodies to prevent dehydration 
and overheating, but that doesn’t 
mean that the runner wants 
to get slapped in the face with u 
bucket of cold water. If you live 
on the route and can provide a 
hose or lawn sprinkler, fine, hut 
the rule is the some as for drink¬ 
ing water: don’t force it on the 
runner, make it available to him 
if he wants it. If you don’t live on 
the route and you have the urge 
to splash a runner, make sure 
you ask first and DO NOT GET 
WATER ON HIS FEET. Do not 
leave a puddle for other runners 
to pass through, or you might 
have to do some running your¬ 
self when 20 enraged mara¬ 
thoners set off after you. 

“Getting the runner’s shoes 
wet is the worst thing you can 
do,” Charlie Rodgers says. “It 
causes blisters; the shoes swell 
up and get very heavy.” 

Speaking of feet, chase any¬ 
thing off the route that has 
four of them. (Except a police¬ 
man’s horse, of course.) Nip¬ 
ping. yelping dogs are a terrible 
distraction for the long distance 
runner, and according to Pru¬ 
dential’s Alice Connolly, man’s 
best friend can be the end of a 
world-class runner. 

You’ll find water in other 
forms to he very welcome. If you 


hand a runner a wet sponge he’ll 
probably write you into his will, 
and if you shove a couple of ice 
cubes into his hand he can pop 
one in his mouth and one under 
his hat. 

“The most important thing 
the spectator can do,” says 
Charlie Rodgers, “is to try to 
understand what the runner is 
experiencing. Remember that 
it’s a race, not a run, and he’s 
concentrating. He’s in his own 
little world and that can be 
easily shattered by people yell¬ 
ing or tossing beer cans or 
making snide comments. Don’t 
shout in the runner ! s ear. Don’t 
leap in front of him. It might be 
just the moment he’s planning to 
make some tactical move and 
you could throw him off com¬ 
pletely. Keep bicycles and 
motorcycles off the route. 
They’re distracting and dan¬ 
gerous." 

Charlie is a runner, himself, 
hut he views the Boston Mara¬ 
thon through the lens of a 
camera, and he points out that 
the grimace of pain in some of 
his pictures of brother Bill is not 
the product of 26 grueling miles, 
but of someone shrieking. “WAY

TO GO, BILL!” directly into the 
runner’s ear. 

On the other hand, runners 
love to hear from you if you con 
keep the decibel level at some¬ 
thing less than excruciating. 
They love to be cheered, espe¬ 
cially if they’re from out of town 
or overseas and don’t know- any¬ 
body in the area. You could also 
encourage the hot prospect from 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, by telling 
him that all the runners with 
single digit numbers have just 
dropped out to go to a movie. 
More'likely you’ll pass on infor¬ 
mation about who just limped 
off the route with a pulled ham¬ 
string or how many people are 
gathered at the finish line. If the 
runner is male, you could jack up 
his morale considerably by 
reminding him of all the attrac¬ 
tive coeds he’s going to come 
across at Wellesley College, 
though you needn’t point out 
that they’re more interested in 
cheering on female marathoners 
than admiring his lithe young 
runner’s body. 

“Runners also like to know 
what’s going on behind them,” 
Charlie Rodgers says. “It helped 
Bill a lot last year to know how 


close .Jeff Wells was to catching 
him.” 

You could also help a runner 
before the race ever gets started 
by putting a bed under him and 
n roof over his head. Unlike 
yachtsmen, runners frequently 
have cash flow problems and 
sometimes the only thing that’s 
keeping a heavy talent from 
Birmingham out of Boston is the 
price of a hotel room. There’s no 
clearinghouse for runners who 
are looking for a place to sack 
out, but a lot of them contact the 
BAA or Bill Rodgers’s Running 
Center, and you can check with 
them. Also look in your church 
newsletter or the classified ads in 
the paper. 

One thing you should not do, 
says Alice Connolly, is try to tell 
t he runner how far he’s come and 
how fast. 

“There are official markers 
along the way,” she says, “and 
people often confuse the runners 
with inaccurate information.” 

By far the most important 
thing you can do for the runners, 
and for the reputation of this 
world-famous marathon, is to 
stay off the running route ns 
much as possible. 

“A minimum of half the road 
should be given over to the 
runners,” Charlie Rodgers says. 
“It really should be the whole 
road, as it is in Japan. The spec¬ 
tators should stay on the side¬ 
walks.” 

Both he and Alice Connolly 
hammer repeatedly at the crowd 
control as the number one 
problem facing the Boston 
Marathon. Rodgers would like to 
see barriers from Boston College 
to the end of the race, and 
Connolly would like to see fewer 
people at the finish line of this 
race, which attracted over a 
million spectators last year. 

“With all the runners and 
press people there the thou¬ 
sands of spectators become too 
much to handle,” she says. “The 
crowds get angry because they 
can’t see the finish. If they don’t 
plan to see the finish they won’t 
have to get angry about it.” 

So stay away from the finish 
line; chances arc all you’ll see are 
t he heads of people craning their 
necks to see over the heads of 
people craning their necks to 
see . . . and you can catch the 
climax on TV later, anyhow. 

In truth, the finish line Ls not 
the best place from which to 
watch the Marathon. You see 
a lot of pain and elation, but 
"poetry in motion” hardly 
describes the man or woman who 
has just taken a four-hour tour of 
t he state on foot. There are many 
better spots to watch the race 
from. Framingham is one place 
w-here the runners have gained 
their stride, and you can still see 
a lot of the top runners together. 
Wellesley, about 11 miles into 
the race, is excellent; and at the 
fire station where route 16 turns 
into Comm Ave, many runners 
and fans say they can rend who’s 
going to win the Marathon. 

It’s difficult to imagine a poor 
spot for watching anything as 
spectacular as 10,(KK) runners 
from all over the globe racing 
relentlessly for 26 miles toward a 
major American city. But if you 
really want to get a fantastic 
view of the race next year, one 
that shows you the entire route, 
all of the crowd, and most of the 
runners at various poi-nts in the 
race, you'd better start training 
right now.ED

Dracula is a tale that, like its 
subject, comes in a variety of 
forms. It is a Gothic novel by 
Bram Stoker, it is a movie (sev¬ 
eral movies), and it is a play, by 
Hamilton Deane and John L 
Balderston, that was first pro¬ 
duced in the Twenties. The show 
was a great success when, in 
1977, it was resurrected at 
Boston’s Wilbur Theatre. Star¬ 
ring Frank Langella, that pro¬ 
duction went on to glory in New 


York. Now, wjth French 
Canadian actor Jean LeClerc as 
the count, Dracula is back in 
•town. And, for the most part, 


that is good news for Metro- 
Boston’s vampire fans. 

This is a Dracula very dif¬ 
ferent from the ones you may 


have encountered before. Under 
the direction of Dennis Rosa, the 
show, once horrific, has been 
drained of terror and even sus¬ 
pense; you won’t extract so much 
as a shiver of fear from it. 

What you will get, conversely, 
is laughter. Rosa’s Dracula is 
outright camp for camp’s sake, a 
spoof on Gothics in general and 
all preceding Draculas in par¬ 
ticular. Strutting like a peacock 
about the stage, the count has 
never been so toothsome; creep¬ 
ing about with crucifixes and 
wolfsbane, his pursuers have 
never been so demented. And the 
world they all inhabit is a wildly 
melodramatic one, filled with 
pregnant pauses, lots of fog and 
dust, and swells of ominous 
music to punctuate the action. 
The play doesn’t always hit the 
farcial heights it strives for (after . 
all, how many affected gasps can 
you take?), but it rarely comes 
less than close. 

The mood of elegant insanity 
is one that’s perpetuated 
(indeed, fostered) by Edward 
Gorey’s sets and costumes. The 
sets are the real star of the show, 
despite Jean LeClerc’s billing — 
born of Gorey’s special Vic¬ 
torian mania, they are meticu¬ 
lously detailed, right down to the 
last book in the bookshelf, the 
final bat over the archway. Like 


the flowing costumes, the sets 
are done in black and white, with 
gray and splotches of scarlet 
dabbed in to complete the pic¬ 
ture. The end result is a produc¬ 
tion that looks like a fine-lined 
etching. 

As Dracula, Jean LeClerc is 
done up in a swirling black cape 
and boots. Hissing and snarling, 
he is appropriately sinister, and 
funny. His count is marred only 
by a too-rich Transylvanian 
accent — it’s so thick and 
garbled that, at times, you can’t 
understand a word and fear that 
he might be choking to death 
instead of speaking. George 
Martin has many accomplished 
moments as Abraham Van 
Helsing, the man who relent¬ 
lessly tracks the vampire down; 
and R M Renfield, a resident 
madman who cavorts through 
the company and eats flies, is 
played with relish, if a shade too 
broadly, by Richard S Levine. 
The golden-haired Lucy Seward, 
whom Dracula lusts after, is 
Lauren Thompson, who looks 
delicate and often waves her 
arms about; her concerned 
father is the stolid William B 
Cain. 

Dracula, in its present state, 
will remain at the Colonial 
Theatre until May 13.□

The Champ 

Franco Zeffirelli has remade the 
1931 weeper that made Jackie 
Cooper a star, and now it’s a 
three-handkerchief, pastel- 
colored movie that makes you 
sob when you’re not too busy 
sneering.

The China Syndrome 

Jane Fonda plays a television 
reporter tired of the personality 
beat, anxious for some hard 
news.

Flooring for the kitchen or bathroom 
must be durable, easy to maintain, stain 
resistant. The types most often used by 
professional kitchen-bath planners are 
carpet and resilient tile, each of which 
has advantages and disadvantages. 

There are many other products, too 
from which to choose, such as slate, brick 
and cork. Here is a brief evaluation of a 
number of them, from the Village Home 
Center. 

Resilient floorings include vinyl 
asbestos and asphalt tiles, vinyl tiles arid 
sheet vinyls available in hundreds of 
patterns, textures and colors. 

The least expensive, asphalt tile is not 
as easy to clean as the other resilients. 

Slightly more expensive, vinyl 
asbestos has some cushioning built in so 
it’s easier to walk on. 

Though still more expensive, sheet 
vinyl and vinyl tiles are often the best 
choice. Tiles are easy to install, abrasion 
resistant, long lasting. They can also be 
easily replaced if one is damaged. Sheet 
vinyl is better for containing spills and 
protecting the subfloor because there are 
no seams to allow moisture and dirt 
seepage under the surface. 

Some sheet vinyls are protected with 
a no-wax finish to save time and effort. 
Cushioned vinyls have a layer of foam 
under the wear surface to increase 
resiliency and provide quiet comfort. 

Hard tile flooring — ceramic tile and 
its relatives, slate, brick and quarry tile 
— is durable, colorful and able to outlast 
any other flooring. On the other hand, it’s 
more expensive, harder to walk on, and 
dropped objects are likely to break. 

Tiles come glazed and unglazed. One 
has a finish almost impervious to stains 
and marks; the other has a flatter sheen 
and is a better choice where reflection 
could be a problem. 

Carpet is easy to install, it looks at¬ 


tractive, it absorbs sound and is com¬ 
fortable to walk on — an obvious reason 
for its popularity in the bathroom. Its 
disadvantage in the kitchen , is that 
because spills are harder to remove, it is 
more difficult to clean than a resilient or 
hard surface flooring. 

Wear characteristics of carpet are 
about the same as the better quality 
resilients, and it is only slightly more 
expensive than the lower grades. 

Probably the most traditional of all 
floorings, wood will last as long as 
anything available — but its beauty is 
only as lasting as the material that 
protects it, and that material must be 
renewed fairly often in a high traffic 
area. 

Regular wood flooring is normally 
installed when a house is constructed. A 
cross between traditional wood and the 
resilients is a parquet product that com3s 
in tile or planks and is coated with vinyl, 
thus offering both beauty and easy 
maintenance. 

Plywood or particleboard can be used 
as flooring materials, but are most often 
used for the subfloor or under-layment. 
Even stained and varnished or sealed 
and painted, they need constant care and 
show wear and stains readily. 

Though not widely used in the home, 
seamless (poured) flooring is the 
ultimate in no-wax durability. It consists 
of an epoxy base, some kind of inset 
pattern or vinyl chips and a urethane or 
acrylic top coat. 

Cork offers the advantages of beatuy 
and a pleasant cushioning effect; the 
disadvantage of being a soft and 
basically spongy material. More prac¬ 
tical are cork floor tiles that come in 
standard squares with self-stick backing 
and a protective urethane coating.

Pepper Hill Estates 
Subdivision Plan 


A definitive plan for the subdivision of 
Pepper Hill Estates II, land owned by the 
E.S. Johnson Construction Co., of 
Arlington, has been filed at the town 
engineer’s office, and residents of the 
area, who have vocally opposed the 
possible construction of two-family 
homes in the subdivision say they will 
continue to fight any duplex develop¬ 
ment. 

The residents, who have formed the 
Winchester Association for Better 
Neighborhoods, have had an article 
placed on the spring’s Town Meeting 
warrant. The article proposes changing 
the zoning regulations for the land owned 
by Johnson and R. Curtis and Bertha M. 
Hamilton to a RDA-20 (single family, 
20,t)00 square feet minimum lot size) 
district. 

Presently the land is zoned for 
general residence, which permits the 
building of two-family homes. 

The Planning Board has placed a 
similar article on the warrant to change 
the land’s zoning to RDB-10 (single 
family, 10,000 square feet minimum lot 
size). 

James Walsh of Pepper Hill drive, 
president of the Neighborhood 
Association, told The Star Tuesday the 
group will fight the construction of two 
families "at every turn we can imagine.” 

"At no point will we make it easy,” he 
said. "We have no intentions of slacking 
off, or giving up on our homework. We 
already have discovered four or five 
major obstacles (to the developer).” 

Johnson, the present owner of the 
land, said Tuesday that at this time the 
land is under option and may be sold. He 
added he wouldn’t reveal who the 
developer was. 

At the March 12 Planning Board 
public hearing, over 100 residents of the 
area came to present the proposed 
zoning changes. At that time, Pasquale 
French: i was named as a possible 
developer. The Star tried to contact 
Franchi several times before press time, 
but was unable to reach him. 

On the definitive plan, Bear Hill 
Pi. i lininmf Tt‘ is listed as the 
subdivider, with Barnes Engineering 
Co., of Auburndale named as the drafter 
of the plans. 

Johnson, who noted he’s just the land 
owner at this time, said he knows of no 
plans to build two-family homes. At this 
point, the land has just been subdivided, 
he said. 

The plans show the subdivision of 27 
lots, 26 of them suitable for building 
under Winchester zoni by-laws. The lots 
range in size from 11,000 square feet to 
21,197 square feet. Only three of the lots 
are 20,000 square feet or more. 

The plans also include water and 
sewer needs for the area. 

The Planning Board has not yet seen 
the plans, but the proposal has been 
placed on the agenda for for Monday 
night’s Planning Board meeting at 8 p.m. 
The meeting will be held in the Board of 
Health meeting room. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia, said he 
is in the process of setting up a public 
hearing date for the proposal. 

He said the effect of the proposed 
zoning change would in no way effect the 
definitive plan itself. By law, once a

definitive plan is filed, if it is filed within 
the required time frame, and later ap¬ 
proved by the Planning Board, the zoning 
regulations are frozen in that area for 
five years. 

Therefore, even if the zoning changes 
proposed by either the residents or the 
Planning Board passed Town Meeting, 
the subdivision could not be barred just 
because two family homes were planned 
for construction. 

Ciarcia said the Planning Board can 
either approve the plan, reject it, or ask 
for modifications. If the modifications 
are subsequently meet by the developer, 
he said, the Planning Board cannot 
reject the plan without cause. 

But Walsh of the Neighborhood 
Association indicated t here may be much 
"cause” for the Planning Board to reject 
the subdivision. 

He noted the group has hired legal 
counsel, Joseph Brodigan, and has 
"several things in motion." 

The group has requested a deter¬ 
mination from the Conservation Com¬ 
mission on the status of wetlands in that 
area. The Conservation Commission was 
scheduled to meet last night. 

The sewer connections in the area 
may also be a problem, Walsh noted. The 
sewer would either be connected to 
Arlington sewers, which Walsh said may 
already be overburdened, or a pumping 
station may need to be built. The station 
would require town acceptance and 
additional expense he said. 

There are other arguments the group 
is investigating, Walsh said. 

The residents of the Pepper Hill area 
told the Planning Board at the March 
public hearing that two-family con¬ 
struction would change the character of 
their neighborhood adversely. 

A change in the zoning regulations 
will require a two-thirds vote at Town 
Meeting. 

Minibus Bids 
Are Rejected[ 
System 

Three bids from bus service con¬ 
tractors for Winchester's minibus 
system were formally rejected this week, 
according to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux. The bids, which were expected to 
be rejected following last Monday night’s 
Selectmen’s meeting, came in 22 to 25 
percent higher than what had been 
projected at the November Town 
Meeting. 

Groux said that invitations to rebid 
have been sent out to 16 firms involved 
with bus service and are due back May 4 
at 3 p.m. The bids will be opened on that 
day. The cost of Winchester’s proposed 
system therefore, will be known before 
the start of Town Meeting May 7. 

Bids were rejected, according to 
members of the Minibus Committee, 
because of the high cost. David Smith, 
chairman of the Minibus Committee, told 
the Selectmen that he hopes to receive 
lower bids in the second round of bidding. 
It is also hoped that more firms will 
submit bids. 

The rebidding process will delay the 
start of Community Transit. It was 
orginally Scheduled to begin in the early 
spring. 

If the bids do not come in lower a 
second time, Smith noted that the town 
can either ask Town Meeting for ad¬ 
ditional funding or go back and revise the

Authorities, Buyers Disagree Over 
Legality, Merits Of ‘Circle Of Gold’ 


If you haven’t heard of it by now then 
you’re one of the few. The "Circle of 
Gold" has spread throughout the town 
and across the country. Those involved 
will swear by it, those not say people are 
throwing their money away. 

The "Circle of Gold" is a combination 
of the basic chain letter-pyramid club 
set-ups. "Except that it’s the most 
sophisticated one I’ve seen," says Dante 
DiMichael of the Middlesex District 
Attorney’s office 

There are numerous Circles in 
operation at different costs The most 
common Circle is the $100. It is designed 
as follows: there is a list of 12 names, 
with each name followed by that person’s 
address. In order to buy on to this list, the 
buyer must spend $100, $50 to the name at 
the number 12 spot, and $50 that the 
buyer mails to the person at the top of the 
list. 

The buyer then makes two copies of 
the list he has purchased, removing the 
top person’s name and adding his own to 
the bottom. Everyone above moves up 
one position. 

In order for the buyer to recover the 
$100 he has spent, he then must sell his 
two letters to two different people. They 
will give him $50 each and also mail $50 
to the top name on the list. The buyers of 
his letter must then find two more buyers 
for their lists and the process continues 

The district attorney’s office, though 
not having completed their investigation, 
has stilted that the "Circle of Gold” is a 
violation against Massachusetts General 
Law Chapter 271, Sections 6A. 

Chapter 6A reads as follows: 
"Whoever sets up or promotes a plan by 
which goods or anything of value is sold 
to a person for a consideration and upon 
further consideration that purchaser 
agrees to secure one or more persons to 
participate in the plan by respectively 
making a similar purchase or purchases 
and in turn agreeing to secure one or 
more persons likewise to join in the set 
plan, each purchaser being given the 


right to secure money, credits, goods or 
something of value, depending upon the 
number of persons joining in the plan, 
shall be held to have set-up and promoted 
a lottery and shall be punished as 
provided in section 7. The Supreme 
Judicial Court shall have jurisdiction 
inequity upon a petition of any such plan 
and to appoint receivers to secure and 
distribute the assets received thereun¬ 
der." 

The punishment under section 7 is a 
fine of not more than $3000 or three years 
in prison. 

People involved in the Circle feel that 
they aren’t doing anything wrong. They 
argue Unit the money they are making is 
clean, meaning that nobody is being hurt, 
robbed, sold drugs or anything along 
that line. 

Others feel that the reason the state 
and press have come out sostron against 


the Circle is because the authorities can’t 
collect any taxes on it. It is also argued 
that the lottery has dipped since it came 
into the area. 

The state income tax department 
hasn’t looked into the Circle yet but they 
know their position. "Regardless of what 
the attorney general’s office says in their 
investigation, the money that is made is 
taxable. Whether it is legal or illegal it is 
still taxable," says a spokesman. 

The "Circle of Gold" started in 
California and spread across the coun¬ 
try, according to DiMichael. Estimates 
are that it is around two years old. 

"It’s been going on around here for 
about six months," notes DiMichael. "It 
started around the north shore." 

DiMichael has seen other chain let¬ 
ters and pyramid clubs and feels this one

Bacteria Count Goes Up 
Hospital Switches Water

Town Manager Thomas -I. Groux 
informed the Board ol Selectmen 
Monday night that after almost a week of 
testing, in which the bacteria counts went 
from zero to high enough for the Win¬ 
chester Hospital to use bottled water, the 
bacteria level in the town's water was 
back to zero. 

” A spokesman for the MDC lab in 
Medford stated yesterday, "The water in 
Winchester is alright now. The tests have 
shown a zero count." 

Groux reported that the weekly test 
that is done on the town’s water by the 
Metropolitan District Commission in 
Medford, showed a "slightly high count" 
of bacteria in isolated locations, the 
Winchester Hospital being one of them. 

According to state law, if the count 
goes above zero, tests must be taken 
every day until it returns to zero for two 
consecutive days. 

The initial test, taken Wednesday, 
revealed a count of 22. "This isn’t real 
high but it’s enough to be concerned,” 
stated Walter Tonaszuck, head of the 
Winchester Department of Public Works 

Thursday’s test showed the count to 
be back to zero. However, testing from 
Friday indicated that the count had risen 
to 11. 

Testing continued on Saturday with 
the results showing that the count was 
not dropping, but rose to a mark of 200. It 
was at this time that the state advised 
Winchester Hospital to use bottled water 
and shut off their fountains. 

The Winchester Hospital was 
unavailable for comment. 

The level at the Hospital showed that 
the count had dropped back to zero. 

Vesting on Sunday and Monday 
revealed that the level had dropped back 
to zero. The I)PW had compensated for 
the high count by adding an increased 
amount of chlorine to the water, 
especially in the northeast part of town. 

In late September and October of 1977 
the town went through the first water 
crisis in its history us high levels of 
coliform bacteria were found in the 
system. At that time the State Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Duality 
Engineering ordered residents to boil 
water lor 20 minutes before using. 

Speaking about the most recent 
bacteria rise, Groux noted that "We are 
subject to that kind of problem repeating 
itself." Groux went on to mention that 
the cause of the bacteria increase could 
be due to an aging water system 


Groux stated that until the present 
system could be relined and a better 
source than the resevoir found, the 
problem will remain 

Tonaszuck agrees with Groux .s 
remarks adding, "I personally think tin- 
problem is that we have a number ol 
dead-end lines in the system that can't be 
kept clean."

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Chamber Investigates High Phone Rates

The Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has taken the first step in finding 
out why Winchester businesses are 
charged by the New England Telephone 
Company on a measured business 
system. 

According to Barbara Crowell, 
executive vice president of the Chamber, 
a letter has been sent to William Mercer, 
president of New England Telephone. 

Crowell noted that because of the 
message unit system, phone bills to 
Winchester businesses are unreasonably 
high. 

“I’ve heard of businesses that have 
left Winchester because of their 
telephone bills,” she said. 

Crowell’s letter reads as follows: 

“It has been brought to my attention 
by several members of our organization 
that business telephone service from 
your company is considerably more 
expensive in Winchester than in 
surrounding communities. Furthmore, 
upon inquiry to the Arlington business 
office regarding the apparent 
discrepancy in rates, they were told that 
measured service is necessary due to the 
fact that there is not enough business in 
Winchester to justify any another type of 
service. That in addition, studies have 
been done by New England Telephone 
validating this position. 

“What with the economic conditions 
being as they are in Massachusetts, and 
with the entire business community 
feeling the adverse effects of inflation,, 
the issue of high telephone rates is a 
serious one. 

“It affects every type of business, 
regardless of size. In Winchester, we 
have lost businesses and industry to 
neighboring towns primarily because of 
the difference in telephone rates. I think 
it is important that you be made aware of 
the concern that has been expressed by 
firms that are represented by the Win¬ 
chester Chamber of Commerce. 

“Why is Winchester on measured 
business service? 

“Which towns in the greater Boston 
area have only this service available to 
them? 

“Which towns are able to make 
telephone calls to contiguous towns and 


within the same town without charges for 
message units? 

“Has your company performed any 
studies on business telephone utilization 
in the Winchester area or any other 
studies which pertain to Winchester? If 
so, wuat were the results? 

“In order to intelligently respond to 
all the inquires 1 have had from over 100 
business people I must have the answers 
to all the preceeding questions. ” 

Crowell received a reply from 
Thomas C. McGarry, executive assistant 
to Mercer. In his reply, McGarry said he 
had “initiated an investigation into the 
questions.” 

When contacted by The Star Tuesday, 
McGarry said he was not familiar with 
the telephone set-up in Winchester at the 
present time, and this was one of the 
reasons for the investigation. The matter 
has been to engineering and revenue 
personnel, he said. 

The business office in Arlington notes 
that for business phones in Winchester 
the following rates are applied. 

For each round dial telephone, $the 
basic rate for equipment and 90 message 
units per month is $17.94. For push-button 
phones, $1.95 per month is added to the 
rate. 

After the 90 initial message units are 
used, businesses pay 10.57 cents for each 
additional message unit. 

The business representative ex¬ 
plained that one message unit is used for 
the first five minutes of calls made to 
Winchester, Chelsea, Everett, Malden, 
Medford, Melrose, Reading, Revere, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, or Woburn. 

An additional unit is’ charged for each 
additional five minutes or any portion of 
five minutes to these towns. 

Calls made to Winthrop are two units, 
and toll calls outside of the North 
Suburban area are an additional charge. 

Crowell noted that those initial 90 
message units are used up very quickly 
in the space of a month. Other towns, she 
said, have unlimited service for calls in 
the town and to contiguous towns for a 
flat telephone rate. 

“We want to find out why they are 


telling us there's not enough business in 
Winchester, and why they are seemingly 
discriminating,” Crowell said. 

The next step the Chamber plans to 
take is to survey all businesses in Win¬ 
chester on their telephone use. 


“We hope to find out how much is 
would be saved by going to unlimited 
service,” she said.

is much better developed. “It’s well 
organized. The others I have seen 
weren’t as well organized in making sure 
it’s perpetuated.” 

Participants in the Circle gather at 
homes almost as if they belonged to some 
cult. Various members of the Circle will 
open their house to any interested buyers 
or even those who are just curious, to 
listen to a presentation given by one of 
$the more successful members of the 
Circle. 

One lady in particular has been in 
great demand to come to homes and 
speak and her name is rapidly becoming 
well known among those involved. An 
exact figure is not known, but it is 
estimated that she has received 
somewhere over $10,000 through the 
Circle. 

Those who make presentations 
usually arrive to a crowded home and 
begin to explain the process. A chart is 
displayed detailing the mechanics of the 
letter and the possible number of letters 
a person could reach. Mathematicaly, if 
everyone under him should sell two 
letters, a person could be' on 2048 when 
his name reaches the top. 

The presentation continues with the 
speaker pointing out that they too were 
hesitant about joining but now have no 
regrets. Details concerning legal aspects 
of the Circle are discussed, with the 
speaker pointing out that lawyers have 
openly stated that the Circle is legal. 

At the presentation it is pointed out 
that buyers are taking less of a risk with 
the Circle than they would if they entered 
The Game. “Think of the hundreds you 
spend each year on the Lottery,” asks 
one presenter. “Now think of how much 
you’ve won.” 

The final selling point is when the 
speaker $talks of the money that he has 
received. “I’m disappointed if I get less 
than 10 envelopes a day,” noted one 
speaker. 

It is also emphasized throughout the 
entire presentation that if the buyer 
doesn’t think he can get two people to buy 
his letters or if he is not the type of person 
who will actively help to move the letter 
along, then he should not purchase a 
letter. 

These coffees are ideal for a seller to 
find two people who will buy his letters. 
Should those present at the meeting 
decide to get in on the Circle they can do 
so immediately. This in turn helps to 
move the list at a faster pace. 

The arguments against the Circle by 
those who will not join are standard 
chain letter arguments. Many people feel 
that only a few are making any money. 
Recently many papers have mentioned 
that if the Circle did work as it was 
designed, meaning everyone finds two 
people to buy and eventually the entire 
population of the world would become 
involved, the Circle would then die and 
half of the people who got involved never 
make any money. 

Proponents say that if only a few 
people made all the money it would nevpr 
have lasted this long (over two years in 
California.) They qlso ask for an ex¬ 
planation of its enormous popularity if 
only a few are profitting. 

The charge that the Circle would die 


out if everyone in the world were to buy, 
ignores the fact that many of the people 
who go through the letter buy back in. 
argue those for the Circle. 

DiMichael doesn’t feel that it will take 
that long for it to fade. “It has to die out 
by its own sheer weight,” says the 
phenomenon’s chief investigator. 
“You’re going to get to that saturation 
point. If it’s stopped sooner than later 
you’ll save a lot of people from losing 
their$100.” 

In New England, the “Circle of Cipld” 
seems to have moved faster to the. nprth 
than to the south. “We have an open file 
on it,” states one spokesman at the New 
Hampshire Attorney General’s Office. 
"We took the position right from, the 
beginning that it was illegal. Whether 
that has slowed its circulation down or 
not I can’t say.” 

In Connecticut it’s a different story. 
“Our department hasn’t initiated, any 
study on it yet,” noted a person from the 
Consumer Protection Division of the 
attorney general’s office. 

In any event, with more and more 
people joing the $1000 club, those in¬ 
volved it the "Circle of Gold” feel they’ll 
never face another opportunity to make 
so much money with so little effort.

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Chief Comments On Drinking Jazz Great To Visit Town For ABC Benefit 
Age Law, Police Dept. Policy 


Winchester Chief of Police John P. 
McHugh, commenting on the state’s new 
drinking age law Monday night, stated 
that "Those people who don’t take fair 
warning, those who are of a mind to 
challenge it, will soon find out, in the 
police department’s discretion, the law is 
there.’’ 

Appearing before the Board of 
Selectmen for a general review of the 
department, McHugh noted that the 

S roblem for the 18 and 19 year olds who 
aVe been drinking and now can not, is 
like "Handing a child a candy and taking 
it away when he gets the wrapper off." 

McHugh noted that when a problem 
arises with a teenager who is intoxicated, 
he usually is put in protective custody 
rather than the normal arresting 
process. "Our policy at the station has 
been to be fair and firm in all our en¬ 
forcement,’’ noted the police head. 

Selectman Barbara S. Hankins 
pointed out that she was concerned that 
more kids would be driving and drinking 
in their cars now that they have been 
prohibited from clubs. She also noted 
that more drinking at each other’s homes 
would take place now that the new law as 
in effect. 

"Most of our arrests for drinking are 
affected by unruly behavior, fighting, 

. vandalism and the like," noted the Chief. 

Selectman Edward F. O’Connell 
, asked McHugh about the progress of 
traffic enforcement in Winchester. "I 
think we’re doing quite well," began 
McHugh. "In 1976, approximately $10,000 
was returned to the town through fines 
, n from traffic enforcement. In 1977 it was 
$i8,000 and in 1978 the figure was 
$25,000." 

McHugh went on to note that ac¬ 
cidents have dropped about 70-75 from 
last year. 

O’Connell then asked McHugh about 
police protection at night for the business 
district in Winchester. McHugh, 
speaking about the local drug stores that 
have been robbed, noted that the owners 
of these stores should buy safes and keep 
.tjhejr drugs in them at night, by the 
window, in a well lit area. 

O’Connell also asked McHugh about 
false alarms from private homes. The 
question was raised whether the town 
should charge the party involved every 
time a police unit responds to their alarm 
and it is false. 

"We respond to 500 alarms each 
year," stated McHugh. "Probably 95 per 
cent are private alarms. About 10 to 12 
are chronic callers. I’m personally 
against charging money for the calls.” 

"I would be distressed if a real need 
was not met because of a false alarm, 
especially if it was a chronic caller,’’- 
noted O’Connell. 

McHugh pointed out that the police 
encourage ho.eowners to buy private 
alarms because they have caused a 
reduction in illegal entries. 

McHugh* without mentioning dollar 
• figures, went over his budget with the 
board. He divided it into two sections, 
'problems'and pltibes. 

Under problems the Chief mentioned 
that the police operate in an old building, 
he also spoke of the problem overtime 
pay can have on a budget as well as the 
affects of the tuition for the self-help 
improvement program in which 13 of¬ 


ficers are enrolled, and the training costs 
among other items. 

Under pluses, the Chief ranked his 
personnel at the top. "1 would like to take 
the opportunity to publicly commend the 
people of the department." 

He also noted his crime prevention 
program, the tactical police, the radar 
equipment and the new record system as 
positive points. 

McHugh went on to mention that 
"We’re well represented in Woburn 
Court by Lieutenant Crawford," and all 
praised the union.

Time Is Limited On Revenue 
Sharing Funds, Markey Says 


Time may be running out on federal 
revenue sharing funds according to 
Congressman Ed Markey. 

Legislation enabling disbursement of 
revenue sharing funds to supplement 
local budgets and support community 
services and projects is due to expire in 
October, 1980. 

To date, Winchester has received 
$2,093,587 in the unrestricted federal 
funds, Markey said. Receipts for the 
latest fiscal quarter totalled $77,068. 

A bill introduced by Hep. John W. 
Wydler of New York has been introduced 
in Congress to extend the revenue 
sharing program through fiscal 1983. 
Passage of the bill may be threatened by 
federal budget cuts. 

"Returning federal tax revenues, to 
the cities and towns with no strings at¬ 


tached so that decisions can be made on a 
local level has proved to lx* successful for 
the past seven years," Markey said. "As 
a result of revenue sharing, local taxi's 
have been held down and needed 
programs have been implemented." 

"In this era of Proposition 13 fever." 
Markey added, "even the most cost- 
effective programs can be vulnerable to 
budget-cutting. 1 intend to see that 
revenue sharing is not one of t hem

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The House 

Beacon Hill Roll Call reports 
local representatives’ votes on 
eight key roll calls from last 
week’s House session. 

Zero Tax Cap — House 
rejected 119-37, a measure 
freezing spending by 
Massachusetts cities and towns 
at this year’s level. The measure 
known as “zero tax cap" was an 
amendment to the Ways and 
Means Committee version of the 
bill which allows communities to 
increase spending up to four per 
cent above current budgets. 
Under the zero cap and the fQur 
per cent cap, communities could 
spend above the cap if approved 
by a two-thirds vote of the local 
governing body. 

Supporters of the zero cap 
argued a zero cap is the only true 
one and was the way to reduce 
property taxes. They noted a 
four per cent cap could increase 
local spending by $120 million. 

Opponents argued the zero 
cap was unrealistic and pointed 
to double digit inflation in the 
economy. Others said they 
feared a zero cap would result in 
the cutting of essential services. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the cap. 

State Mandated Programs - 
House approved, 111-46, an 
amendment to the four per cent 
cap bill, to require the state to 
fund all state-mandated 
programs and allow cities and 
towns not to participate if the 
program is not funded. 

Supporters argued cities and 
towns were tired of the state 
forcing programs on them and 
requiring the local taxpayer to 
pick up the tab. 

Some opponents argued the 
amendment was poorly drafted 
and vague. Others claimed there 
are separate bills to be con¬ 
sidered regarding state- 
mandated programs, and 
claimed this package was not the 
proper place to insert it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
amendment. 

Collective Bargaining - 

House first approved 86-73, then 
rejected 81-74, an amendment 
exempting from the cap, raises 
in collective bargaining 
agreements between 

municipalities and employees, if 
the agreement is negotiated 
prior to July 1. 

Supporters argued it was 
important to exempt agreements 
that have already been 
negotiated, and claimed it would 
be unfair to include them in the 
cap. Some noted communities 
might abuse the collective 
bargaining law and blame it on 
the cap and the legislature. 

Others noted unions would 
bring the city or town to court if 
their agreements were violated, 
and said the court costs would be 
borne by the taxpayer. 

Opponents argued if the 
agreements are exempted, it will 
be another step toward making 
the cap useless. 

They noted that collective 
bargaining agreements were 
considered along with many 
other things, and said that is why 
the cap is four per cent, and not 
zero, and that is why there are 
provisions to exceed the limit by 
a two-thirds vote. 

Representatives’ votes on 


both roll calls are listed below. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the amendment. 

Proposition Two And A Half 
And Fiscal Autonomy — House 
rejected 134-11, a motion to 
substitute a new bill for the one 
imposing a four per cent cap. 
The new bill’s key provisions 
include Proposition Two And A 
Half which limits property taxes 
to two and one half per cent of 
the market value of the in¬ 
dividual properties; a provision 
requiring the state fund all state- 
mandated programs; and 
abolition of fiscal autonomy thus 
allowing cities and towns to 
reduce the total amount of a 
school budget, or any particular 
line item in the budget by a 
majority vote. 

Supporters argued these 
three main provisions were 
serious steps toward fiscal 
responsibility and would provide 
real tax relief. They said people 
are tired of skyrocketing taxes 
and claimed it was time for the 
House to act. 

Some opponents called the 
new bill irresponsible. They said 
it would result in a drastic 
reduction in essential services. 
Others noted it could also result 
in severely reduced school funds 
and hurt our childrens’ 
education. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
new substitute bill. 

Fiscal Autonomy — House 
rejected 128-28, an amendment 
abolishing fiscal autonomy by 
allowing cities or towns, by a 
three-fifths vote, to reduce the 
total amount of a school budget, 
but not allowing the community 
to delete or reduce a particular 
line item in a budget. 

Supporters argued it was 
unfair that taxpayers have no 
control over the school budget 
which is a large per cent of the 
overall budget. They noted 
Massachusetts is the only state 
that still has fiscal autonomy and 
claimed that education in states 
that do not have it have not 
suffered. 

Some claimed abolishing 
fiscal autonomy would interject 
politics into the educational 
process and would hurt the 
children. 

Others claimed this was not 
the place and time for a fiscal 
autonomy amendment and said 
it should be debated on its own 
merits at a later date. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
amendment. 

100 Cap And Majority Vote — 
House rejected 136-19, an 
amendment replacing the four 
per cent cap with a zero cap 
which would freeze cities’ and 
towns’ spending at this year’s 
level, but also allow 
municipalities to override the 
cap with a simple majority vote. 

Supporters argued the 

amendment was a compromise 
freezing spending at this year’s 
level, but allowing a majority, 
instead of a two-thirds vote to 
exceed the limit. 

Opponents labelled the 

amendment ridiculous and 

claimed it was no cap at all since 
all it takes now is a majority vote

Winchester's interest was reborn 
early the morning of Jan. 21, 1944 when 
Jacintho Carvalho, a poultry farmer 
from East Billerica, was traveling south 
on Main street in a car loaded with 
chickens and eggs, intent on delivering 
them to the Boston Markets. He was 
. involved in a fatal accident at the 
crossing. 

John Fitzgerald, a salesman from 
Arlington, was cruising along Church 
street, worrying about the meetings he 
would have that day with several im¬ 
portant customers. They reached the 
crossing together and started to cross the 
tracks. Neither of them made it to the 
other side. 

At the same intant, a B & M Pacific 
steam locomotive hauling 14 heavy red 
passenger cars out of Boston roared 
through at full speed and smashed into 
both vehicles. One car was blown free of 
the crossing clear across the street. It 
came to rest in front of the Shell station, 
its driver thrown onto Main street. The 
other car, a useless, broken junk heap, 
was hurled against the gatetender’s 
house. The center itself was strewn with 
broken eggs and feathers. 

Both men were taken to Winchester 
Hospital, though as The Star put it “how 
anyone came out of that twisted, 
smashed metal is hard to understand.” 
Jacintho Carvalho died two days later. 

This accident aroused the town people 
and the nervousness of the west side 
people that the fire apparatus could be 
delayed in reaching a fire at their end of 
the town resulted in the Town Meeting of 
March 1944 to authorize the Selectmen to 
eliminate the grade crossing. 

They hired a local engineer, Colonial 
Lewis Moore Jr., who produced what he 
considered the only technically feasible 
answer, an elevated overpass through 
the center of the town. 

The Selectmen approved the idea and 
so did the Department of Public Works. 
The Selectmen held a public hearing and 
three plans were submitted — The Moore 
Plan, Kellaway Plan and the Vinal Plan. 
The Moore Plan was favored 436 to seven 
for the Kellaway Plan and one for the 
Vinal Plan. 

Then for six years there was no 
progress. The B & M held out for the 
Kellaway Plan (the cheapest and most 
feasible building plan). 

On Aug. 30, 1950, Commissioner 
William F. Callahan publicly announced 
that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts planned to eliminate the 
Winchester grade crossing by raising the 
tracks. On Sept. 8, 1950 the Board of 
Selectmen published a full report in The 
Winchester Star. 

The Town Meeting of March 20, 1952 
voted to accept the plan to elevate the 
tracks by a v9te of 151 in favor to one 
opposed. 

The plan is as follows: The tracks 
would begin at a point between 800 and 
1,000 feet south of Grove place, reaching 
a height of above* fivetfeetiatoove present 
grade at Wedgemere Station and a'height 
of 19 feet above present street grade iih 
the Center, The tracks would decend 
gradually going north, reaching on the 
Woburn loop at a point south of Swantdn 
street, passing under the present bridge 
at Swanton street and reaching grade on 
the main line at a point approximately 
1,200 feet south of Cross street. 

The embankment would be eastern, 
except for the bridge structure and the 
retaining walls through the center. At 
Wedgemere station Bacon street would 
pass under the tracks. Swanton street 
would also be lowered to pass under the 
main line of the tracks and this would 
cause Spruce street to become a deadend 
at Swanton street. 

Retaining walls of seam-faced granite 
would begin at a point approximately 200 
feet south of Winchester Station and 
continue north to a point at about the rear 
of the First National Store. The bridge 
span at the Center would be ap¬ 
proximately 200 feet in length. The total

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height oi the eievation of the bridge at its 
highest point would be under 19 feet. 
Provision would be made for rotary 
traffic in the Center. The bridge sup¬ 
ports, probably three iu number, would 
be granite faced. The passenger plat¬ 
forms at Winchester station would be 
reached by long gradual ramps. 

An important feature of the plan from 
a traffic and convenience standpoint is 
that Common street w’ould be extended to 
Waterfield road near the Post Office by 
an additional underpass. 

The need for elimination of the grade 
crossing was argued as twofold: 

First was the physical danger. 

It had been reported in the past, that 
40 persons had lost their lives between 
1852 and 1914 on the Boston and Maine 
right of way as it passes through the 
Town. Not all the pedestrians were killed 
while crossing the tracks at the center. In 
1945 an automobile became stalled on the 
tracks and was struck by a train, 
although its occupants fortunately got 
out of the car in time and thus escaped 
injury. uJ r - 

'oi On a riuitiber of times within recent 
history trains had'passed through the 
Carter with the gates standing upright. 
The latest such recorded incident oc- 
cured in January 1949. 

In addition to the danger of fatalities 
on the tracks themselves, the delays 
which the gates at the Center cause to 
fire apparatus answering alarms were 
considered. 

Often the gates were down from 
periods of two to 11 minutes. In an 
average week day the gates were down 
for two hours and 40 minutes, or more 
than 11 percent of the time. 

Traffic congestion was another 
problem to consider. It was, of course, 
diretly related to the danger of fatalities 
and the delaying of fire equipment. 
During the year of 1950, vehicular counts 
by the Traffic Division of the Department 
of Public Works revealed an average 
count of 26,509 autohiobiles crossing the 
tracks at Winchester Center. 

The Moore Olan caused a great deal of 


argument for and against. It caused the 
town to be split into two camps. As one 
writer to The Star put it: “When a train 
passes in the future, u f e will have to stop, 
adjust our gas masks and raise our 
asbestos umbrellas over our heads to 
ward off the rain of sparks and cinders 
that drop from the firebox." 

It was called “The Great Wall of 
Winchester.” 

The other side argued that the 
elevated railway was the only possible 
solution and that lowering the track was 
impossible because “neither the suite 
nor the railroad will accept the fun¬ 
damental operating or engineering 
problems such a move would entail.” 
William L. Parsons, former head of the 
Planning Board, argued that, “the real 
question before us now is simply whether 
we want the crossing abolished, ac¬ 
cording to the plan submitted and ready 
for execution or prefer a continuance, 
apparently forever, of the existing in¬ 
tolerable and dangerous grade 
crossing.”

On July 21, 1952 
the DPW announced that public safety 
required that Winchester Grade Crossing 
project be placed second on their list of 
such projects for action. 

On March 27, 1953, the new com¬ 
missioner of Public Works, John A. 
Volpe, announced that a bypass diverting 
traffic from the center, a popular feature 
of the opposition plan, would be included 
in the overhead plans. The Selectmen 
held a public hearing to explain the 
project to the town. The only addition to 
the plan submitted at the March 20, 1952 
meeting was the bypass which is as 
follows: 

The new traffic bypass would bring 
traffic from North Main street down 
Blind Bridge street, through an un¬ 
derpass under the Woburn loop tracks, a

Since the Town Treasurer admits to 
being unable to collect the auto excise 
tax or impose any penalty, I concluded 
that it made no difference whether one 
paid or not. 

But. did you see the Boston Globe on 
April 5? What an exhilerating idea! 
Three august burghers of Brookline are 
suing the Brookline Town Treasurer- 
Collector-plus some Selectmen-for 
“their neglect in collecting Mass, excise 
taxes." It seems that Brookline residents 
are seven times as thrifty as we plebeian 
Winchesterites- that town has excise tax 
arrears of $1.4 million which adds up to 
some $3.75 on the tax rate. 

To quote some statements attributed 
to the plaintiffs: “We want the town to 
recover this money. But the collector’s 
office is a 19th century operation ap¬ 
parently incapable of collecting the tax 

"When we got no cooperation from the 
Treasurer-Collector, we went to the 
Selectmen You get the feeling at Town 
Hall that it is like the Nixon White House 
with everyone stonewalling everything.” 

So. Winchesterites. let us all withhold 
our excise taxes and contribute them to a 
fund for financing a suit against our 
Town Treasurer. 

Oh, yes, this would be counter¬ 
productive, expecially when we win. 
We’ll end up having a new Treasurer who 
can and will collect the excise taxes we 
withheld. But at least we’ll have some 
fun at the expense and disconfiture of 
Town Hall And there will be one less 
pressure driving up the real estate tax 
rate. 

That would be ample reward in itself— 
and certainly a damned sight more 
meaningful than whether five or six 
candidates should dance upon a School 
Committee ballot.

second underpass under the main line, 
across Black Ball Pond, across the 
Skillings estate, then out Washington 
street and back onto Main street near the 
Junior High School. 

A special Town Meeting on Oct. 22. 
1953 voted 143 to 23 for the project and 
appropriated $190,000 as Winchester’s 
share of the total cost of $6 million. 

This did not end the battle. Again the 
townspeople chose up sides. After weeks 
of advertising and letters to The Star, the 
“Friends of Winchester” again filed 
referendum papers. The town voted 2982 
in favor and 2109 against. 

In January 1954 the Department of 
Public Works awarded the contract for 
the construction of the trestle for the 
temporary tracks to the Berke-Moore 
Company and the general contract to the 
C. J. Mainey Company. Construction 
started shortly after and work of laying 
the temporary tracks began. The center 
was a picture of confusion for months 
during the construction as well as other 
parts of the towrn where work was being 
dqne. On OqL 21^.1955 fte last^in ran on 
the old tracks and the Construction of the 
overpass began. 

The first schedii^d train to use the 
new overpass was the 307 leaving Boston 
at 1 p.m. on Oct. 21,1956. A special party 
involving present and past Selectmen. 
Planning Board members, state and 
railroad officials and representatives of 
the contracting firms involved in the 
construction boarded the train at West 
Medford to ride over the new overhead to 
Winchester arriving at 1:12 p.m. 
Exercises were held on a bunting-draped 
platform erected on the Common. 

Construction on other partss of the 
project had to be finished and the year 
1957 witnesed the final completion. The 
final phase came in May when Route 38 
was changed where Main street forks off 
at Washington street and goes to Upper 
Main street via Skillings road. 

At last this was the end of a long and 
heated controversy which has divided the 
town for over 100 years.

Four Per Cent Cap — House 
gave final approval 116-35, to the 
bill allowing cities and towns to 
increase spending up to four per 
cent above this year’s level. 
Another key provision allows 
communities to exceed the four 
per cent if the increase is ap¬ 
proved by two-thirds vote. 

Supporters argued the cap 
was a reasonable one which 
would encourage municipalities 
to limit spending, but give them 
the flexibility to increase it if the 
taxpayers agree. They claimed 
it would help stabilize tax rates 
and protect overburdened tax 
payers. 

Some opponents claimed the 
four per cent cap was not ef¬ 
fective and noted they preferred 
a zero cap freezing spending at 
last year’s levels. 

Others felt that any cap was 
too restrictive and would result 
in a reduction of essential ser¬ 
vices and personnel. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
four per cent cap. 

Pay Raise — House approved 
121-20, a bill granting an $8500 
pay raise to Representative 
Vincent Piro who was recently 
. appointed to the newly-created 
position of Second Assistant 
Majority Floor Leader of the 
House. The bill would hike Piro’s 
salary from $17,000 to 25,500. 

Supporters argued the 
position was a reasonable and 
necessary one and noted that 
since the legislature has an 
enormous amount of work to do, 
the new position will make things 
go more smoothly and keep lines 
of communication open to 
everyone. Some noted 
Republicans already have three 
assistant leadership positions 
with higher salaries and noted 


this new position would be the 
third one for the Democrats. 

Opponents argued the hike 
was unjustified and an insult to 
the taxpayers during these 
difficult economic times. Others 
noted the position was merely 
created to try to solve the 
Speaker’s political problem 
earlier this year on who to ap¬ 
point to leadership positions. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the hike. 

The Senate 

Beacon Hill Roll Call reports 
local Senators’ votes on five key 
roll calls from last week’s 
legislative session. 

Nuclear Moratorium — 
Senate refused to approve, and 
on a 20-15 vote referred to the 
Energy Committee, resolutions 
urging the Department of Public 
Utilities and the Energy 
Facilities Sitting Council to 
delay nuclear power plant 
construction in Massachusetts. 

The resolutions request the 
DPU and EFSC to delay any 
decisions which would en¬ 
courage further construction of 
nuclear power plants in the state 
for two years or until an indepth 
study of safety standards is 
conducted by state and federal 
agencies. 

Resolution supporters pointed 
to the recent accident in 
Harrisburg and said it raised 
further doubts about the 
adequacy of safety standards at 
nuclear power plants. 

Some opponents argued the 
resolutions were unwise and said 
the Senate should not declare a 
moratorium on all nuclear power 
just because of the near accident 
in Harrisburg. They asked what 
the state was supposed to do for 
energy during the moratorium. 
Others noted a gubernatorial 
task force is already looking into 
the nuclear power safety 
problem. 

Sen. Rotondi voted against 
the referral.

Arts Lottery — Senate ap¬ 
proved 34-3, a bill establishing a 
lottery for the arts in 
Massachusetts. The measure 
authorizes the sale of special 
lottery tickets with half the 
proceeds to go to the Mass 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities and half to go to 
local art councils In cities and 
towns. 

was a creative and sound way to 
gain revenue for the Mass 
Council and local councils, and 
noted It would also create many 
Jobs for people In the state. 

Some opponents argued the 
arts lottery would cut Into 
revenues now going directly to 
cities and towns from the state 
lottery, thus decreasing com¬ 
munities’ revenue sources. 

Sen. Rotondi voted for the 
arts lottery. 

100 Percent Cap — Senate 
defeated 33-4, Governor King’s 
proposal to freeze spending by 
Massachusetts cities and towns 
at this year’s level. Known as the 
"zero tax cap,’’ the proposal was 
offered in the form of an 
amendment to the Ways and 
Means Committee bill which also 
allows cities and towns, if they 
muster enough votes, to spend 
money above the cap level. 
Communities with full value tax 
rates of under $25 per thousand 
would need a simple majority; 
those with values between $25 
and $75 a two-thirds vote; and 
those over $75, a four-fifths vote. 

Supporters of the zero tax cap 


argued it was necessary to stop 
skyrocketing taxes and claimed 
the zero tax cap was essential in 
order to lower property taxes. 
They noted the taxpayer Is 
demanding tax reduction and 
urged the Senate to take heed. 

Opponents argued the zero 
tax cap was too strict and 
unrealistic In view of double digit 
inflation. They claimed it would 
be impossible to freeze spending 
at last year’s level without a 
drastic cut In essential services 
and personnel. 

Sen. Rotondi voted against 
the zero tax cap. 

Collective Bargaining — 

Senate rejected 21-17, an 
amendment to the four per cent 
tax cap which allows cities and 
towns to increase spending in 
fiscal 1980 up to four per cent 
above their current budgets. 
The amendment would exempt 
from the cap, pay raises in 
collective bargaining 
agreements between 

municipalities and their em¬ 
ployees, If they have already 
been negotiated and are in effect 
when the cap legislation takes 
effect. 

Supporters argued the 
exemption was Important and 
justified, noting agreements that 
are already negotiated should be 
honored In good faith. They 
noted that If they are not 


exempted, unions will take the 
communities to court and court 
costs will impose an additional 
financial burden on the tax¬ 
payer. 

Opponents argued exemp¬ 
tions like this one will effectively 
make the cap useless. They 
noted collective bargaining 
agreements were already taken 
into overall consideration when 
the four per cent cap was 
drafted, and noted there is 
flexibility so that cities and 
towns can increase spending by 
a majority, two-thirds, or four- 
fifths vote, depending on their 
full value tax rate. 

Sen. Rotondi voted against 
the exemption. 

Four Per Cent Cap - Senate 
approved 31-2, the four per cent 
tax cap which allows the state’s 
cities and towns to Increase 
spending in fiscal 1980 up to four 
per cent above their current 
budgets. Several obligations of 
the communities, Including 
payment of principal and in¬ 
terest on bonds and pension and 
retirement allowances are 
exempted. 

Provisions also allow com¬ 
munities, based on their full 
value tax rates, to spend beyond 
the four per cent level as follows: 
those with full tax rates under 
$25 per thousand would need a 
simple majority; $25 to $75 a two- 


thirds vote; and over $75 a four- 
fifths vote. 

Supporters argued the four 
per cent cap package was a 
reasonable and sound one which 
encourages cities and towns to 
keep their budgets in line, but 
also allows them the flexibility to 
increase their spending if the 
taxpayer agrees. 

They claimed it was an ef¬ 
fective and essential step toward 
fiscal responsibility and 
stabilization of the tax rate. 

Some opponents opposed any 
kind of cap, noting it was too 
restrictive and would result in 
the cutting of essential services 
and personnel. Others favored 
the zero tax cap and refused to 
vote for the four per cent cap. 

Sen. Rotondi voted for the 
four per cent cap.

The Occupational Development Program 

It may seem like a simple task to you 
or I. The project is done in three steps. 
Eight metal hooks are counted out, 
placed in a plastic bag and stapled shut. 
But for students in the SEEM Oc¬ 
cupational Development Program, the 
task is broken down to its simplist form. 

At the SEEM work center in McCall 
Junior High School, the students place 
the hooks on eight colored circles. This 
helps students who can’t count con¬ 
sistently to do the job correctly. The 
hooks are then collected with a small 
metal scoop, placed in the plastic bag, 
and stapled. 

The time it takes these students to do 
the job is 15 to 30 percent below what 
would be considered normal produc¬ 
tivity. But the completion of the project 
is much more than getting the job done 
for the students of SEEM. It means the 
students have a job they are getting paid 
for. and that they can be productive 
human beings. 

The SEEM collaborative serves the 
occupational needs of secondary level 
moderately retarded students from the 
towns of Winchester, Woburn. 
Wilmington, Stoneham, Heading, North 
Reading, and Lynnfield. The project’s 
goal is to provide vocational skills to the 
students, so that they may “graduate” to 
jobs in the public sector. 

Karen Conway and Barbara Klein are 
work supervisors (teachers) for SEEM. 
They are helped by aides, Lisa Serio and 
Linda Small. The project director is 
Emily Marks, currently on maternity 
leave. A maximum of 20 students can 
participate in the program. 

“This program is strictly 
commented Karen. “There is no 
paperwork or academics here.” 

The students call Karen their “boss.” 
To them, she is not a teacher. When they 
come in to work, the students punch a 
time clock, and get paid on an individual 
basis for the work they do. 

The students, age 15 to 21, may work 


work,” 


in three sub-programs at the center. 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays the 
center is open for a normal work day. 
Tuesdays and Thursdays are “alter¬ 
native days” for students who need a 
more structured work environment. The 
center subcontracts assembly, 
packaging and mailing jobs from large 
companies such as Digital in Woburn, 
and Hewlett Packard, a medical supplies 
distributor. 

In on the job training (OJT) students 
have the chance to work for a company 
on site. A SEEM supervisor goes to the 
work site with the students until, Karen 
ssaid, the youth con feel comfortable on 
their own. 

This year there are five SEEM 
students working outside of the center. 
Three are at Digital, doing assembly 
work, one is at Choate Hospital in 
Woburn, working as a dishwasher, and 
the fifth is assembling circuit boards for 
ADLin Wilmington. 

"The companies should be com¬ 
mended,” Karen said. “The hardest 
barrier to break is the stigma attached to 
being mentally retarded. People may 
think, someone who is retarded will do 
this, this and this, or will worry, what if 
this happens. We’re trying to overcome 
the stereotypes.” 

The “barrier" has been broken in 
many cases. At Digital, Karen said, the 
students are working well above the 
normal productivity rate. 

“The jobs are repetitious and boring, 
hut our students just work right along,” 
Karen said. 

Other companies which SEEM 
students have worked for include Zayres 
in Woburn and New England 
Rehabilitation Center. 

One reason why the on the job training 
program is so successful, Karen said, is 
because the supervisor is there to work 
with the student, one on one. The 
supervisor acts as a model, both for the 
student and the employees of the com¬ 
pany. The student can see how the 


supervisor acts around the other em¬ 
ployees, and acquire appropriate social 
behavior. In turn, the employee observes 
how the supervisor reacts to the student. 

Karen noted that employee-student 
problems have not come up in any of the 
jobs to date. If problems did occur, 
Karen said the student would be pulled 
out of the job. 

"These kids have had a lifetime of 
feeling unequal,” she said. “We wouldn’t 
want that to carry over into a job.” 

“Interestingly enough, there is 
usually one person at a job who kind of 
takes this person under his or her wing. 
Often times it’s someone you’d least 
expect, “ she said. 

For students who can’t go out to an 
actual job site, Karen said the center at 
McCall provides more than a work en¬ 
vironment. 

“We encourage appropriate soical 
behavior,” she said. “We stress personal 
hygiene and being an independent 
person. 

“By that I mean we treat everyone 
like an adult. And we keep in close 
contact with parents and other teachers 
to encourage the same,’’ Karen said. 

The work center also honors a 
“worker of the week,” the person who 
has done the best job. The worker of the 
week is in charge of food shopping for the 
group. Because the students stay for 
lunch, menu planning, meal preparation, 
and clean up are part of the center’s 
learning program. 

The center houses a kitchen area, and 
a lounge area for morning and afternoon 
breaks. 

The work area has machinery, such 
as a drill press, and other tools. Signs of 
“Work as fast as you can,” and “Do the 
job right,” are the only posters covering 
the work area walls. 

Since the goal of the program is 
eventual employment, the students and 
staff do role plays on job interviewing. 
Students who are now in jobs, after going 


through the program, serve as an 
example to students now in SEEM. 

The students are paid through the 
federal grant that funds the program. 
The grant is for three years, and began in 
November of 1977. Seven planning 
boards, from the communities in the 
collaborative, evaluate the federal 
program, along with the program’s 
director and staff. SEEM’s offices are 
also located in Winchester, behind the 
Ambrose School. 

To get into the program, a student is 
first assessed for his or her ability level. 
A variety of motor skills tests, timing the 
students, are given. Once in the 
program, the students do weekly self- 
evaluations of their performance. The 
staff also evaluates the workers. 

Karen said that quality control of the 


subcontract work the students do is of the 
upmost importance. 

“We stress accuracy,” Karen said. 
“We have to do a better job. Because of 
the kind of program we are,'people wm 
scrutinize your work more closely. 

The students at the center are paid 
once a month. On the job, they art*]paid 
weekly. Part of the program is called 
activities of daily living fADLV.’The 
students have bank accounts in town, and 
learn basic money management though 
ADL. * ■' 

“We’re preparing the kids for the real 
world,” Karen said. “I can see a real 
maturing process of the students here,'’ 
Indeed, SEEM students can s^yg "i 
can do a job...I can go to work...rn^j|U 
other people.”

Equal Opportunity Committee 

Stating that the purpose of the com¬ 
mittee would be to “try to establish a 
town wide committee on a permanent 
basis for equal opportunity for all 
citizens,” Dr. Harris Gibson appeared 
before the Board of Selectmen Monday 
night for a discussion on the Equal 
Opportunity Committee. 

Selectman Wade M. Welch questioned 
as to whether the 15 members of the 
permanent town-wide committee had a 
clear understanding as to what their 
function would be. Welch noted that he 
thought the committee would give advice 
and guidance to the Selectmen and not 
actively participate in the hiring process. 

Gibson stated that part of the purpose 
of the permanent committee would be the 
advancement of minorities. He noted 
that the town does not have an af¬ 
firmative action program at this time. 

Gibson stated that he was sure his 
committee was aware of its function, 
then added, “If this committee should 
see inequities in the hiring practice of the 
town I should hope they would come 
forward.’ 

“The purpose of the committee would 
be to have the laws that are established, 
followed,” Gibson continued. 

Selectman Edward F. O’ Connell 
mentioned that he had problems with a 15 
member committee. “I would like to see 
it become more compact and then maybe 
more productive. I would see the com¬ 
mittee as an advisory body.” 

Gibson stated that he didn’t think it 
would be hard for the committee to ac¬ 
cept a smaller working group. "We only 
want to work within the framework of the 
town.” ' 

Chairman Richard N. Wilsack 


suggested that Gibson speak with his 
committee and share with them some of 
the views he had heard during the 
session. 

Overnight Parking Ban 

John Johian, a resident of Hillside 
avenue, appeared before the board 
concerning the town parking ban on the 
streets from 1 to 7 a.m. 

Johnian stated that there is no 
driveway at his home and that three 
people must park their cars on the road. 
“I’ve been very cooperative with the 
town in the past,” stated Johnian. “There 
are two people in the house that are in 
constant need of medical attention.” 

Johnian stated that he was prompted 
to appear before the board because a 
neighbor on his street has been calling 
the police when his car is parked on 
Hillside at night and getting tagged. 

Chairman Wilsack noted, when 
commenting on how the Selectmen 
provide solutions to these types of 
problems, that usually the Selectman 
stick to the law. “We hear you but we 
can’t allow it in one part of town and not 
in another.” 

Johnian then stated that while the 
police allow vandals to abuse people and 
property, they tag his car for parking 
overnight in front of his own home. 

The board differed with Johnian as to 
the extent of the vandalism problem in 
Winchester and took Johnian’s request 
under further consideration. 

Mantini’s Restaurant 

The board granted a common vic¬ 
tualler’s license to Joseph Mantini for the 
purpose of opening his own restaurant at 
109 Cross st., formerly McDonald’s, to be 
called Mantini’s Restaurant & Bar-B-Q.

Human Services Bd. Against 


Town-Funded 


The Human Services Committee 
voted unanimously against support of a 
$3800 Town Meeting appropriation for the 
Meals On Wheels program, at their 
meeting Wednesday night. 

Members of the Meals On Wheels 
program, Edith Voges, Barbara Bryant, 
Anne Hughes, and Sara Dillon, explained 
the funding in the proposed article would 
be used to pay for a part-time coor¬ 
dinator of the program. 

Currently the coordinator, Anne 
Hughes, has her salary supported by the 
Winchester Rotary and the EnKa 
Society. Meals for the 12 elderly involved 
in the program are supplied by Win¬ 
chester Hospital and are self-supported 
through the consumers. 

Meals On Wheels brings one hot meal 
and one cold meal five days per week to 
elderly in Winchester. The cost to the 
participants is $2.50 per day. Drivers who 
deliver meals work on a volunteer basis. 

Human Services Committee chair¬ 
man, Barbara Hankins said that 
although Meals On Wheels is an ap¬ 
pealing program which appears to be 
well run at this time. There, however, 
problems in the town committing the 
funding. 

She noted the town cannot establish a 
revolving fund, and in order to fund part

of the Meals On Wheels program, the 
town must take over the entire cost 

Meals, estimated to serve a 
maximum of 20 people for one year, 
would be $13,000. 

Also, if the town became involved 
Hankins said, the food service contrac 
would have to go out to bid. Currently 
she notes, Winchester Hospital is an idea 
food service provider because it ear 
prepare a variety of meals for people or 
special diets. 

"Because of the tax caps, and ; 
concern for the liability of the volunteer 
drivers,” Hankins said, “we decided thi< 
was not the year to initiate support of tht 
program.” j 

Hankins added that since the Meal* 
On Wheels organizers were requesting a 
small sum of money, prehaps loca 
service organizations would continue t< 
fund the costs. 

The Meals On Wheels Committee will 
be meeting soon to discuss the status of 
the Town Meeting article. At this time, 
Edith Voges said it will stay on the 
warrant as planned.

On The Cover 


This Monday, under the 
auspices of the Boston Opera 
Association, New York City’s 
Metropolitan Opera begins a six- 
day stint in town. It is the Met’s 
68th visit here, and it is an 
occasion of delight for opera- 
goers everywhere in Metro- 
Boston. 

The Met, 95 years ago, was a 
newly-born, struggling com¬ 
pany in Manhattan. Since that 
time, it has blossomed into the 
largest opera company in the 
US, acquiring a vast repertoire 
and legendary voices. Enrico 
Caruso, Nellie Melba, Lily Pons 
and countless others all worked 
with the Met at one point; many 
of their latter-day counterparts 
often sing with the Met now. 

Seven of the 28 operas in the 
Met’s 1978-79 repertoire are to 
be staged in Boston. They are all 
tried and true classics, comedic 
and tragic by turn. Leading off 
the abbreviated Boston season 
on Monday night is Donizetti’s 
farce, Don Pasquale. The story 
of an erst-while bachelor who 
tangles himself up in marriage, 
the production stars baritone 
Donald Gramm, tenor Nicolai 
Gedda as Ernesto, and soprano 
Beverly Sills as Norina. This is 
one of Sills’s last performances 
before she retires; in July, she’ll 
become director of the New York 
City Opera. 

Verdi’s Otello, with tenor Jon 
Vickers in the title role, is an 
opera carved out of Shake¬ 
speare’s tragedy. It is slated for 
Tuesday night. Wednesday 
evening brings in that timeless 
spectacle of murder and assorted 
mayhem, Puccini’s Tosco. Out 
of all the operas the Met is 
staging in Boston, Tosco is the 
only one starring soprano Magda 
Olivera (as Tosca) and Luciano 
Pavarotti, a tenor who swept the 
operatic world off its feet a few 
years ago; it’s also the only opera 
in the series that’s sold out. 

Tosca is followed, on Thurs¬ 
day evening, by Wagner’s 
Tannhauser, Teutonic brooding 
on a large scale that features

tenor Richard Cassilly as Tann¬ 
hauser, and soprano Leonie 
Rysanek as Elisabeth. The next 
night ushers in another Verdi 
work, Don Carlo, a convoluted 
romance which stars Gilda- 
Cruz-Romo, soprano, as 
Elisabetta. She’s accompanied 
by Vasile Moldoveanu (tenor) as 
the Don, and Paul Plishka (bass) 
as his father, Philip II of Spain. 

All of the above operas are 
sung in Italian, except for 
Tannhauser (German). For its 
last two productions, though, the 
Met has taken pity on mono¬ 
lingual Greater Bostonians. Both 
operas are sung in English. The 
Bartered Bride, by Smetana, is a 
Czech opera that has recently 
returned to the Met’s repertory, 
after a hiatus of 35 seasons. A 
comedy, Bride is performed on 
Saturday with Jon Vickers, 
Nicolai Gedda, and soprano 
Teresa Stratas as Czech 
peasants who are all in a tizzy 
over a marriage contract. 
Poulenc’s Dialogues of the 
Carmelites, on Saturday night, 
closes the Met’s Boston run. The 
tale of some Carmelite nuns who 
becomes victims of the French 
Revolution, the opera has a cast 
that includes mezzo-sopranos 
Maria Ewing as Blanche, a 
novice, and Mignon Dunn as 
her mentor, Mother Marie. 

All of the Met’s operas take 
place in the John B Hynes 
Veterans Auditorium, located in 
Boston’s Prudential complex. All 
evening performances are at 8, 
except for Don Carlo, which is at 
7:15; the matinee of Bride is at 
1:30. Don Pasquale and Otello 
are both benefits for the Met, 
and the ticket prices for them 
run from $7 to $38. The tickets 
for all other operas are $6 to $23. 
You can charge tickets by calling 
Theatrecharge at 426-8181, or 
you can pick them up at the 
Boston Opera Association offices 
at Suite 1004 in the Park Square 
Building, 31 St James Street in 
Boston. For further informa¬

Dance/New England does the 
same thing on a regional basis for 
New England, and proves that 
you don’t have to think New 
York when you are thinking 
dance. There is no lack of talent 
in the area. Dance/New England 
provides the tyro with a good 
representat ion of what is 
happening in dance, and gives 
the aficionado a preview of what 
is up and coming.D

Dance/New England ’79 
puts its spotlight on 
some 20 troupes and 
choreographers from 
New England.

This weekend marks the begin¬ 
ning of a seven-week festival of 
dance in Boston. Edward 
Villella, principal dancer of the 
New York City Ballet, will be the 
star attraction at a kick-off 
reception this Friday night at 
Bonwit Teller in Boston as Arti¬ 
culture, the Cambridge-based 
arts-planning organization, 
introduces Dance/New England 
’79. 

“Boston has always been a 
generous host to touring 
companies,” says Michelle 
Satter, director of Dance/New 
England, “and now it’s time for 
a series that will produce 
regional talent.” Dance/New 
England puts its spotlight on 
some 20 troupes and choreog¬ 
raphers from New England who 
might not otherwise get the audi¬ 
ences and recognition that each 
deserves. With the encourage¬ 
ment and production of Articul¬ 
ture and Dance/New England, 
local talent moves into the 
public eye. 

Inspired by a similar New 
York program called Dance 
Umbrella, planners of 
Dance/New England hope to 
make the Boston festival an 
annual event. The festival is 
partly funded by grants from 
public and private corporations, 
but it is hoped that good ticket 


sales this year (which indicate 
wide public interest) will trans¬ 
late into good government 
endowment next year. 

The performing companies 
were chosen for Dance/New Eng 
land in several ways. Three 
leading troupes were invited as 
the focus of the festival: The 
Hartford Ballet, 
the New

school in Boston, and teaches at 
the Harvard Dance Center.

On April 28, the first of the 
Dance Variations programs 
takes place in the ballroom of the 
Hotel Bradford in Boston.

Andrea Morris and Kathryn

give a solo performance. One 
highlight of the evening will be 
the first major production of the 
Chortet Dance Ensemble’s 
Strush, choreographed by Morris 
and Breese. 

The second of the Dance 
Variations showcase perfor¬ 
mances is on May 5, also at the 
Hotel Bradford. The year-old 
Festival Ballet of Rhode Island 
celebrates its first Boston 
appearance with Variations on 
Purcell, by Rhode Island co¬ 
director Winthrop Corey. Julie 
Thompson-Ince and Esther 
Kaplan each will present solo 
performances, and Susan Rose 
and Jay Kellman of Dance- 
works, and the Dancentral 
Company (with choreographer 
Amy Zell Ellsworth) round out 
the program. 

The Hartford Ballet Company 
gives two performances, on May 
11 and 12, at the Boston Univer¬ 
sity Theatre. Under the guidance 
of artistic director Michael 
Uthoff, the Hartford Ballet has 
performed in 44 states, making it 
this country’s most-widely- 
toured dance ensemble. On May 
11, the company will perform 
Tom Dula, with an original blue- 
grass score by William Wellig 
and William Wallach; George 
Balanchine’s Allegro Brillante; 
Lar Lubovitch’s Valley; and Leg- 
gieros, choreographed by Lotte 
Goslar. On May 12, the Hart¬ 
ford Ballet will perform selec¬ 
tions from Uthoffs own works, 
including his l*rodigal Son.

Dinosaur, and the 
Concert Dance Company of 
Boston. Then, 52 choreog¬ 
raphers were considered in a 
jurying process by a panel of 
dance experts. From these, 14 
were chosen to participate in 
Dance Variations, three show¬ 
case programs which will take 
place on April 28, May 5, and 
May 19. In addition, program¬ 
ming decisions were made to 
allow as wide a range as possible 
in the kinds of dance offered, and 
the opening night performance 
on April 21 was slated to get 
things started with a high- 
spirited bang. 

The first performance of 
Dance/New England takes place 
this Saturday night at the Berk- 
lee Performance Center. The 
Danny Sloan Dance Company, 
the Jassin’ Dancers, and Leon 
Collins join in a program of jazz 
and tap dancing, with music 
provided by the Joel Press Jazz 


Quartet. 

Danny Sloan is director of 
dance at the Elma Lewis School 
of Fine Arts; his two-year-old 
company has traveled exten¬ 
sively through New England as 
part of the Massachusetts 
Touring Company, with an 
eclectic repertoire of jazz, ethnic, 
gospel, modern, and ballet 
styles. „ 

The Jassin’ Dancers, not yet a 
year old, are the creation of 
Glenda Medieros and Jeannette 
Neill. Their style is a combina¬ 
tion of jazz dancing and theat¬ 
rical modes, and the troupe will 
present a new work, Epoxy, at 
Saturday night’s performance. 

Tap dancer Leon Collins is 
considered one of the top practi¬ 
tioners of his art, and he has 
been tapping away for 40 years. 
After touring with the big bands 
of Count Basie, Jimmy Lunce- 
ford, and Duke Ellington, 

Collins now has his own tap

Hurricane 

Visually, the picture has 
its moihents, if only 
those actors would clear 
out of there. 

Hurricane

As dumb a movie as you are 
likely to see this year, Hurricane 
is not without certain redeeming 
characteristics. It is a remake of 
the 1937 picture that starred 
John Hall and Dorothy Lamour, 
the story of young love awash in 
the South Pacific. 

Mia Farrow plays the 
daughter of Pago Pago’s mili¬ 
tary governor (Jason Robards). 
Beneath the tropical moon she 
falls in love with Matangi, a 
young native chief. He runs afoul 
of the law and she, defying her 
father, helps him escape to his 
island, which is instantly torn to 
shreds by a hurricane. Nothing 
like a little divine retribution, 
but you’re not quite sure what is 
being punished. 

What seems to be the theme of 
the movie is miscegenation, but 
it doesn’t quite come off, 
possibly because of Dayton 
Ka’Ne’s Matangi. Discovered on 
the beach at Waikiki, Ka’Ne is a 
hunk of a sun-bunny, all white 
teeth and rippling muscles. 
You’re not surprised when Char¬ 
lotte falls for Matangi. You’re a 
little surprised that her father 
doesn’t approve, and you are 
positively bowled over when 
Matangi falls for Charlotte. It 
seems absurd that he should 
waste his time with this pale, 
skinny waif (poor Mia Farrow, 
type-cast again) when he could 
be breaking breadfruit with 
gorgeous, chocolate-eyed Moana 
(Ariirau Tekurarere), his 
betrothed. 

Even if you can accept that, 
you’ll have a hard time cottoning 
to the astonishing and mealy- 
mouthed script by Lorenzo 
Semple, Junior. “These natives 


are like children” has got to be 
the oldest line in the tropical- 
romance book, and Charlotte s 
“What do you mean?” is just as 
tedious. She only has the one 
line, repeated with slight varia¬ 
tion ad nauseam. What do you 
mean, Lorenzo Semple, Junior? 

The script is not enhanced by 
the editing, as choppy as a high 
sea in a stiff wind. Now and 
again there are hints of what 
must have been a welter of sub¬ 
plots: a native romance, a baby 
born during the storm; but these 
are only glimpses, and then it’s 
pan out to palm trees. Max Von 
Sydow is given star billing, but 
his part, as a white doctor 
friendly with the natives, is 
reduced to practically a walk-on. 
It’s as though Dino De 
Laurentiis, who produced, and 
Jan Troett, who directed, and 
Sam O’Steen, who edited (ha 
ha), found themselves with a lot 
of great footage and not the 
slightest notion what to do with 
it all, so they strung it together 
at random. 

Hurricane was photographed 
by maestro Sven Nykvist. He’s 
wasted, but everything good in 
the movie is his doing. Thie film 
was shot on location on Bora 
Bora, a place of such loveliness 
and texture that all the actors 
seem out of place, and every 
moment the camera spends on a 
star close-up you count as a 
moment wasted. The long shots 
are terrific, those sunsets and 
wide vistas of milky ocean and 
sky. During the hurricane at the 
end of the film, the waves and 
the wreckage are great. Visually, 
the picture has its moments, if 
only those actors would clear out 
of there. You’ve never seen a 
movie with so many meaningful 
glances, and had so little idea 
what they mean. 

In addition to Nykvist’s cine¬ 
matography, the other good 
thing about the movie is the 
extent to which it unintention¬ 
ally allows for audience partici¬ 
pation.

A vacation spent 
in New England 
can last all 
summer long.

Winter: who needs it? Frozen 
noses and soggy boots. The 
elusiveness of the MBTA on a 
frosty Monday morning; the 
endless treadmill of get up-to 
work-come home-go to bed-get 
up . . . with the flu arriving as a 
welcome diversion. The only 
good thing about winter is how 
much it makes you appreciate 
summer, when it finally arrives. 

Summer: blue skies, balmy 
temperatures, the smell of fresh- 
cut grass — and the priceless 
luxury of free time. You’ve been 
saving up money and vacation 
time all winter long. All you need 
to do now is figure out the best 
way to spend them. 

If you decide to take a trip to 
somewhere far away — the 
Bahamas, say, or Paris — you’ll 
end up spending all the time and 
money you’ve saved in one lump; 
with a big chunk wasted on get¬ 
ting there and back. And when 
the vacation is over, it really is 
over. You’ll have nothing to look 
forward to for the rest of the 
summer, except watering the 
lawn. 

A vacation spent in New 
England, though, can last 
all summer long. Instead of 
squandering it all in one gulp, 
you can enjoy your free time sip 
by sip, because there’s so much 
to see and do, practically in your 
own backyard. A couple of hours’ 
drive south and you’re on the 
Cape: white beaches, biking and 
hiking through forest and over 
dune; exciting nightlife;

and two major theater festivals. 

Further north, you can follow 
the icy-blue coastline of Maine, 
or visit Vermont, where 
practically every small town has 
its resident artisan selling hand¬ 
made pottery, woodwork, or 
stained glass. Vermont is also 
famous for its covered bridges, 
cheddar cheese, maple syrup, 
and some of New England's most 
charming country inns: old- 
fashioned hospitality and 
modern conveniences under the 


same roof. 

There’s always something new 
in New England. Just when you 
think you’ve done it all, the 
unexpected appears around the 
next bend in the road. You may 
decide to take in as much 
country as you can in a series 
of .short hops: a country fair in 
Massachusetts on Tuesday; 
summer theater in new Hamp¬ 
shire on Wednesday; a blue- 
grass festival in Vermont on 
Friday, and a regatta in Maine 


on Saturday. Or get to know one 
area intimately, like the White 
Mountains or the Berkshires. For 
a slower-paced vacation, you 
might try leaving the car at 
home, and seeing the country¬ 
side by bicycle, on foot, in a 
canoe, or on horseback. 

For a touch of the exotic, 
there’s another country only a 
few hours away: Canada and the 
Provinces. Up north across the 
border, summers are crowded 
with special events and 


attractions: from the Gathering 
of the Clans in Nova Scotia to 
the Stratford Shakespeare 
Festival to the Six Nations 
Indian Pageant in Brantford. 
Experience the excitement and 
beauty of Quebec — or visit 
Toronto’s Canadian National 
Exhibit, the World’s Largest 
Annual Exhibition. It might be a 
good idea to brush up on your 
French before going there; on the 
other hand, you’ll Find your 
dollars stretching further than 
they ever did at home. 

Some Helpful Hints for Your 
Vacation 

Be sure to make reservations 
well in advance. Whether you’re 
staying in a rustic inn or in a tent 
under the trees, you’ll save your¬ 
self a lot of grief if you reserve 
accommodations one or two 
months ahead of time. Planning 

shssd also £iv£s yen ths chsnco 

to check a place out before 
committing yourself— a motel 
can turn out to be a palace or a 
hovel. Likewise, some camp¬ 
grounds provide everything from 
laundry service to 18 holes of 
golf; at others, you’ll be lucky if 
there’s one pit toilet per square 
mile. The Massachusetts 
Department of Forests and Parks 
(727-3180) has information on 
campgrounds in the state. 

Avoid the crowd whenever 
possible. There are several ways 
to do this: 

1) Return from a weekend trip 
on Monday morning instead of 
Sunday night. Not only will you 
avoid weekend traffic, but you’ll 
also lessen the risk of running 
out of gas when every station 
within reach has used up its 
allotment for the day. 

2) Weekday excursions have 
several advantages over week¬ 
ends. You’ll meet with less 
traffic and crowds; and many 
hotels and motels, plus some 
forms of entertainment 
(theaters, for one) have lower 
rates on weekdays. 

3) If you’d like to have your 
favorite vacation spot all to your¬ 
self, plan a trip off-season: before 
mid-June or after Labor Day. 

These are good times to visit the 
Cape or the Berkshires or any 
other part of New England that 
caters to tourists. The Cape is 
especially beautiful at these 
times: comparatively empty and 
windswept, with the native 
human and animal populations 
much more visible. Also, hotel 
and motel rates are much lower 
off-season.

For its residents and its 
visitors, New England is a 
treasure trove of natural beauty 
and man-made attractions. But 
neglect and change can threaten 
both. 

Despite a growing interest in 
preservation, the works of past 
generations are still being 
allowed to decay and perhaps to 
disappear. A traveler can yet get 
a feel for older New England, 
but, in some cases, time is of the 
essence. 

Take the Indian Motocycle 
complex in Springfield, for 
instance. Here is a crumbling 
monument to the region’s glory 
days as a manufacturing center, 
a living — though just barely — 
textbook of industrial 
architecture. 

The group of factories and 
other buildings, only partially 
used in recent years, is located in 
the Winchester Square section of 
the city in western Massachu¬ 
setts. But in the early years of 
this century, the famous Indian 
Motocycle — spelled without the 
“r” — was made here. By 1913, 
the Hendee Manufacturing 
Company there was the largest 
maker of motorcycles in the 
world. The company closed 
down in 1948. 

The complex was also the 
home of the Knox Automobile 
Company, which built a well- 
respected car there until 1919. A 
variety of other companies 
passed through over the years, 
but now there appears to be little 
practical use for the buildings. 

Proposals have been made to 
turn the structures into apart¬ 
ments or incorporate them into a 
shopping center, but the city 
wants to tear them down as 
white elephants. Their historic 
and architectural value may 
have to give way to economic 
pressures. 

The center of the site is the 
Springfield Industrial Institute, 
a group of brick buildings of four 
stories plus towers, where the 
motorcycle company set up 
shop. There’s also the Knox 
building, a structure used by the 
Bullard Repeating Arms 
Company, a firehouse, and a 
train station. While Lowell’s 
great mills have been saved as 


part of a national park, Spring- 
field’s Indian Motocycle 
complex faces a bleak future. 

Wiscasset, Maine, offers a 
very different sightseeing lure 
that may be just as endangered. 
Two old-time schooners, the 
Hesper and the Luther Little, 
have been beached near the town 
for decades. They are popular 
with photographers and are best 
seen from the Sheepscot River 
Bridge. 

But while the 19th-century 
schooners are local landmarks, 
time has ravaged them. Nobody 
has come up with a plan or 
money to restore them. The 
vessels may not be under the 
shadow of the wrecking ha!!, but 
wind and water are taking their 
inevitable toll. 

What about the Pandell 
Farmhouse? This wooden 
building on Route 8 in Cheshire 
in northwestern Massachusetts 
is an orphan in the storm. It’s 
not that the house is known for 
any notable events or that it’s a 
thing of special beauty. But how 
many houses built in 1791 do you 
normally get to see nowadays? 

The company that owns the 
property has offered to give the 
house to the town if it will move 
the building. But the town 
doesn’t have the money and is 
looking for someone to pay per¬ 
haps $10,000 to move the farm¬ 
house and more to maintain it. 
At the moment, the Pandell 
Farmhouse awaits an uncertain 
fate. 

Another old building is slowly 
fading away in Durham, Maine, 
near Lisbon Falls. The Shiloh 
Temple is the only remaining 
edifice of a turn-of-the-century 
community constructed by a 
religious group called The King¬ 
dom. The three-story frame 
building, looking something like 
a Victorian hotel, sports a tower 
with a gold-colored top shaped 
like a crown. What’s to become 
of Shiloh Temple is anybody’s 
guess. 

Prospects are not always 
pessimistic. Things are looking 
up for the Old Covered Bridge 
in Sheffield. This picturesque 
19th century bridge angling over 
the Housatonic River in the 
Berkshires has been closed to 
vehicular traffic since 1970. The 


trouble: Repeated flooding had 
damaged the granite piers that 
support it. 

Local people never wanted to 
give up on the span, but it was 
steadily deteriorating. Built 
around 1837, the 93-foot Old 
Covered Bridge may in fact be 
the oldest covered bridge in 
Massachusetts. It consists of 
hemlock, oak and elm and a 
shingled roof. It’s sturdy, but 
floodwaters were an implacable 
enemy. 

A solution may have been 
found. Placement of the bridge 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places makes it eligible 
for 50 percent federal preserva¬ 
tion funds. Local 50UFC6? h?.V6 to 
come up with the other half. 

Other endangered sights could 
also benefit from this program, 
but even if the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission or the 
equivalent agency in any of the 
other New England states is 
willing to recommend some¬ 
thing for the register, local funds 
still must be committed. 

In some cases, towns simply 
don’t think it’s worth it. The 
Morgan School on South Bridge 
Street in Holyoke is a Colonial 
Revival masonry building from 
1907. Some people think it’s 
worth saving as a good example 
of city schools in the style 
popular at the beginning of the 
century. The city regards the 
building as worthless and wants 
to replace it with a modern 
version. 

A swath of downtown Pitts¬ 
field is in a similar situation. It’s 
an old area of commercial store¬ 
fronts that the city wants to 
replace with a new shopping 
center. The area to be developed 
is adjacent to the Park Square 
Historic District right in the 
center of town. The historic 
district, with churches, govern¬ 
ment buildings, and commercial 
structures surrounding an oval 
park, is safe, but it has been 
argued that the area to be torn 
down is just as worth saving. 

Sightseeing time for most of 
these sights is running out. And 
a turn onto the byways of New 
England will reveal many others 
in peril. If enough people 
discover them, they may be 
around for future generations to 
admire. 
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A Slogan For Every City, 
A Teaser for Every Town

Not long ago, cities looked like 
terminal cases. All you heard 
was crime and urban blight and 
bankruptcy. Even their own resi¬ 
dents didn’t like them. 

Today, with few exceptions, 
the worst seems to have been 
averted. More and more cities 
are back on the road to health. 
And one of the symptoms of 
recovery, as you’ve undoubtedly 
noticed, is a bout of slogan fever. 

Cities are finally realizing they 
have some unique advantages, 
and they’re improving their 
images by singing slogans to 
themselves. (After all, as every¬ 
one knows, you have to like your¬ 
self before you can make others 
like you. It’s one of the ground 
rules of therapy.) 

A large part of the cure is 
accomplished by advertising. 
Though cities hadn’t been 
thought of before as products, 
these days they’re being mar¬ 
keted just like detergents, with 
big campaigns, plenty of dollars, 
and zippy theme lines. 

New York was the first to 
package and promote itself (New 
York State, actually). Other big 
cities and states, including 
Boston, are enthusiastically fol¬ 
lowing suit. And even some of 
New England’s smaller cities- 
next-door, with little or no 
advertising budget, are busily 
dreaming up catch slogans to 
win our hearts. 

New York’s “I Love New 
York” campaign has been wildly 
successful. Since its introduc¬ 
tion in June, 1977, summer tour¬ 
ism upstate has jumped 8.6 per¬ 
cent above inflation. In New 
York City, hotel occupancy is 86 
percent year-round and several 
new hotels are going up, includ¬ 
ing a Hilton and a Commodore. 

“The renaissance began before 
anybody laid a brick,” says Bern 
Rotman, a deputy commis¬ 
sioner for the New York State 
Department of Commerce. 
Money was spent on creating a 
positive identity for the city ($4 
million in advertising in the first 
year) rather than building. 

T-shirts, flags, ILNY perfume, 
jewelry, scarves — the slogan 
(sorry, theme line) has really 
taken off. Several states and 
cities, including Oregon and Los 
Angeles, have imitated it. The 


ILNY song is being considered as 
the official state song by the New 
York state legislature. 

If Mayor White has his way, 
the Hub will soon be thrilling to 
a new Boston theme, “Nobody 
does it like you, Boston.” The 
slogan is part of a campaign to 
show Boston ns a unique city in 
which to live and work. It points 
up the advantages of living in 
the city, including housing 
values, health care, culture on 
your doorstep. NDILYB is sup¬ 
posed to be an umbrella for 
various programs and services. 



Unlike the New York cam¬ 
paign, “Nobody does it like 
you, Boston” will try to cash in 
on the city’s current psychologi¬ 
cal optimism. Boston’s restora¬ 
tion of the waterfront and neigh¬ 
borhoods like the South End, 
which began six years ago, has 
made the city feel better about 
itself. According to the Mayor’s 
Office, scrupulous old Boston 
has waited till it has something 
worth promoting before tooting 
its horn. 

Since the Bicentennial, other 
cities in New England have also 
noticed they have a lot to offer, 
both to residents and to visitors. 

In June, New Haven will 
launch a $1 million campaign, 
using the slogan,“Hey, New 
Haven, look at what we’ve got.” 
(“New Haven speaks for itself’ 
was considered but rejected; if it 
were true, what was the city 
doing spending all that money?) 

“The people of New Haven 
don’t realize what’s here,” said a 
Chamber of Commerce spokes¬ 
man. “New Haven has some of 
the best theatre in the country, 
art galleries, the symphony . . . 
But there’s an information gap. 
We want to show the residents 
how to use the city. That way 
they’ll feel good about it.” 

Since June, 1978, Hartford has 
swung into a highly successful 
multimedia campaign to pro¬ 
mote its downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion project, to the tune of 
$180,000. Its theme line, “The 
beat of Hartford,” sounds 
stronger when accompanied with 
music and images. 

Hartford’s is partly a feel- 
better campaign, but primarily 
directed at attracting outside 
business. Profits in the city are 
up 10 to 30 percent, and so is 


morale, judging by the T-shirts 
declaring “Hartford can get it up 
again” — a reference, of course, 
to the Civic Center Coliseum 
roof that collapsed in the winter 
of 1978. 

Even industrial cities are no 
longer viewing themselves as 
ugly anachronisms, but as 
opportunities. Fall River makes 
no bones about it, proclaiming 
succinctly, “The best things in 
life are here.” (The best things in 
life include work, play, health, 
and culture.) Providence is 
coming out of the closet as “The 
best-kept secret in New Eng¬ 
land.” It wants to attract both 
conventioners and New Eng¬ 
landers who may never have con¬ 
sidered the area for vacations, 
missing the 69 beaches, jai alai, 
theatre, and history. 

Some traditional vacation 
places have updated their 
slogans, too. New Bedford is 
pushing itself in 1979 as “a whale 
of a city.” Salem, which cur¬ 
rently suggests you "Stop by for 
a spell,” is introducing “Set sail 
for Salem,” to focus attention on 
its new marina. Mystic, which 
runs lantern-light tours of 
Mystic Seaport at Christmas, 
enjoins you to “Have a merry 
Mystic.” Falmouth bumper 
stickers simply invite you to con¬ 
sider, “Isn’t Falmouth nice?” 

But many New England cities 
are maintaining traditional 
Yankee dignity in the face of 
slogan fever. Manchester, NH 
knows it’s a nice place to live 
and work, but doesn’t go in for 
slogans and jingles, says a 
Chamber of Commerce spokes¬ 
man. And Newport, which has 
never had an identity problem, is 
sticking with the tried and true: 
“America’s first resort,” 
“America’s vacationland,” and 
“Home of the America’s Cup.” 

Marblehead and Beverly are 
not about to relinquish their 
sobriquets either. Both of them 
like to be known as “The Birth¬ 
place of the American Navy.” 

It all goes back to 1775, when 
George Washington commis¬ 
sioned a warship, the Hannah, 
which was built at Marblehead 
and manned by Marblehead 
sailors, but was outfitted and set 
sail from Beverly. For either to 
give up its title after all this time 
would be admitting defeat in a 
200-year-old war. 

By and large, actually, New 
England slogans are conserva¬ 
tive. Wellfleet’s “Cape Cod’s 
friendly resort town” and 
Leominster’s projected “Gate¬ 
way to northern New England” 
aren’t exactly going to win crea¬ 
tivity awards. Maybe Lowell, 
erstwhile “Spindle City,” will 
come up with something jokey to 
go with its vampy new down¬ 
town and urban pork. Currently 
being considered: “Lowell: a 
great place to mill around.” Or 
maybe “Come live in Lowell”? 
Or “This town speaks to every¬ 
one”? (Remember, “The Lowells 
speak only to the Cabots . . .”) 

On second thought, it ain’t so 
easy, after all.

Principalships 
Affected By 
SC Decision 


The School Committee voted to ap¬ 
prove the appointment of one principal 
and a change in structure in the prin- 
cipalship for two other schools Monday 
night. 

Robert D. Fitzgerald, nominated by 
Superintendent of Schools William 
MacDonald, was voted by the School 
Committee to assume the dual prin- 
cipalship, for one year, of the Lynch and 
McCall junior high schools. 

After the one year, the two schools 
will consolidate with Fitzgerald 
becoming principal. The dual prin- 
cipalship becomes effective November 
30 and will last until consolidation. 

The School Committee also voted in 
favor of a change in structure at the 
Washington and Noonan schools. 
Presently the three year old experiment 
of dual principalship exists at these 
grammar schools and the change would 
put a house-master in each building who 
would serve as both teacher and prin¬ 
cipal. 

School Committee member Cathy 
Alexander asked what would take place 
in the time when the rrincipal is serving 
as an administrator. 

MacDonald stated that the person 
who is principal would teach in the 
morning with another teacher taking 
over in the afternoon. If the principal at 
the other school were to teach in the 
afternoon, the idea of a “traveling 
teacher” who would attend one school in 
the morning and another in the afternoon 
to fill in the two halves was a possibility 
suggested by MacDonald. 

“The staffing formula for next year 
calls for seven teachers at Noonan and 
eight at Washington," explained Mac¬ 
Donald. “If this change in structure is 
accepted it would reduce them to six and 
one half and seven and one half.” 

MacDonald stated that a possible 
solution to the problem would be to have 
the principals also serve as teachers for 
half a day. 

It was suggested that the committee 
delay its decision on this business until 
the education budget was voted on. 
MacDonald mentioned that he felt that it 
was important for plans for next year’s 
5tructure4bWTftiW<!hiow. 

MacDonald also Stated that he will 
seek advice from school counsel as to 
whether tentative appointments can be 
made, contingent on whether the 
openings will become reality. 

Names of the nominees will be 
presented by MacDonald at the next 
School Committee meeting on Monday 
night.

Chief Says Budget Cuts 
Hamper Fire Protection 


Fire Chief Robert McElhinney told 
the Board of Selectmen Monday night 
that wituout restoration of firefighters 
positions cut from the Fire Department 
budget, he couldn’t give adequate fire 
protection to the residents of the town. 

The chief, opposed to one firefighter 
position cut from the FY 80 budget, said 
the orginal budget proposal he submitted 
to Town Manager Thomas Groux was 
prepared with cost cuts in mind. 
McElhinney also requested four ad¬ 
ditional firefighters in next year’s 
budget, which were not supported by the 
town manager or the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

“The budget was returned to me with 
$89,000 in cuts,” the chief said. 

The chief also opposed the two-year 
consolidation of fire and police 
emergency dispatching systems, 
proposed by the town manager. 

The Selectmen, listening the 
McElhinney’s remarks, did nofeagree or 
disagree with his request. They Hay take ‘ 
up the matter again**-their Saturday 
budgdt meeting. 

McElhinney stressed the need of 
additional firefighters to keep the level of 
fire safety in town adequate. He noted 
there has been a 192 percent increase in 
fire calls over the past 14 years, but only 
a 26 percent increase in staff. The ad¬ 
ditional fire calls have resulted in a 113 
percent increase in workload for the 
firefighters. 

“Why should the people be deprived,” 
the chief asked. “I think the town has 
demonstrated that they want to maintain 
proper safety levels. ’ ’ 

The chief had two recommendations 
for the Board of Selectmen if the cuts 
went through at Town Meeting: to either 
close West Side Fire Station or to turn 
over the ambulance service to a private 
carrier. He noted the final decision was 
up to them, but that “something had to be 
done immediately.” 

Closing West Side, the chief said, 
would consolidate the Fire Department 
forces. He said it “didn’t make sense” to 
have one fire station understaffed. 

The chief noted it takes a minimum of 
three men to operate one two-inch 


hoseline. Currently there are three men 
per shift at West Side 

The consolidation of the emergency 
dispatch system would move the com 
munications system in to the Police 
Department and be staffed witu civilian 
dispatchers. The change, scheduled for 
completion in FY 82, would mean 
eventually having four additional 
patrolmen, who currently operate the 
police dispatch system, on the street. The 
town manager noted in his budget report, 
the level of fire service would remain 
$thesame. 

McElhinney said that taking the 
dispatch system out of the Fire 
Department was like, “cutting the heart 
out.” 

“In an emergency, time is the most 
important element," McElhinney said. 
“The first few moments are the moments 
that count. Not a wheel will turn in that 
building until the dispatcher $telIs it to.” 

The chief said he “feared” having a 
civilian take over the system. 

.trained firefighters know every' 
ntreet. Some even know the color of your 
house,” the chief said. He questioned the 
ability of a non-firefighter to do the job. 
especially when fire trucks were already 
on the street and additional calls came 
in. He further questioned the ability of 
one person to operate dispatching for 
both police and fire service. 

Town Manager Groux noted that 
although not common in Massachusetts, 
consolidation of dispatching systems is a 
growing trend. 

One advantage going to the joint 
system is cost savings, he said. 

Chief McElhinney said he was not 
opposed to innovative; ideas, but didn’t 
agree with mixing fire and police 
systems because, he said, “police work 
and firework are two different things." 

“Coming out with a proposal like this 
with so little study makes me sick,” 
McElhinney told the board. He suggested 
hiring a professional fire engineer to 
study the proposed budget cuts and 
consolidation of systems made by the 
town manager. 

“We study everything else to death, 
but when it comes to public safety, 
everyone’s an expert,” he commented. 


Selectmen Voice Support For Several 
Spring Town Meeting Articles 


Discussion on 23 articles for the 
spring Town Meeting will begin May 7 
when Town Meeting convenes at the 
Winchester High School auditorium at 
7:30 p.m. A special Town.Meeting has 
been set for May 21, to fund the proposed 
reconstruction of the DPW yard. (See 
related article.) 

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
voted to formally support or oppose 
several of the articles on the Town 
Meeting floor. The board will hold a 
special meeting Saturday morning to 
discuss the budget requests of town 
departments, Finance Committee 
recommendations, and complaince with 
the proposed state tax and spending 
caps. 

The Town Manager will also hold a 
public hearing next Thursday, for all 
articles on the warrant not previously 
discussed at a public meeting. The 
hearing will be held at the Board of 
Selectmen’s meeting room, Town Hall, 
at 7:30 p.m. 

Articles on the warrant are as 
follows: 

Article one asks Town Meeting 
members to hear the reports of the town 
officers and the Finance Committee. 

Articles two, three and four, are 
budget articles. Included in the three are 
the financing of town departments, 
personnel, and schools. Article two 
authorizes the treasurer to borrow 
money in anticipation of the town’s 
revenues in FY’80. 

Article five, would allow the town to 
appropriate money for the state highway 
fund for repair arid maintenance of town 
and county roads. 


Town Manager Tom Groux told the 
Selectmen Monday that information on 
the article is not complete at this time 
Last year Town Meeting appropriated 
$28,663 for highway repair funds. The 
funds are 100 percent reimbursable 
under Chapter 90, highway aid. Groux 
said he does not know at this time if the 
aid will be available for next year. 

Article six, to appropriate $60,000 for 
the Board of Assessors revaluation 
survey, was supported three to two by 
the Selectmen, with Arthur Dunbar and 
Wade Welch voting against the ap¬ 
propriation. 

The neighborhood by neighborhood 
revaluations are to be performed to 
comply with state Tax Commission 
orders to implement tax classification. A 
private firm will do the survey. 

Selectman Welch said he had not 
received enough information on the firm 
that will be doing the work, and noted 
that if he knew the town was getting a 
good price for the work to be done, he 
might consider support. 

Article seven, sponsored by the Board 
of Selectmen, asks the town to accept the 
layout of Cardinal street. Viking road, 
and Pepper Hill drive as public ways. 
The total appropriation for the article is 
$30,275, with the net cost to the town 
$19,715, after betterments from the 
abutters are received. 

The Selectmen unanimously opposed 
article eight, which would increase the 
town’s contribution to the employees’ 
health insurance plan from 50 percent to 
75 percent. 

Tue board also opposed, four to one, 
article nine which asks the town to ap¬ 


propriate $38(iu ior me ivieals On Wheels 
program. Welch, who favors some sort of 
support for the program, said he thouqht 
someluing could be worked out to give 
funds to the Meals On Wheels orqanizers. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins also 
chairman of the Human Services 
Committee, said that group voted to 
oppose the program appropriation on the 
Town Meeting floor. Although the 
program is a good one, she said, the 
Human Services Committee questioned 
the liability of volunteer drivers and the 
possibility that the town might have to 
assume the entire cost of the program 
($13,000 per year for meals) if it were 
involved. 

Currently, Meals On Wheels has a 
part-time coordinator which is funded by 
two town service groups. Meals, which 
come from the Winchester Hospital, are 
paid for by the elderly involved In the 
program. The service provides two 
meals each day, five days a week, for 12 
Winchester seniors 

The town is waiting for pending 
legislation which will permit the 
establishment of revolving funds for self- 
supporting recreation and parks ser¬ 
vices. before action can be taken on 
article 10. Article 10 will accept the 
provisions of the new General Laws, and 
allow the Town Manager to set up self- 
supporting recreation programs. 

Article 11 asks Town Meeting 
members to transfer a portion of 
Hillcrest parkway to the MDC for 
completion of road work. The board

Motorcyclists Killed 
In Sunday Evening 
Traffic Accident 


Two Reading residents were killed 
and a Winchester woman was taken to 
Winchester Hospital after their vehicles 
collided at the intersection of Main street 
and Mystic Valley parkway Sunday 
evening as the travellers from Reading 
attempted to escape from an Arlington 
Police van. 

Maria Micalizzi, 23, of South street, 
Reading, was pronounced dead on the 
scene, at 6:20 p.m. while the driver of 
$the motorcycle she was riding on, 
Richard A. Bosworth, 23, of Lowell street 
in Reading, died at Winchester Hospital 
at 6:50 p.m. 

Marlene N. Bonasera of Border road, 
Winchester, was treated at Winchester 
Hospital and later released after her car, 
which collided with the motorcycle as it 
ran a red light at the intersection, veered 
to the right, crashing into two traffic 
light poles. 

The events which led to the fatal 
accident began minutes earlier in 
Arlington as the Arlington Community 
Safety van spotted Bosworth speeding on 
Mystic street. 

According to his report, Arlington 
Police Officer Michael Kanelos, who was 
driving the van, spotted the motorcycle 
pass him, as he was parked, at a “high 
rate of speed. ” 

Kanelos attempted to stop Bosworth 
as he sounded his siren and turned on his 
flashing lights. 

As Kanelos pursued the motorcycle, 
he reported that it slowed down at one 
point on Cambridge street in Winchester, 
pulled over to the side of the road and 
almost came to a stop. But then the 
motorcycle took off at a speed estimated 
by Kanelos to be about 35 to 40 miles per 
hour. 

Bosworth took a right on to Church 
street, stayed on Church street until he 
took a left on to Dix street, followed Dix 
street until it joined Church street and 
then headed for $the Center. 

According to the police report, 
Bbsworth’s speed was estimated to be 
about 40 to 50 miles per hour. Kanelos 
estimated his own speed to be around 35 
to 40 miles per hour. 

. After Bosworth went under the bridge 
irt the Center, he took a right onto Main 
street and “accelerated to a very high 
rate of speed,” according to Kanelos. 
The Arlington van was about 200 yards 
behind Bosworth at this point. 

Officer Frank Vozzelia, the Win¬ 
chester route officer on duty at that time, 
was walking on the Aberjona Bridge 
when Bosworth sped up Main street. 


In his report, Vozzelia stated that “I 
heard a siren and then saw a motorcycle 
going by me at a high rate of speed, 
travelling toward the intersection of 
Main street and the Mystic Valley 
parkway. 

“I then heard a loud crash, turned 
around and saw two bodies fly through 
the air. One body hit the Edison light pole 
and then fell to the sidewalk. The other 
body landed right on the sidewalk.” 

Additional reports note that Bosworth 
had ignored the red light and continued 
through the intersection. Bonasera was 
entering the intersection on Mystic 
Valley parkway heading north in the 
direction of the library. When Bosworth 
crashed into the left front section of her 
station wagon , Bonasera was jolted to 
the right, lost control and hit two traffic 
signal poles, taking both of them down. 

The Arlington van did call in to the 
Winchester station, informing them that 
they were looking for a motorcycle with 
two occupants, according to Winchester 
Police Chief John P. McHugh. No 
mention was made of a chase. Moments 
after the Arlington van spoke with 
Winchester headquarters, a call came in 
requesting emergency medical 
assistance. 

Vozzelia immediately called for an 
ambulance. Dr. George Rowan was 
driving by and ran to Bosworth and 
Micalizzi. He pronounced the girl dead on 
the spot. He then checked Bosworth and 
found he was still alive. 

When help arrived, Bosworth was 
taken to Winchester Hospital where he 
later died. Bonasera, although showing 
no apparent signs of injury, was shaken 
up and taken to Winchester Hospital for 
observation. She was later released. 
Blood samples were $taken of both 
Bosworth and Micalizzi and sent to the 
State Police Headquarters in Boston. 

According to Arlington Police, 
Bonasera stated at the hospital that she 
had the green light and was almost 
through when she felt something strike 
her vehicle. She then lost control of her 
car. 

“It was not a classic police chase,” 
said McHugh. “A van, such as the one 
that was involved, cannot hit high speeds 
because it just wasn’t designed for that 
activity. Its center of gravity is too high 
to handle it.” 

It was later learned that the 
registration on Bosworth’s motorcycle 
had expired and he was also travelling 
without his driver’s license. 


Selectmen Support Ridge St. 
Farm Preservation Application 


Preservation of the farm land off of 
Ridge street, owned by R. Curtis and 
Bertha M. Hamilton, received hacking in 
principle from the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night. The Hamiltons, with the 
aid of the Winchester Conservation 
Commission, are seeking state funds 
under the Massachusetts Agricultural 
Preservation Act to bar the iand from 
future development. 

At the meeting Monday night, the 
Selectmen agreed to support the 
Hamilton’s application for the sale of 
$development rights of the land to the 
state. The board said, however, they 
would not contribute any town funding 
for the proposal. Services of Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall will be supplied 
by the town to research the farm deed. 

The Massachusetts Agricultural 
Preservation Act was passed to help 
preserve state farm land. The act makes 
it economically feasible for farmers who 
want to keep their farms, to do so. 

The Hamilton’s application, with 
favorable comments by the Selectmen, 
tiie Conservation Commission and the 
Planning Board, will now be sent to the 
Agricultural Lands Preservation 
Committee, which reviews applications 
from across the state. 

The state board appraises the land at 
both te fair market value (or the cost that 
would be paid to the owners if the land 
was to be developed) and the 
agricultural value. The farm owner 
receives the difference between these 
two appraisals. 

There are no restrictions on the use of 
the money from the state, however it is 
intended that the funds be used for farm 
improvements. 

The land, if accepted by the state, is 
restricted to farm use and barred from 
all non-agricultural development. The 
restriction is passed on from owner to 
owner, if the farm is sold. In order to buy 
back the use rights of the land, the owner 
must receive permission from the town, 
the secretary of Agriculture, and a two- 
thirds vote of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives and the Senate. In addition, the 
Secretary of Agriculture sets the buy 
back price. 

Bradley Ross, of the Conservation 
Commission, made a strong pitch for the 
use of town funds to support the 
Hamiltons application. If the town were 
to contribute, it would become a co¬ 
holder of the rights of the land with the 
state He said the Hamiltons felt by 
spending money now, the town would be 
saving money in the future by keeping 
open space: 


Selectman Barbara Hankins said 
however, along with the other members 
of the board, there was “no way” the 
town could fund such a project. 

“We have more urgent things to fund 
now,” she said. 

The board did, however, see the value 
in supporting the application if the state 
funds could be provided. 

“I personally feel the farm would and 
the project has a lot of merit,” Chrm. 
Richard Wilsack said. 

The farm on Ridge street is a market 
garden farm, which supplies fresh 
produce to the Farmer’s Market. In the 
summer the farm has a roadside stand 
for fresh vegetables and produce. 

The Hamiltons have noted that school 
children often visit the farm. They note it 
will remain an aesthetic plus for the 
town, if barred from development. 

Residents in the area have spoken out 
in favor of the Hamilton’s preservation 
plans. James Walsh of Pepper Hill drive, 
and president of the area’s Neighborhood 
Association said that group is backing 
the Hamilton’s efforts.

Special TM To Decide DPW Funds 


A pre-Town Meeting update on plans 
for the proposed reconstruction of the 
DPW yard was presented to represen¬ 
tatives of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Finance Committee the Permanent 
Building Committee, and the Capital 
Planning Committee in a special joint 
session Monday night. 

Town Meeting members will be asked 
to fund the project in a special session 
May 21. The cost of the project is 
estimated at this time to be $1.2 million. 

Subbids for the electrical, heating, 
plumbing and other work for the 
proposed complex were opened at the 
town manager’s office late Tuesday 
afternoon. According to Town Manager 
Thomas Groux, the bids all came in close 
to the planners’ estimates. The subbids 
will reflect about 40 percent of the 
project’s total cost. 

The general contractor bids are due 
back at the Town Hall May 1. 

Groux said Tuesday it looks 
promising that the total price tag of the 
project will come in close to estimates. 

Richard Mullin of Symmes, Maini, 
and McKee, architects for the town yard 
reconstruction, briefed the gathering 
Monday night on where the project now 
stands. 

The reconstruction work centers 
aanind the construction of a new DPW 
garage and offices. Mullin told the group 
that the floor plan of the building is the 
item that has been expanded the most in 
npcent months. 

Tue new building will be in three 
sections. One wing will house the DPW

and Water Department offices. The 
middle section will be for vehicle 
maintenance, repair, and storage. The 
third wing will house employee quarters 
and dispatching. The new building, 
Mullin sad, complies with OSHA safety 
standards. 

Other work for the project includes 
the demolition of the Water Department 
building on Lake street and repair work 
on the current DPW garage. The garage 
will be used for the DPW sign shop and 
carpentry shop. 

The DPW stables and sheds will be 
saved for inexpensive storage space. 

Site work on the yard, Mullin said, 
will be expensive. The yard will be raised 
to reduce the risk of flooding. 

“Site work is a high price because we 
must contend with the flooding,” Mullin 
said. 

Mullin noted the proposal answers the 
needs of the Department of Public Works 
first addressed in the architect’s 
feasibility study of the present yard in 
February 1978. In that study, received by 
the town in May 1978, the architects 
outlined poor organization of the yard 
work space and poor (in some cases 
hazardous) working conditions for DPW 
employees. 

The bid package for the construction 
work has been estimated at $958,000. 
Other project costs, including bid work to 
be done by the DPW, raise the total to 
$1.2 million. 

Mullin said there are some deduction 
alternatives in the qeneral contractor bid 
package which can be applied if the cost 
proposals come in too high. 

These alternatives include postponing 
improvements to the current main¬ 
tenance garage, having the DPW do the 
final paving of the yard, and changing 
the brick size of the proposed new 


building from standard to jumbo. 

Members of the Permanent Building 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen 
both spoke favorably of the project and of 
the need for the new DPW complex. 


The Winchester Planning Board, at 
their Monday meeting, scheduled p 
public hearing on the controversal 
Pepper Hill duplex development 
proposal for May 16 at 8:15 p.m. at the 
town hall auditorium. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia said the 
planning committee had 60 days to act on 
the proposal but said he “wanted input 
from concerned citizens at a public 
hearing as soon as possible.” 

Planning Board Chairman Charles N. 
Tseckares added that concerned Pepper 
Hill residents “should feel comfortable 
about getting information on the proposal 
from the Planning Board before the 
hearing.” 

A plan for the development was 
submitted last week to the town 
engineer’s office amid strong opposition 
from Pepper Hill residents who said the 
development would change the character 
of their neighborhood 

James Walsh, president of the Neigh¬ 
borhood Association, a group opposing 
the development, was at the meeting and 
said about 90 to 95 percent of the 
residents in the area are opposed to the 
development and said chances are good 
that they can stop the development of 
“make things very expensive for the 
developer.” 

He said members of his group have 
done research on the sewer connections 
in the area and found that the town has 
few connections available into the 
Arlington sewer system, the system 
which serves that neighborhood. 


Lab Reports Town Water 
Clean As Count Drops 


Howard Goldberg of the Metropolitan 
District Commission laboratory in 
Medford, stated Monday that the bac¬ 
teria count in Winchester’s water has 
remained at zero since it dropped back 
down from its unusual level last week. 

“It’s clean up until now as far as I 
know,” said Goldberg from the Medford 
lab . “We’ve been running tests right 
through the weekend and it’s all clean.” 

The level of bacteria in the water was 
discovered April 11 when testing 
revealed a count of 22. A week of testing 
followed with the count dropping back to 
zero one day, but then increasing to 11 on 
Friday and peaking at 200 on Saturday. 

Due to the abnormal rise in the 
bacteria level, the state advised Win¬ 


chester Hospital to switch to bottled 
water and shut off their fountains. 

With the rise in the count, the normal 
testing schedule of one-per-week was 
increased to every day until two con¬ 
secutive tests with zero results appeared. 
This is according to state law. 

Testing from April 16 and 17 revealed 
that the steps taken by the Winchester 
Public Works Department, adding an 
increased amount of chlorine to the 
water, had brought the count back down 
to zero. 

Goldberg mentioned that as a matter 
of courtesy, testing was continued 
through the week as a precautionary 
measure. 


Ciarcia admitted there might be a 
problem but said he would be checking 
with the Arlington Department of Public 
Works later in the week about this. 

Walsh said his group was in¬ 
vestigating several other avenues to fight 
the developmeent but said he would not 
elaborate on them at the present time. 

He said the Neighborhood Association 
was not opposed to development but felt 
“development should be in character 
with the neighborhoods.” 


Pool Hearing 
Tonight At 
Jenks Center 

A public hearing will be held tonight 
on the proposed community swimming 
pool. Sponsored by the Winchester 
Swimming Pool Committee, the meeting 
will be held in the Jenks Senior Center at 
7:30p.m. 

The committee will explain their 
recommendations on the site, size and 
use of the proposed pool to all interested 
citizens. The committee will take 
suggestions from the audience tonight, 
before drafting a formal proposal on the 
pool plans to give to Town Meeting in 
May. 

The committee, chaired by Harrison 
Chadwick, is expected to report that 
McCall Junior High School is the best site 
for a community pool. The committee 
will also discuss community vei sus 
school use of the pool. 

Chadwick met with the Planning 
Board Monday night to reveal the 
proposed plans. 

At the meeting, Chadwick said he is 
working with the Recreation Department 
on a more detailed plan for town and 
community use of the pool. 

Chadwick also addressed use fees for 
the pool, which he said, are a possibility. 
The cost would probably be kept 
minimal. 

After investigating other com¬ 
munities’ pools, Chadwick said, “The 
highest cost we found a $50 a year for a 
family membership.” He said revenue to 
cut these costs could be generated by 
renting out pool time to non-residents for 
swim team practices and other func¬ 
tions. 

He recommended to the Planning 
Board that the Recreation Department 
be responsible for the overall 
management of the pool, and the Public 
Works Department take over the 
maintenance of the pool facility.

voted to support the article, four to one, 
with Dunbar opposing. 

Articles 12, 13, and 14, all deal with 
zoning bylaw changes. The Selectmen 
deferred comment on these articles. 

Article 12, by petition, seeks to change 
the zoning in the Pepper Hill drive area 
of town from a general residence district 
(which permits two-family housing 
construction) to RDA-20 (which allows 
only single family construction with a 
minimum lot size of 20,000 square feet) 

The Planning Board’s article 13, 
would change the same area from 
general residence to RDB-10, (single 
family, 10,000 square feet minimum lot 
size.) 

Article 14, also by the Planning Board 
changes the lot size requirements in all 
general residence districts to increase 
frontage, lot width, and side yard 
measurements. 

Pepper Hill residents have been 
actively opposing possible duplex con¬ 
struction at Pepper Hill Estates II. A 
public hearing date has been set for the 
development plan May 16. 

Article 15, by petition proposes the 
discontinuation of parking meters in 
town.- Article 16 asks that senior citizens 
(over age 62) be exempt from parking 
meter fees. The Selectmen voted to 
oppose these two articles. 

Article 17 asks for the creation of a 15- 
member townwide Equal Opportunity 
Committee, and $500 for administrative 
expenses for that committee. 

The Committee on Names will ask for 
Town Meeting approval of names for 
conservation ‘land off of High street 
extension, and the Town Forest, in ar¬ 
ticle 18. 

The Swimming Pool Planning 
Committee will report their findings on 
the proposed community swimming pool 
in article 19. 

Article 20, by petition, asks the town 
$to modify, control, and or eliminate 
commercial trucking on Holton street. 

Article 21 authorizes the town to rent 
the Jenks Senior Center. Rent on the 
building will be going down $this year, 
from $925 per month to $750 per month. 
The seniors eventually hope to have the 
buidling become self-supporting, and 
charge no rent. 

In article 22 the Town Meeting will 
hear the reports of town committees. 
Article 23 authorizes the Board of 
Assessors to transfer funds from the 
Stabilization Fund to reduce the tax rate, 
if such funds are available. 

Tlie Finance Committee, which has 
been discussing all financial articles in 
the warrant over the past two months, 
may hold a public hearing prior to Town 
Meeting. Chrm. David Donahue said he 
will not know if a public hearing can be 
scheduled Finance Committee report is 
returned from the printer. The booklets, 
which will be mailed to all Town Meeting 
members, were expected near the end of 
the week.

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Sbniors, Developer Await Winchester House 


•irThe construction of Winchester 
House. 105 apartment units for low and 
moderate income elderly and han¬ 
dicapped. has been in a holding pattern 
since its Board of Appeal approval last 
fall. But with the summer, according to 
Winchester House developer Arthur 
Ullian, it looks promising that HUD and 
MHFA funds will come through and the 
project can be started. 

(Ullian said that HUI) looks for new 
projects towards the end of its fiscal vear 
(Sept. 30). 

tii“We’re preparing ourselves for a 
start.” Ullian said. “We feel we’ll be 
ready to go (with construction) by the 
end of September. ” 

Although formal approval for funding 
the development has not yet been 
received, Ullian said he’s received some 
“encouraging words” from HUD and 
MHFA. 

;i The $3.25 million project seeks Section 
Right rent subsidies from HUD. With the 
rant.subsidies. Ullian explained come a 
OOrlpercent mortgage by HUD and a 10 
percent owner’s equity for the developer. 

Since the housing is HUD subsidized, 
applicants may come from in or out of 
Winchester. Applications will be taken on 
a!first-come first-served basis once the 
pjyject goes through. 

• l In addition to the HUD funding. Ullian 
is seeking tax incentives under Chapter 
121A. He has filed an application for 
Chapter 121A security with the Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs. 

Under Chapter 121A incentives, the 
developer is exempt from property 
taxts, and substitutes a negotiated ex¬ 
cise tax for a period of 15 to 40 years. The 
excise tax. a percentage of the gross 
income of the property, would be 
negotiated between Ullian and the town’s 
Board of Assessors. 

I Chapter 121A also allows the town to 
have more control over the character of 
the building being built. It’s limitations 
include an eight percent return on capital 
to the developer, and the stipulation that 
the project must be built in a “decadent” 
or,1'blighted" area. 

The project, as approved by the Board 
of (Appeals Oct. 25, 1978, calls for a six- 
stoty building on a two-acre site near 
Rangeley and Waterfield roads. Town 
Manger Thomas Groux explained that 
il. 


“blighted” area, under Chapter 12A, can 
simply .mean an area which can’t be 
developed effectively. 

The Board of Selectmen, who first 
learned about the DCA application 
Monday night, agreed to call in the 
Assessors and Ullian to discuss the ap¬ 
plication further. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins said. 
"I’m a littie baffled as to why this comes 
up over a year after the project has been 
approved. The whole question should 
have been raised a long time ago. ” 

The Winchester House project has 
been the subject of several years of 
discussion by the Planning Board, the 
Board of Appeal and public hearings. 

According to Pauline McGuigan, of 
the seniors’ housing authority, she’s been 
working on obtaining more housing for 
the elderly since 1973. Even with the 
construction of Winchester House, she 
said, the need for elderly housing is still 
great. 

“We’re just barely making a dent," 
she said. 

Mrs. McGuigan said “she has some 
ideas” for other senior projects, but she 
noted, she wants to get one project “off 
the ground first.” 

Winchester House, she said, “has 
everything going for it.” With easy ac¬ 
cess to the town center and public 
transportation, residents can walk to 
shops, the senior center and other 
necessary places. 

“Moderate income housing is what 
I’m after,” Mrs. McGuigan said. “When 
you’ve saved all your life and retired on a 
fixed income, one illness can wipe you 
out.” 

According to the Board of Appeal 
decision, rent subsidies would be 
available to two income classes. 

Low income seniors would qualify if 
for a family of one. their annual income 
was $6300 for less. Low income families 
of two must have an annual income of 
$7200 or less. 

Federal regulations “desire” 30 
percent of the dwelling’s occupants to be 
in the lower income class. 

Moderate income families, also 
eligible for theliousing, must have an 
annual income of between $6300 and 
$10,100 for one person and between $7200 
and $11,500 for two people. 


To be eligible, at least one of the 
people applying must be over 62 years of 
age or handicapped. Handicapped 
persons include those with sensory and 
motor handicaps. 

Low income applicants would pay 15 
percent of their annual income; 
moderate income people would pay 25 
percent. The federal rent subsidies would 
pick up the difference of the fair market 
value of the apartment unit. In October 
of last year, the fair market value of a 
one-bedroom unit in Winchester House 
was estimated at $400. 

Indeed the project is appealing to 
many elderly in town, and McGuigan 
said she has received many calls from 
people interested in applying for the 
units. In addition to the 95 one-bedroom 
units and 10 two-bedroom units, the 
building will have social rooms and of¬ 
fices. McGuigan said that it is hoped a 
community eating area can eventually 
be started. 

The Board of Appeals approved the 
project, although it did not comply with 
Winchester zoning bylaws. Multifamily 
housing was not permitted in the district 
the project is situated; the height of the 
project was above the maximum per¬ 
mitted; and not enough parking spaces 
were included in the plan. 

However, the Board of Appeal 
decided it was not sufficient to deny the 
comprehensive permit for construction, 
because of the need for elderly housing in 
town. 

Winchester had not satisfied 
regulations requiring a certain number 
of low and moderate income housing 
units. . 

The board concluded the height 
(which was reduced from the original 
plans bv the developer) will appear 
shorter because of the grading in the 
area. Trees and a fence will provide a 
buffer to the neighborhoods in back of the 
project. 

The town bylaws require 79 parking 
spaces for the size complex planned. 
Only 50 spaces will be built under the 
developer’s plan. The Board of Appeal, 
listening to the developer’s arguments 
that not that many spaces are needed by 
elderly, espcially because the project is 


so close to other transportation and the 
town center, agreed to allow the 50 
spaces. 

In the Board of Appeal’s conditional 
approval, it states that if the 50 parking 
spaces are not enough to meet the 
apartment dwellers’ needs, up to 19 more 
spaces will be built by the developer 

Other conditions set down by the 
Board of Appeal include meeting the fire 
lane requirements set by the fire chief; 
snow and trash removal will be the 
developer’s responsibility, and lighting 
and landscape planning mast meet the 
town’s approval 

Perhaps the most important condition 
set down by the board, and one that 
everyone from the developer to the 
seniors are waiting for, is the approval of 
funding from HUD. 

Mrs. McGuigan hopes to see an im¬ 
mediate groundbreaking when funds are 
in hand. It is estimated that the project 
will take one year to complete from the 
date of groundbreaking

A Better Chance 

The large blue-grey house at 2 Dlx at. is a home away from home 
for 10 students of Winchester High School. TTie students, all part of | 
the ABC (A Better Chance) program, have come to Winchester from 
New York, New Jersey, and Tennessee, to take classes, and par-1 
ticipate in school and community activities. 

The Winchester ABC program has been a success story since its 
inception in 1971. The students who by remaining in their home 
towns may have remained educationally disadvantaged, have gone 
on to study at colleges and universities such as Harvard, Dartmouth, 
Bowdoin and Tufts. 

Originally brought to the town's attention through the I 
Ecumenical Association, the School Committee gave approval to the 
project and a private, non-profit ABC Committee was formed. The I 
ABC house was purchased in 1971. 

Students for the program are screened for academic potential, 
maturity and emotional stability. For the students, all minority 
youth, it has meant a chance to benefit from a competitive 
educational environment. For the youth in Winchester, their 
classmates, it allows an interaction with different racial groups. 

Although it’s been a small step, it’s been a step in the right 
direction for greater racial awareness and cultural exchange. 

But no program can run without funds, and being a non-profit 
corporation, the ABC board depends on contributions from the 
community to sustain the program and the ABC House, where the 
students, the resident family, and the resident tutors live. 

In addition to the fall yard sale and a December fund drive, the 
ABC Board sponsors a spring concert. Saturday, Herb Pomeroy and 
his jazz band will play at the high school for the organization’s 
benefit. 

Funds from the concert which will help to support the houfte, are 
especially important this year because of a fire in the house, Just two 
weeks ago, which destroyed one of the second floor rooms. 

Although the fire was contained by the Fire Department, 
damages estimated by the Fire Department, still mounted to about 
$8000. 

Fortunately, no one was hurt. The students, eating supper 
downstairs at the time, got out of the house unharmed. 

The students went home for spring vacation and have stayed with 
their host families during the house clean-up. Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, Evander French, estimates the students will be back in 
the house in a few weeks. 

Some of the funds from the concert will go towards reimbursing 
the personal loss of property of some of the students. This loss is not 
covered by the ABC House insurance. 

Regardless of the fire, the ABC residents are always trying to 
improve their quarters. 

Just last fall, under the direction of housing co-chairman Terry 
Cracknell, the students painted, panelled, and spruced up the 
basement, in hopes of eventually turning it into a recreation room. 

In 1971, when the house was first readied for the students, 
townspeople gave everything from pots and pans to furniture and 
rugs to help the organization. 

Saturday, by attending the concert, the help will continue. And 
for the price, you’ll also get to see an excellent evening of jazz. Is It 
worth it? We think it is.

A Picture Stays In Your Mind

“Be sure to get a picture with the 
blood in it, lady,” he said sarcastically. 
As though I wanted to photograph the 
thick churned up blood of a 23-year-old 
woman. As though I wanted to frame that 
shot of the traffic light signal, the two 
motorcycle helmets, and the blood. 

As though I wanted to explain over 
and over to my children that life is only a 
moment long and then it’s gone. Poof. 
They had seen the low speed chase going 
right past our house as they were outside 
playing catch in the beautiful springtime 
sunshine. They had seen the two on their 
motorcycle as they played the fatal game 
of catch-me-if-you-can. 

Thirty seconds later the sound of the 
ambulance told us that it was over. 
Newspaper bugs bite hard and they don’t 
let go easily, so I went down with my 
camera and knew that I was going to 
shoot a roll or two. 

Now this is not the place to comment 
on reasons or possible explanations for 
why or how. It’s enough that it just 
happened. It’ft -not the first time Win¬ 
chester has seen a fatal motorcycle 
accident. It is not the first time Reading 
has lost its young people. 


It was, however, the first time four 
youngsters came within a few feet of a 
grey body lying on the sidewalk between 
helmets, traffic lights, debris. 

You have to wonder if any good can 
come from seeing something like that. 
The ambulances, the police, the 
measured attempts to bring back a life. A 
doctor on the scene put his stethoscope to 
the chest of the young woman. He shook 
his head so slowly and put down the 
stethoscope. Dead at the scene. 

Is there anything which will sink in? 
Is there any possible good which can 
come from seeing such a scene when 
you’re only eight — or 38? I think so. 
First compassion. The two young people. 
The driver of the car which hit two poles 
as the motorcycle slammed into the side. 
The police officer who tried to stop them. 
The parents and relatives and friends. 

Second reverence. That we saw these 
people going by the front yard, the one 
holding on to the other as they went down 
the street, the police van behind. Then 
seconds later lives were changed. I had 
just gotten home from seeing “The 
Shadow Box,” an outstanding play which 
deals with just this subject. Dying and 
f living. "It’s all but a moment” one 
' character says. 


Third fear. Fear enough to know that 
it could be me or you or anyone. Fear 
enough to remember that what your 
friends think is fun could be dangerous. 
Fear enough to say no thanks when the 
speedometer zooms up. 

It was kind of somber at our house 
Sunday night. No one was very hungry. 
We all just wanted to talk about it, to try 
to come to some understanding inside 
ourselves. We had questions to work out. 
Over and over we reconstructed the two 
minutes from the time the motorcycle 
and police van went by the house to the 
time we arrived at the intersection of 
Mystic Valley parkway and Main street. 

It’s over now. The sidewalk and the 
streets have been cleaned up. School 
opened after a week of spring vacation 
and the kids have to walk over the comer 
of the sidewalk where the day before they 
saw the result of the accident. 

I don’t know. I feel inside that 
something changed in me. Maybe the 
kids feel it too. Maybe they and the 
couple hundred other people who stood 
by will give a little more thought to their 
own lives. I hope so. 

"Be sure to get a picture with the 
blood in it, lady.” I did. And the picture is 
in my mind.

Was it a conspiracy? Were the 
proponents of the under-pass at Win¬ 
chester Station in league with the crew of 
the werecker which demolished the 
overhead bridge at the depot Wednesday 
afternoon? Frankly, we don’t know. 

There seems to be the proof of 
anything clandestine, though heads may 
be freely wagged. President George F. 
Arnold of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which body has long and lustily cham 
pioned the under-pass project, would 
give out no statement, while the per¬ 
spiring wrecking crew, straining backs 
and limbs in the task of clearing the rails 
of fallen timbers, were not interviewed. 
Somehow we felt that the time was not 
ripe! The wreckers might have talked 
but we are confident their remarks would 
not have been for publication. 

In any event, the overhead bridge, or 
a large percentage of its working portion 
is no more, the same having been 
removed most effectively and with no 
apparent effort by a huge wrecking 
derrick passing through town on its way 
north at 3:30 p.m. The wrecking train 
was in charge of Conductor R. Cardinal 
of Somerville and was drawn by Engine 
1398 with Engineer George H. Murray of 
Billerica and Fireman John Leonard of 
Winchester in the cab. 

The big crane was just a bit too high to 
clear the bridge and, after knocking a 
post askew and breaking several wires 
opposite the depot, it took the platform of 
the bridge off its supports as cleanly as if 
cut with a knife. 

The crash of the falling timbers at¬ 
tracted a large crowd who watched with 
interest while the wreckers removed the 
fallen bridge with the assistance of the 
crane and a scoop “Fred” Keith of Grove 
place and his crew of section hands 
arrived in time to render yoeman service 
in the removal ceremonies. The tracks 
were cleared in about half an hour so that 
trains were not badly delayed. 

Fortunately no one was injured by the 
falling bridge but is said that two 
youngesters had just left the structure on 
their way to the ball game, when the 
accident occurred. Why some of the 
kiddies were not injured in playing about 
the ruins can only be answered by that 
inscrutable Providence which watches 
over children. The arrival of Patrolman 
John Noonon and John Regan gave the 
workers a better chance to work while 
officers John Boyle and Henry Dempsey 
also lent a hand with motorcycle Officer 
Edward O’Connell. The assesors were all 
present, but we suppose they can allow 
the railroad no rebate! 

The bridge was replaced a week later.

The Senate 

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local senators’ votes on one key 
roll call from last week’s 
session: 

Optometrists (S443) — Senate 
rejected 20-18, a bill allowing 
optometrists to administer 
certain diagnostic drugs 
previously reserved for op- 
thamologists, which dlalate a 
patient’s pupils during an eye 
examination. 

Supporters argued there are 
safeguards in the bill requiring 
optometrists to pass certain 
exams in order to be able to 
administer the drugs and tests. 
They noted the bill would in¬ 
crease the availability of the 
tests to people all over the state, 
would also make them more 
affordable and pointed out that 
over 20 other states already 
allow this. 

Opponents argued the bill 
goes too far and allows op¬ 
tometrists to perform tests 
which should be limited to op- 
thamologlsts who have advanced 
education and knowledge in the 
field. Some said the bill is 
dangerous and attempts to offer 


health care cost cuts at the ex¬ 
pense of quality health care. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondl voted 
against it. 

The House 

Beacon Hill Roll records local 
representatives’ votes on four 
key roll calls from last week’s 
session: 

Binding Arbitration (H5784) 

— House approved 128-21, a bill 
continuing the Dunlop Com¬ 
mission and providing binding 
arbitration for municipal police 
and firefighters. The measure 
provides a 14 member Joint 
labor-management committee, 
including six members from 
labor and six from management, 
and gives them broad powers for 
settling labor and management 
disputes between municipalities 
and police and firefighters. 
Commonly known as the Dunlop 
Commission, the committee’s 
powers Include the right to meet 
with the disputing parties and 
make every effort, including 
formal and Informal conferences 
and mediation, to encourage the

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Restore Funds 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Finance Committee has 
recommended elimination of Recreation 
Department funds that would support the 
Winchester Men’s Softball League this 
summer. 

In the past the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment has paid for most of the league’s 
expenses such as umpires, baseballs and 
lights for night games. 

this spring the league collected $275 
from each B division team and $290 from 
each A division team to pay for umpires 
and baseballs. The Recreation Depart¬ 
ment asked Flncom to leave ap¬ 
proximately $2050 in the budget to 
provide lighting, but Fincom is preparing 
to recommend disapproval of this item to 
the Town Meeting. 

The following are reasons why I would 
like to urge Town Meeting members tp 
leave the allowance for lights in the 
Recreation Department budget. 

The league has collected $7055 from 
the players (25 teams in all). Another 
assessment of $2050 would cause most of 
the teams to withdraw and destroy the 
leagure. At a strength of about 20 men on 
each team’s roster, there are 500 in¬ 
dividuals involved who would be able to 
play summer baseball. 

The league requires 75 per cent be 
Winchester residents, but in fact it ap¬ 
pears over 90 per cent are Winchester 
residents. Any allegations about ex¬ 
cessive litter caused by teams may be 
baseless. I believe most littering is 
caused by rowdy youths that are con¬ 
stantly hanging around the periphery of 
Ginn field whether or not there is a 
softball game. 

The teams have always made an 
effort to police themselves. There are 
responsible individuals on each team, 
and their ages range from 18 to over 50. 
r After spending thousands of dollars to 
install the lights at Ginn field, doesn’t it 
seem ridiculous that we are now afraid to 
use them? 

The league does not serve just one 
segment of Winchester society but 
contains a wide corss-section of town 
residents. There are doctors, lawyers, 
engineers, students, construction 
workers, bankers, firemen, etc., on the 
teams, and I’m certain this produces 
interaction and understanding among 
different types of people in town who are 
otherwise isolated from each other. The 
softball games occupy some of the 
younger men who may otherwise have 
nothing to do, and this keeps them from 
associating as much with disorderly 
groups of youths on summer nights. 

There has been summer baseball in 
towns across the country, and it would be 
a shame to jeopardize it in Winchester.

We should indeed rejoice that the 
town of Winchester is becoming most 
interested in the plans to preserve .the 
Hamilton Farm at 78 Ridge st The Curtis 
Hamiltons own and maintain the most 
complete and the oldest working farm in 
Winchester. 

Mrs. Bertha Hamiltort’s extensive 
research at Winchester’s Archives and 
the Woburn Library, reveals the fact that 
the original owner, Philemon Wright 
migrated to Ottawa, Toronto, Canada, 
becoming its first settler and most 
prominent citizen (late 1700s).. Because 
of his revered status in Canada’s captial 
city, Ottawa plans to give special 
recognition to the town of Winchester, his 
birthplace. We will be watching the 
papers! 

According to Winchester’s Town 
Archivist, Susan Keats, the Hamilton 
farm will soon have the great honor of 
being placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places. Asa Locke, who bought 
the land from Philemon Wright, built the 


impressive bdrn, outbuildlings and 
farmhouse in the early 1800s. 

This land has been continously used 
as a farm. It is the plan of the Hamiltons 
to try to keep this as a working farm and 
to help in their efforst they intend to 
apply for benefits under the 
Massachusetts Agricultural Act Under 
this plan Winchester and the state would 
become co-owners. The farm could never 
be sub-divided for housing development 
but always used as a working farm. 

With the all too rapid decline of open 
areas in Winchester and especially our 
once flourishing farmlands, it seems as if 
this were an important preservation plan 
for Winchester, affording potential 
educational opportunities for our citified 
children, who rarely have first hand 
acquaintance with horses, cows, 
chickens and other farm animals. The 
Hamiltons have also preserved some of 
the original farm implements. 

James Walsh of Pepper Hill drive is 
most anxious to have you obtain from 
him petitions for this preservation cause, 
and by your neighborhood calls thereby 
make known to our entire community the 
treasure we have in this farm and this 
exciting possibilities of this preservation 
plan.

parties to agree to terms of a 
collective bargaining 
agreement. The committee can 
also, as a final resort, appoint a 
panel of arbitrators and 
determine the final form of 
arbitration to be used. 

Supporters argued the 
committee has worked well 
during its existence and noted 
that only two disputes have gone 
to binding arbitration since it 
was formed. They also defended 
binding arbitration as a 
necessary final step in settling 
disputes. 

Opponents argued the 
committee and the binding ar¬ 
bitration is unfair and takes 
power and control away from 
cities and towns. Many also 
noted the bill will impose ad¬ 
ditional costs on cities and 
towns. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
voted for it. 

Bills In Third Reading — 

House rejected 124-24, a move to 
suspend rules to allow in¬ 
troduction of an order that the 
House go on record as requesting 
the Bills in Third Reading 
Committee (BTR) to report out 
to the full House for a vote, by 
May 7, all bills that are currently 
pending before it. The order also 
directs that the BTR be limited 
to its stated function of 
examining and reviewing bills 
for their accuracy, correct 


language, and un- 

constitutionaiity. Under House 
rules, all bills, if they receive 
initial approval in the House, go 
to BTR which does not have to 
report out any of the measures 
back to the House for a vote, 
unless a two-thirds vote of the 
House requests it. 

Supporters of the order 
argued the order would insure 
that BTR report out all measures 
before it, and would prevent the 
leadership from bottling up bills 
there that it does not want to see 
the House approve. They 
claimed that BTR has tied up 
many bills in past years under 
the guise of “insuring their 
legality and proper form” and 
noted this thwarts the power of 
elected representatives and the 
people who elect them. 

Some opponents argued the 
order would put an unrealistic 
burden on the Committee, and 
noted BTR has an enormous 
responsibility and tremendous 
amount of work to do which 
takes time. They said the House 
should not set arbitrary 
deadlines which would tie the 
hands of the Committee and 
result in poorly drafted and 
unconstitutional legislation 
going to the House for a final 
vote. They also noted that the 
House can presently discharge 
individual bills by a two-thirds 
vote. Some noted they might 
support a discharge deadline if 
there was more time than the 
three weeks allowed in this 
particular order. 


UMass Building (H2536) — 
House gave initial approval 104- 
43, to a bill increasing the 
membership of the University of 
Massachusetts Building 
Authority to include one un¬ 
dergraduate student and one 
graduate student, in addition to 
the other nine members. 

Supporters argued the bill 
would provide valuable im¬ 
portant student input into the 
building and building upkeep 
process at UMASS, and noted 
afterall, it is the students who 
use the buildings. They noted 
much of the money used in the 
building process comes from 
students and they should be 
entitled to representation on the 
Authority. 

Some opponents argued that 
students currently have the 
opportunity for input into the 
process by going and talking 
with the Board of Trustees, three 
of whom under the law, must be 
members of the Authority. They 
also noted student represen¬ 
tatives to the Board of Trustees 
could also be representatives to 
the Building Authority. Some 
said much work done relating to 
the Building Authority involves 
people with expertise in bonds, 
architecture and other 
specialized areas which students 
would probably not be able to 
deal with properly. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
it. 


TaxCap Compromise (H5959) 
— House approved 101-47, and 
sent to the Senate, the com¬ 
promise version of legislation 
limiting spending by the states, 
cities and towns to four per cent 
above this year’s local budgets. 
The compromise measure was 
hammered out by a House- 
Senate Conference Committee 
after both the House and Senate 
passed separate bills capping 
spending at four per cent, but 
with several key provisions 
which differed. Key provisions 
resolved In the new bill include 
allowing communities with 
under 2500 population to override 
the spending limit with a 
majority vote, and those with 
over 2500 with a two-thirds vote; 
placing unemployment com¬ 
pensation and increased charges 
for institutional placement of 
currently enrolled special 
education students, both outside 
the spending cap; and allowing a 
city or town to retain free cash 
by a two-thirds vote of a town 
meeting or city council, other¬ 
wise the money must be used to 
reduce property tax levy. 

Supporters argued the 
package was a reasonable 
compromise which would en¬ 
courage cities and towns to hold 
the spending line and still give 
them the flexibility to increase 
spending by a vote of the city 
council or town meeting. 

Some opponents argued the 
four percent cap would not be 
effective enough and noted they 
supported a zero cap freezing 


spending at this year’s level. 
Several noted the cap did nothing 
to deal with mandated 
programs, fiscal autonomy, 
collective bargaining and other 
things responsible for 
skyrocketing taxes. Others 
argued they do not support any 
cap, claimed the state has no 
business interfering in local 
communities’ budgets, and said 
the state should deal with cap¬ 
ping its own budget. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the package.

Liquor License 
Hearing To 
Be Monday 

A public hearing will be held Monday 
on the application of Randall’s Corp. for 
a full alcoholic beverage license in the 
town of Winchester. All interested 
citizens should attend the H p.m. meeting 
in the Selectmen’s meeting room, Town 
Hall. 

John Drougas, owner of Randall's and 
his attorney, Henry Quill, submitted the 
formal application and renovation plans 
for Randall’s restaurant March 27. 
Drougas plans to do major renovation 
work to the restaurant at 11-13 Mount 
Vernon st., if the license application is 
passed. 

Renovation work, estimated at 
$100,000 will expand the seating area of 
the restaurant and the Kitchen. There 
will be seating for 100 people. Additional 
staff will be hired and the menu will be 
expanded, according to the plan. 

The public hearing is required for 
citizen input. The Selectmen have the 
final decision of whether to approval or 
reject the application. The board will 
have 10 days to make the final decision 
after the public hearing. 

A referendum question, passed at the 
spring 1978 election, allows no more than 
three liquor licenses for restaurants 
seating at least 100 people. Randall’s 
application is the first, and only, formal 
application the town has received.

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Tsongas Favors Solar Power

Once, when Paul Tsongas was a 
Congressman representing the Fifth 
Congressional District, he held an open 
Town Meeting and only two persons 
showed up. 

“ One was lost and was in tiie wrong 
building, and the other had a Social 
Security problem that we were able to 
straighten out in five minutes,” recalled 
the Bay State’s freshman senator. 

Sen Paul Tsongas didn’t have that 
problem Saturday at what he described 
as “the best attended and best prepared” 
Town Meeting he had ever held. 

More than 600 persons crowded into 
the Arlington Town Hall auditorium to 
question Tsongas on issues ranging from 
energy conservation and a balanced 
national budget, to his opinion on a 4 
percent tax cap for Massachusetts cities 
and towns. Tsongas, holding his seventh 
Town Meeting since he defeated Edward 
Brooke last November, answered 
questions and cajoled the audience from 
area communities for almost three 
hours. 

There was little doubt, however, that 
(he energy crisis and the recent incident 
at the Three Mile Island nuclear energy 
plant in Harrisburg, Pa. were foremost 
in the minds of those who attended. 

Tsongas, a member of the Senate’s 
Energy and Natural Resources Com¬ 
mittee, compared the Three Mile Island 
incident to the gasoline shortage of 1974- 

“1 think Three Mile Island was a very 
good thing for this country,” Tsongas 
said.” It woke us up to certain realities 
about the situation. Before this they 
(proponents of nuclear energy) used to 
say that we’ve been 18 years without an 
accident. They don’t say Unit anymore.” 

The junior senator also was asked to 
explain his recent statement that the 
United States might someday provoke a 
military invasion of Saudi Arabia to ease 
a desperate energy shortage. 

Tsongas said he made the statement 
to let everyone know “how far out on the 
limb we are.” He said that with “enough 
stress and the wrong President,” it could 
happen 

At one point, Tsongas, using a 
blackboard and chalk, instructed the 
audience on nuclear energy and why he 
has problems supporting it. He said he 
favored the third generation of nuclear 
energy - fusion. He said he favored fusion 
because that process uses light materials 
that cannot lie used for nuclear weapons. 
Tsongas said even though the United 


States has been far more responsible 
than other countries in developing the 
breeder reactor, he still did not support it 
because a breeder’s by-product is 
plutonium, which can be used to make 
nuclear weapons. Tsongas said com¬ 
mercializing the breeder around the 
world would give many countries nuclear 
capability. “ You can imagine what 
might have happened last week if Idi 
Amin had nuclear weapons,” he said. 

Tsongas then told the crowd that he 
was in favor of solar energy develop¬ 
ment. ” That’s the direction I want to go 
in,” he said. 

Asked about the recent oil discoveries 
in Mexico. Tsongas said he wouldn’t 
want to depend on Mexico for the 
country’s oil supply. He said it 
represented another false hope and 
might further delay the United States 
from coming to grips with its energy 
problem. 

Tsongas drew a mixed response from 
the gathering when he told a young boy 
that he thought a 4 percent tax cap was 
reasonable. 

He said a zero cap would achieve 
short-term gain but that citizens would 
pay for it in the future. “ What happens 
when the heating bills for the schools go 
up, “ asked Tsongas, a former Lowell 
city councilor.” Do you tell the oil dealer 
you can’t pay the bill because you don’t 
have the money? Are you supposed to tell 
the teachers they can’t have a raise even 
though inflation may have, risen 8 per¬ 
cent.?” 

On other matters Tsongas told the 
crowd that: 

- Congress and the President are not 
prepared to develop any national health 
care plan. 

- He does not favor a constitutional 
amendment for a balanced national 
budget. 

- Based on the President’s per¬ 
formance at this point he could not 
support Jimmy Carter in 1980. 

“ What am I supposed to do when he 
adopts policies that hurt the people I 
represent?” he asked. He said he would 
support the President if it looked like 
Jerry Brown or John Connally would run. 

Tsongas has contempt for the 
California governor who appeared on 
Newsweek’s cover last week. “ Jerry 
Brown sways with the wind. He’s for 
whatever is popular. The politician to 
look out for is the politician who believes 
in nothing. That’s the most dangerous 
politician,” he said. 

Tsongas also had disparaging words 
for his Capitol Hill colleagues. He said 


Congress reflects the American people 
and that it was unwilling to go out front 
on the issues. " Just look at the Vietnam 
War,” Tsongas told a small press 
gathering after the Town Meeting. “ 
Congress wasn’t against the war until the 
people were against it.” Earlier, he told 
the gathering” Congress is incapable of 
leadership.” The junior senator said he 
takes a different approach. " My job is to 
use my head,” he said.” If people don’t 
like the way I vote they can get someone 
else.”

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.. .Meeting With Selectmen 

The School Committee has scheduled 
a special meeting for this coming 
Monday night at which time they will 
meet with the Board of Selectmen and 
discuss the 1980 School Committee 
budget. 

Looking ahead. Chairman Connie 
Papas announced that the committee 
will meet briefly on May 8 and have a 
regular meeting on May 15. The com¬ 
mittee will meet on Tuesday night for the 
duration of Town Meeting. 

.. .Tax Cap Update 

Papas gave an update of the situation 
of the tax cap concerning the School 
Committee budget at a Monday’s 
meeting. 

“The 1980 budget is 4.6 percent higher 
than the 1979 budget,” announcecd the 
chairman. Papas pointed out that with 
the proposed four percent tax cap, the 
committee will have to cut $56,000 from 
the budget as it stands now. 

Papas mentioned that she had spoken 
to Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh who 
cautioned her to prepare for higher cuts, 


possibility in the vicinity of $ 256 , 000 . 
should tiie legislature and Governor 
Edward J. King reach a compromise 
between the zero cap he is seeking and 
the four percent they have proposed 
If the governor were to have his way. 
the School Committee would be forced to 
cut the budget by $456,000. 

Many members of the committee arc 
already upset with the $56,000 cut and 
any more does not sit well. “I feel very 
uncomfortable about a $56,000 cut.” 
stated committee member Heinrich 
Holland. 

.. .Smoking Ban Proposal Loses 
A motion before the committee 
requesting that none of the members 
smoke during the sessions, presented by 
committee member Jean Weylman, was 
voted down three to one with one 
member abstaining. 

Weylman had made her original 
proposal at the last School Committee 
meeting two weeks ago, with the motion 
taken under advisement in the hopes that 
the members of the committee would Ik* 
able to work out some sort of com¬ 
promise. 


At Monday’s meeting, Weylman 
stated that she feels the School Com 
mil toe has “an impact on the town” and 
felt that they should also lead by example 
for the young. 

We have here an opportunity to $do 
something meaningful at no cost,” said 
Weylman. “Actions to them speak louder 
than words,” she continued referring to 
the youngsters who smoke in the high 
school and junior highs. 

Chairman Papas, one of the three 
people at the table who does smoke 
cigarettes, disagreed with Weylman, 
stating that “I don’t believe we are 
creating a bad example.” 

Papas went on to mention that the 
School Committee meetings are usually 
attended by adults and whenever she is 
in or around school grounds she refrains 
from smoking. 

• “I would ask your indulgence of an 
awareness of a small lack of self- 
restraint on my part,” Papas conceded. 

One member of the audience who 
agreed with Weylman, stated that she 
has stayed away from meetings such as 
the School Committee’s which are in 
small crowded rooms. 


Rotondi Calls Governor’s Tax Cap 
Misleading; Favors 4 Percent Cap Plan 


The Governor’s zero tax cap proposal 
is “misleading,” says Sen. Sam Rotondi. 
“His bill is no where as responsible as 
ours." 

While Gov. Edward King’s proposal 
does not cap school budgets or limit 
fiscal autonomy, the 4 percent cap plan 
worked out by the legislature caps school 
budgets and repeals fiscal autonomy. 

The King plan also excludes collective 
bargaining and binding arbitration 
awards. The House and Senate in 
separate votes included these 
agreements in their tax cap plan. “We 
want arbitrators in binding arbitration to 
understand that the legislature wants 
them to consider that cap when making 
awards,” says Rotondi. 

King’s plan Rotondi calls a “sham” in 
that regard. “How can you have a say 
you have a zero percent cap when you 
don’t include school budgets or collective 
bargaining agreements?” he asks. 

Rotondi says that the House and 
Senate have been more severe in relation 


to public interest lobbying than the 
Governor has been. King has refused to 
commit himsell on the school budget and 
fiscal autonomy and binding arbitration 
questions and won’t talk about them, but 
not the legislators says Rotondi. 

Another problem Rotondi has with tiie 
King plan is the three-member panel 
appointed by the Governor which would 
have to give approval for a community to 
exceed its cap. “I think that is the most 
blatant mandated program the state has 
ever gotten in to. This is the worst form 
of mandated program,” says Rotondi. 

In contrast, the legislature’s tax cap 
plan would allow the cap to be exceeded 
with approval of two-thirds vote of the 
town meeting or city council. 

The 4 percent tax cap bill is expected, 
to go to the Governor this week. Rotondi 
expects him to amend it. If amendments 
address fiscal autonomy and collective 
bargaining Rotondi says he would 
seriously consider the bill. 

Rotondi quarrels with the state aid 
question. “Here’s a Governor telling us 


he wants a zero percent cap. Yet he is not 
committing to the towns the type of local 
aid that will come back against the 
already existing mandated programs we 
have,” he says. 

As for the non-local spending, King’s 
budget is about 4 percent, but there is no 
plan to impose a zero cap on that budget. 
The MBTA and MDC are capped at 4 
percent in the Senate tax cap proposal. 
Legislation has been filed to remove the 
county budget from legislative control 
and give control to the County Advisory 
Board. 

The tax cap issue Rotondi calls the 
most serious issue the legislature has’ 
faced, but “it is important that people 
understand that zero percent versus 4 
percent is not no tax increase versus a 
tax increase.” In either case a com¬ 
munity can exceed the cap. 

Concludes Rotondi, the legislature’s 4 
percent cap in its present form is the 
tougher bill and the tough parts of it were 
voted in view of lobbyists who were there 
to protect their interests.

Photo Exhibit 
Begins At Museum 
Of National Heritage 

"Yearning to Breathe 
Free: Immigrants in 

Search of the American 
Dream,” a photographic 
exhibit of immigrant life on 
Ellis Island in the early 
decades of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, opens May 0 at the 
Museum of Our National 
Heritage in Lexington, and 
continues through June 10. 

This display of 23 
mounted photographs was 
prepared from original 
prints in the collections of 
the Statue of Liberty, and 
contains pictures taken by 
Augustus F. Sherman, 
Ellis Island’s official 
photographer until his 
death in 1925. 

Known only to the public 
through publication in 
early issues of National 
Geographic Magazine, 
Sherman’s photographs 
frequently appeared in the 
Immigration Service’s 
annual reports of the early 
1900s. The Sherman 
photographs were 
‘‘‘rediscovered" in 1966 
when the photographers 
heirs donated a collection 
of 125 original prints to the 
National Park Service. 

The exhibit depicts the 
progress of immigrants 
from their arrival in New 
York harbor to their 
departure from the famed 
immigration depot. 

The opening scene is a 
view of an immigrant ship 
teeming with expectant 
passengers. In another 
photograph, immigrants 
laden with suitcases and 
bundles are pictured 
nervously waiting on the 
staircase to the Main Hall 
where they will be 
examined and questioned. 

This exhibition is cir¬ 
culated in the United States 
by the National Park 
Service’s Statue of Liberty 
National Monument, which 
is located on Liberty 
Island, New York, N.Y.

Active Vandals Strike Cars, Property 


A number of vehicles and private 
property were by vandals this week 
according to Winchester Police reports. 

On Friday, two Mustangs were 
vandalized on Main street. The wind¬ 
shield of a 1973 Mustang was smashed by 
a rock and the rear window of a 1967 
Mustang was destroyed while the 
automobile was parked in front of the 
owner’s home. 

The windshield of a 1968 CMC Truck 
was ruined as the truck was parked in the 
owner’s yard on Pond lane. 

Two windows at the T&L Pool 
Company were shattered in on Saturday 
at the Main street business. Police feel 
that a possible illegal entry may have 
been attempted. 

Police also report that a homeowner 
reported that a large rock had been 
thrown in his driveway. The owner feels 
it was intended to harm his dog. The 
owner pointed out that he wanted the 
incident reported because he had asked 
the Selectmen and Town Manager 
recently for a street light on his street but 
was denied. 

A 14 year old girl was arrested 
Monday as she attempted to flee with her 
companions from a stolen car, according 
to police records. Officer John R. Oliver, 
the arresting officer, reported that the 


girl’s three friends escaped after they 
parked the car, which was reported 
stolen earlier in the day, in a super¬ 
marketparking lot. 

Police report that a 1970 Ford 
Mustang, valued at $2500, was stolen 
from in front of the owner’s home on 
Main street. 

In another auto related incident, a 
Church street resident reported hearing 
a crash outside his home at about 1:30 
a.m. last Friday morning and later found 
that the left side of the his 1969 Chevrolet 
had been damaged. 

Larceny was reported on Thornberry 
road as gas was taken from a 1969 
Camaro while it was parked in the 
owner’s driveway. Larceny was also 
reported on Palmer street as two hub 
caps, estimated at about $40, were stolen 
from a 1958 Chevrolet. 

The police were notified April 20 that 
three youths, who had seen the article in 
The Star reporting it missing, were 
returning the Rotary Club’s canoe. The 
youths claim they found the canoe in the 
Abjerona River.

Directors of the Christopher 
Columbus Club came before the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night to answer 
complaints made by a Columbus road 
resident that rowdy crowds and traffic 
congestion near the club were causing 
problems in the neighborhood. 

Nicholas DiZio, manager of the club, 
told the Selectmen that some steps have 
already been taken to alleviate some of 
the problems charged by Dominic Fazio. 
Fazio went before the board two weeks 
ago with the complaints. 

DiZio said however, that no other 
neighbors in the area have complained to 
the club management. He called the 
charges made by Fazio “harassment.” 

“We’ve bent over backwards to 
please these people,” DiZio said. “But 
they continue to take pictures and harass 
us.” 

One charge, made by Fazio, was $that 
the dumpster in the club parking lot was 
often overflowing. $DiZio said that 
situation has been remedied by buying a 
larger dumpster and having trash pick 
up twice a week instead of once a week. 
He noted the entire area was recently 
cleaned-up, and a blower was used to 
clean the streets. 

Mike Saracco, a director of the club, 
gave the Selectmen a brief rundown of 
the history of their organization. 
Founded over 45 years ago, Saracco said, 
tiie club is the oldest service club in 
Winchester still in the same location in 
town. It was orginally built by the Italian 
residents in the neighborhood, and dug 
by hand. He noted when the club was first 
built, there were no homes in the im¬ 
mediate area. 

The Lions Club and Kiwanis use the 
CC quarters for their meetings. 

DiZio noted that profits made from 
serving meals at the club (to members 
and guests only) were used to help needy 
families. 

One allegation made at the earlier 
meeting is that the club might have been 
operating as a restaurant without a 


common victualled license. Selectman 
Barbara Hankins said $that the 
knowledge that the club was serving 
meals, only for members satisfied her 
that a license was not needed. The kit¬ 
chen, is however, licensed by the Board 
of Health, as is any public building in 
town serving food. 

Fazio, present in the audience, said 
that the problem of noise and too many 
people attending club functions con¬ 
tinues. . 

“How can we allow a club in a 
residential area to grow uncontrolled,” 
he questioned the Selectmen. 

The club manager noted that a police 
officer is on duty for many evening 
functions to moniter the area. 

He added a fence was to be installed to 
shield the club’s parking lot from the 
neighborhood homes. He has instructed 
neighbors to park in the club lot, to avoid 
street congestion. “We have no in¬ 
tentions of moving out,” DiZio said. 
“We’re not doing anything wrong. We 
have some problems, and we’re trying to 
correct them. The Selectmen, who have 
received only one complaint on the club 
acti vities, advised Fazio to call DiZio 
directly with any future complaints.

Question Of Class Grouping, Homogeneous Vs. Heterogeneous 


In a report to the Winchester School 
Committee, Assistant Superintendent for 
Curriculum and Instruction Dr. Walter 
P. Gleason, recommends "no change in 
our present grouping” of students in 
Winchester classrooms. 

The report, recently prepared by 
Gleason and presented to the School 
Committee on Monday night, deals with 
the controversy of the pros and cons of 
homogeneous versus heterogeneous 
grouping in the secondary schools. 

"To make a blanket rule that there 
should be grouping or should not be 
would be unfortunate," stated Gleason at 
the meeting. "The decisions, therefore, 
would be made according to the situation 
itself.” Homogeneous grouping means to 
place students of equal or similar 
learning capabilities in the same 
programs or courses. Heterogeneous 
grouping is the opposite in that the 
classroom is a blend of students at 
various points of the learning spectrum. 
In his report, Gleasbn gives the ad¬ 
vantages of both. With homogeneous 
grouping, according to the assistant 
superintendent, "classes adjust to the 
learning speed of the tverage of the 
selected group.” He alsc points out that 
top students seem to bei »fit more from 
homogeneous grouping h well as the 
fact that it allows for class« to be larger. 

Other advantages over 
heterogeneuous grouping, according to 
the report, are that "conten pnd depth of 
investigation can be modifed to fit the 
average of the class," in allows for 
"easier teacher preparaticn for each 
class,” and the homogeneous grouping 
creates "easier class management 
problems for the teacher." 

"It does reduce the range of dif¬ 
ferences,” admits school superintendent 
William MacDonald. "It’s much easier 
for the teachers because then they’re not 
trying to find a technique for all 25 
students.” 

Gleason also mentioned isc positive 
aspects of heterogeneous grobping, thus 
pointing out the amount of discussion 
that this question can produce. 

"It’s healthy to have k ds mixed 


together,” claims Anthony DeBiase, 
head of the Guidance Department at the 
high school. “I'm a firm believer in kids 
learning from each other. ” 

One of the advantages of 
heterogeneous grouping is that "lower 
students have opportunity to see how top 
students work,” according to Gleason’s 
report. Discipline problems are also 
reduced as more motivated students take 
over and the high discipline students are 
no longer packed together in one course. 

Heterogeneous grouping provides 
"more concern for individual progress,” 
and less wrong decisions about assign¬ 
ment to class. Finally, heterogeneous 
grouping reduces parent pressure about 
assignments. 

The question of which program to 
follow has been argued for years. But 
history hasn’t been much help. 
"Research tells us relatively little on this 
subject and that’s part of the problem," 
states Gleason. 

In his report, Gleason explains that 
the reasons for such little background 
are quite clear. "First, there is no 
general agreement as to the required 
outcomes of education. Also, attempts to 
link the type of grouping with the 
ultimate achievement of the students 
have shown very mixed results because 
in a functioning school house the 
variables are too numerous to control 
adequately.” 

Gleason points out that at a recent 
national conference of the American 
Educational Research Association, none 
of the 2700 papers introduced dealt with 
the controversy of homogeneous versus 
heterogeneous grouping. 

Presently at Winchester High School 
there is grouping and mixed classes. The 
grouping that is done takes place in four 
different manners. 

The first grouping, according to 
Gleason, is "grouping by election.” In 
this case students pick courses on their 
own, knowing ahead of time the degree of 
difficulty that the course requires. This 
results in a natural form of grouping. 

The second example is grouping by 
subject. This deals mainly with courses 


such as mathematics and sciences. In 
these courses it is clear whether a 
student can take it "at 50 miles-per-hour 
and move on after a half year,” ac¬ 
cording to DeBiase, "or whether kids 
should take it at a slower pace and take 
the subject for the full year.” 

The third form of grouping is 
grouping by longevity. Gleason gave the 
language program as an example for this 
type, noting that if a student lasts long 
enough in rench he will F eventually 
advance to French four. "You’ll find the 
IQ in an advanced language generally 
higher than the final grouping is by 
achievement in othe r subjects,” in that 
the student advances on ac¬ 
complishment. 

Gleason makes a point in his report of 
showing that there has been a lack of 
stability in all of education in the past 20 
years regarding directions to be 
followed. 

Early grouping practices placed 
students in tracks according to their 
abilities and ambitions. There were three 
basic tracks, classical, technical and 
commercial. 

The classical track was for students 
who desired to attend a university with a 
respected reputation. The technical 
track was for students who wanted to 
enroll in a practical training college. 
Finally, the commercial track was a non¬ 
college program. 

"The problem here was that the kids 
had to decide what they wanted to do 
early on.” notes Gleason, "and then they 
were pretty much locked into that 
program.” 

Times changed in the 60’s, in Win¬ 
chester and across the country, and the 
trend was for more individualized in¬ 
struction. Self-paced courses became 
common in many of the major subjects. 

But a difficulty remained here, as 
Gleason points out in his report. “There 
was no research base to underlie this 
philospohy, but the effort was toward a 
more ‘liberal’ and ‘humanistic’ approach 
to education.” 

In the 70’s the trend began to turn 
about in the other direction again. A 


"back to basics movement had begun, 
according to the report. The idea was to 
go back to a more homogeneous set-up 
but with the students having the op¬ 
portunity to select their own courses, 
thereby putting the burden of difficulty 
on themselves. 

“The thing was that many people 
were chasing fads,” states Gleason. "But 
it costs a lot of money to chase those 
fads.” 

"Financially, anything that lends 
itself to fragmentation will run you a 
higher cost.” points out Winchester High 
School Principle Vincent E. Larocco. 


This is a basic problem with grouping. 
As a rule, homogeneous grouping tends 
‘.o add on a course or more. Each new 
class costs money. 

Local school officials are aware of the 
sound arguments on both sides of the 
coin, although most of them tend to favor 
heterogeneous grouping. 

"The answer should be somewhere in 
the middle," stated MacDonald. "The 
real world that kids go out in is not a 
homogeneous group. When they’re 
mixed they do learn from each other. 

"In grouping there’s also the problem 
of tags” continues MacDonald. If kids 


get labled good they could get an inflated 
ego while the kids at the bottom group 
develop a who cares attitude. 

"The research is conflicting,” points 
out Larocco. "Certainly the kid at the 
lower end of a mixed group learns better. 
The bright students will learn either way. 
There is a $definite cost factor involved 
and the question might be ‘Does the town 
want to pay for leveling?”’ 

DeBiase is concerned about the ex¬ 
ceptional student and the challenge he 
might not receive. "If the kid has the 
brains and he can handle the tougher 
course, then we should give him the 
toughest we can throw at him." 


Ride-A-Bike For Retarded 
Starts Sunday At McCall 


This Sunday, the Winchester 
Education Association will again sponsor 
the Ride-a-Bike for the Mentallj 
Retarded. The event begins at 10 a.m. at 
McCall Junior High, though riders may 
start any time before noon. Students who 
wish to participate must bring with them 
their parent-signed sponsorship form 
and, in addition, pass a bike safety in¬ 
spection at the starting point. 

Winchester students have 
traditionally turned out in the hundreds 
to participate in the event. Sponsorship 
forms have been distributed in each of 
Winchester’s schools. Students then 
request pledges from their families and 
neighbors. 

Last year almost $1500 was raised for 
the Mass. Association for Retarded 
People, which provides the nearly 160,000 
mentally retarded people in 
Massachusetts with programs and 
training opportunities that enable the 
retarded to live fully, usefully and in¬ 
dependently. 

The route has been changed this year 


so that it is shorter and on flat terrain, 
which will be helpful to young riders and 
make safety easier to ensure. The cir¬ 
cular route will begin at McCall Junior 
High, proceed up Main street to Symmes 
Corner, continue down Bacon street to 
Mystic Parkway and back to McCall. 

Winchester teachers will staff check¬ 
points and ride the route to monitor the 
safety of riders as well as demonstrate 
their active support for the mentally 
retarded. The WEA will again provide 
refreshments for thirsty riders at 
McCall, where rest room facilities will 
also be available. 

Co-chairing the event this year are 
Joanne Martignette and Chris Scanlon of 
Mystic School. Susan Bokil of Muraco is 
in charge of refreshments and Paul 
Davis is treasurer. Peter Auardo will 
take pictures on the day of the event. 

The WEA, by sponsoring the event, 
hopes, in addition to raising revenue for 
the retarded, to accelerate public 
awareness and support for people who 
need everyone’s help

Wood, Alice Yagjian. 


Sunday at7 p.m. David Dettinger will 
tell the story of the valuable antique bell 
now hanging in the belfry of the Crawford 
Memorail Methodist Church. The ac¬ 
count will be held in Gifford Hall. 

Dettinger, an electrical engineer at- 
the Mitre Co. in Bedford, formerly head 
of the Communications Department had 
some exciting adventures in tracing the 
bell. He’ll recount them at that meeting. 

As chairman of the Music Committee 
of the church he went to the belfry of the 
church to check the bell which was not 
swinging freely and found in raised 
letters on the bell the words Henry N 
Hooper, Boston, 1844. 

Henry Hooper and two other men 
were former apprentices of the famed 
Paul Revere of “The Midnight Ride” 
account. After Revere’s death his ap¬ 
prentices had their own bell-casting 
works and this bell was cast to hang in 
the belfry of the Bowdoin Square Baptist 
Church which later became the Baptist 
Tabernacle and then in 1920 was 
demolished by the demolition company 
of Swift, McNutt. 

Frank E. Crawford saw a picture of 
the bell on an advertising brochure sent 


out by Swift, McNutt. The Methodist 
Chruch, then under consturction needed 
a bell so Crawford started a campaign to 
bring the bell to Winchester. A group of 
people in the church bought the bell for 
$600. 

To mount the bell the Meneely Co. of 
Troy, N.Y. was hired. They provided the 
fittings, yoke, wheel, frame and clapper 
and hoisted the bell into place. This job 
cost the church $145. The fittings cost 
$900. 

The full throated peal of the two-ton 
bell was heard for the first time in 
Winchester at the dedication of the 
church, Oct. 10, 1926. 

A tablet placed in the narthex of the 
church at that time reads, “The bell in 
memory of John C. and Lucinda E. 
Mason, two of the founders of this society 
by their children and grandhchildren.” 

At the present cost of $1 per pound, a 
bell of this kind is now worth $40,000. 

David Dettinger immersed himself in 
the story of not only this giant bell but 
giant bells in general, their functions, 
their histories, and he has become a 
walking compendium of bells. He will 
share his story at the Methodist Church. 
Public is invited.

Investing in real 
estate is one of the great 
tax shelters available to 
persons, especially in 
high tax brackets.

Basically, it's an in¬ 
vestment that allows 
you to keep some money 
that you've earned, 
rather than give it to 
Uncle Sam in the form 
of income taxes.

It comes 
right off the top. For 
example, a brick office 
building is "expected" 
to last 40 years.

per year. By using 
"accelerated depre¬ 
ciation", you can deduct 
more during the early 
years and less in the 
later years.

Squaw Sachem Left A Legacy Of Peace

In spring from Arlington's Mor- 
ningside, high above Route 3 on the 
western side of the Mystic Lakes, you can 
capture a lively and beatuiful view of the 
lakes, the winding river, and the tall 
buildings of Boston in the distance. 

Look straight down through the 
leafless trees, awaiting their green 
coats; block the houses and buildings 
from your mind, and the sun-sparkled 
reflections from the lakes with their 
rising spring waters look much the same 
as they did when Squaw Sachem lived on 
Morningside, more than three centuries 
ago. 

Squaw Sachem once owned all of 
Morningside. This article tells the story 
of why the people of Arlington who today 
reside in the Morningside section and 
why the people of Winchester have a 
stronger claim to ownership of their land 
than many others in the Boston area, 
some of whom reside today on land taken 
forcefully from the Indians. It is the story 
of Squaw Sachem. 

Nanepashemet. the Sachem or King 
(Sagamore was also used to mean King 
or Chief) of the Massachusetts tribe, 
controlled most of Middlesex and Essex 
Counties in the early 17th century. His 
name meant Moon God. 

He and his wife lived in Lynn near the 
ocean and had four children. His wife, 
Squaw Sachem, was destined to become 
one of the most significant figures in the 
history of eastern Massachusetts. 

Smallpox and the Tarratine Indians 
from Penobscot, Maine, nearly 
destroyed Nanepashemet’s tribe. The 
plague reduced their numbers from 
thousands to hundreds during 1616 and 
1617. The Tarratines, nomadic and 
vicious warriors who executed captives 
by eating them alive, drove the remnants 
of the Massachusetts from Lynn to a final 
battle on the southeastern banks of the 
Mystic in West Medford. 

There the Tarratines slew 
Nanepashemet in 1619; miraculously his 
wife and children escaped along with a 
lew members of the tribe. 

Nanepashemet’s wife became the 
leader upon his death, the Squaw Sachem 
or Queen of the tribe. Her given name is 
unknown because her people introduced 
her to outsiders as Squaw Sachem, much 
as those same outsiders might have 
spoken to the Indians of their king 
without revealing his given name. 

Her remaining subjects spent much ol 
their time moving and hiding in fear of 
the Tarratines. Thus, in 1621, when Myles 
Standish and a party of explorers en¬ 
countered and questioned a group of 
women tribal members, the women 
remained silent rather than disclose the 
whereabouts of Squaw Sachem. 

Perhaps Squaw Sachem was huddled 
there among that tiny group of Indians 
near the banks of the river in West 
Medford. Standish respected the Indians 
and gained their trust. They ac¬ 
companied him to Plymouth, and bar¬ 
tered some clothes for furs. Mayb. this 
episode reassured Hfoe tribe' oT ' The. 
newcomers' good intentions because the 
Indians settled permanently in the 
Mystic Lakes region. 

Squaw Sachem reigned as titular head 
of an enormous tract of land which en¬ 
compassed much of present day 
Charlestown. Arlington. Medford. 
Malden, and Winchester. She married 
Webcowits, the tribe’s medicine man, as 
dictated by tribal custom. The marriage 
appears not to have conferred any 
powers on him; he remained as medicine 
man and consort. 

A Captain Gibbons and his wife 
Margaret settled on a farm near Squaw 
Sachem’s land. They were good neigh¬ 
bors, friendly to her. She repaid their 
kindness in 1636 by conveying to their son 
Jotham as a gift the parcel of land she 
lived on, the Morningside section. 


reserving a life estate (the ownership of 
the land during the remainder of her life) 
for herself. 

That land's length stretched from 
what is now Everett avenue in Win¬ 
chester along both Mystic Lakes to the 
present-day site of Summer street (route 
2 A) in Arlington, It wandered upward 
from the western shore of the lakes to the 
summit of the hill. 

Her favored spot, legend has it, was 
on a hill above where now lies Winchester 
Country Club, at the Arlington line. 

Relations with the Massachusetts 
tribe containued on a peaceful basis as 
Boston grew and the English pushed 
west. The demand for land was great, 
however, and the New England Company 
for a Plantation in Massachusetts Bay 
granted large tracts of Indian land to the 
settlers. 

The potential for disputes over the 
ownership of land was recognized. The 
New England Company, in a 1629 letter to 
the Governor and Executive Council of 
Massachusetts, requested that “if any of 
the savages pretend right of inheritence 
to all or any part of the lands granted in 
our patent, we pray you endeavour to 
purchase their tytle, that we may avoyde 
the least scruple of intrusion." 

When the Overseers of Charlestown, 
apparently acting in the spirit of these 
instructions, sought to purchase ad¬ 
ditional land, they approached Squaw- 
Sachem She sold all of her land holdings 
to Charlestown in 1639. 

She again reserved her life estate in 
the tract of land where she lived but 
deeded the righLs to this land after her 
death to several of the white settlers 
other than Gibbons. These settlers 
subsequently gave their interest in her 
land to Charlestown. 

The price of the land was low con¬ 
sisting of $15 as a down payment and 
annual payments of a few bushels of corn 
and a coat, hut even that sum proved 
difficult to collect. The General Court of 
Massachusetts, in 1641, ordered the town 
to pay Squaw Sachem 35 bushels of corn 
and lour coats as compensation overdue. 
There appears to have been no difficulty- 
in meeting the "mortgage" payments 
after that date. 

And, perhaps out of ^ncern that her 
sale ol the land affected the righLs of 
young Jotham Gibbons, later in 1639 she 
again deeded to Jotham the rights to her 
land after her death. Compared to the 
other landholdings in the area, hers was 
now meager. This may explain why no 
one bothered about this strange series of 
deeds until many years later. 

Her actions in these land sales may 
have reflected her pragmatism: when 
other Indians expressed reluctance to 
sell, settlers simply moved in and took 
over their land. Whites eventually- 
confiscated land on the North Shore held 
by her son Wenepoyken, known by the 
English as Sagamore George No-Nose. 

Squaw Sachem continued to live on 
good terms with her neighbors. In the 
1640’s, she, along with several other 
tribal leaders,, pledged allegiance L> the 
Kngbsh government. The balance ol 
power was clear, however: the loyalty 
oath signed by the Indians was drafted by 
the English on English terms. 

11 Squaw- Sachem had been less 
pragmatic and more unwilling to yield to 
the English demand for land, she 
probably would have been driven from 
her site with its view overlooking her 
chieftain-husband s final stand and 
resting place. 

Contrast her situation with that of 
Sagamore George who, angered by 20 
years of begging white men in their 
courts for a small parcel of land he felt 
his, lought against the English in the 
Indian-Wars of 1675-76, got captured and 
sold into slavery in the West Indies, and 
finally- made his way back to this 
country. He died a bitter old man in 1084 
in Natick.

Squaw Sachem died in 1650. Her death 
set the stage for a complex legal dispute 
over ownership of her land on the Mystic 
Lakes, a dispute that may have renewed 
meaning In the face of current Indian 
land claims. Jotham Gibbons took the 
land as his inhertience and promptly 
used it as collateral on a loan to go to 
Bermuda. He died there in Bermuda in 
1658. 

John Scarlett, a sea captain, was the 
holder of Gibbons’s mortgage. He leased 
the land to Thomas Gleason in the 1650’s. 
Gleason apparently worked the land 
through the late 1650’s and early 1660’s, 
even though he had to win two court 
cases, one against the President of 
Harvard College. 

Finally, in 1662, John Fennell and 
Williams Sims, acting as agents for 
Charlestown, journeyed to the Gleason 
farm and made a belated attempt to 
claim the land for Charlestown. When 
Gleason refused to surrender the land, 
Charlestown sued him in the County 
Court, and won two lower court trials. 

Charlestown had not recorded the 
deed to any of the land until 1656,17 years 
after the deed Irom Squaw Sachem. 
Charlestown recorded it then, not in 
response to the Gibbons claim, but as a 
precaution against Sagamore George 
who had filed a petition with the 
legislature requesting it to award him 
ownership of some of the land taken from 
him. 

In 1663, the court of appeals reversed 
the earlier court decisions and awarded 
ownership of the land to Captain Scarlett. 
The issue of ownership of the land set¬ 
tled, Gleason farmed there only two 
more years until ousted by Captain 
Scarlett because of a dispute over tree 
cutting. 


Scarlett was killed by a shipboard 
explosion in 1675. He left the land to Love 
Gibbons, Jotham’s only daughter. Love 
married the Rev. John Fowler of Ber¬ 
muda and, in 1706, their eight children 
inherited the land. 

Squaw Sachem’s pragmatic per¬ 
spective served her well in her 
negotiations with the white outsiders. 
They responded with respect, compared 
to their more hostile responses 
elsewhere, and the soundness of that 
approach may reflect the absence of 
Indian Hostility in this area during much 
of the 17 century. 

Thus, today’s ownership had its 
origins in peace and its disputes in court 
For that the people of Arlington and 
Winchester have Squaw Sachem to 
thank.

School Comm. Receives 
Art Director’s Report 

Citing that he feels "we are gaining in equipment needed, 
art circles as one of the most was an enlarger 
sophisticated high school art programs 
in the state," Winchester High School 
Director of Art Thomas H. Tracey 
presented the School Committee with a 
report on the photography and craft 
offering courses of the Arts Department. 

The report was a result of a request 
made by the School Committee last 
Spring asking for a consideration of 
courses that could be offered for two or 
three class periods per week. The two 
courses mentioned were photography 
and crafts. 

According to Tracy, the photography 
course is now being offered at McCall 
Junior High School to ninth grade 
students. It is not offered at Lynch Junior 
High because an instructor with suf¬ 
ficient background is not available. 

In his report, Tracy notes that the 
senior high school is now equipped with 
two complete darkrooms. These 
darkrooms are furnished with sinks, 
counters, storage cabinets, safe lights 
and all necessary electrical outlets. 

There is approximately $3000 in 
darkroom equipment. 

The course, which will be a two and 
one half credit program with two class 
periods per week and a lab assignment 
for outside of the school, will be designed 
"for students who have an interest in 
photography," according to the report. 7000. 

Accompanying the report was an 
inventory chart by Tracy and a list of 


Included in this list 
with lenses, three 
cameras, two timers, three easels and 
three negative holders. These items total 
$930. 

It will cost a student $18 per year $to 
take the program in order to pay for 
materials. 

The craft course will be for "a lot of 
those kids who are having trouble in the 
academic area," according to Tracy. 
"We are very well set up for this 
program and we know we’ll have a good 
deal of material when the two junior 
highs merge." 

The curriculum of the crafts course 
will "basically deal with making models 
such as ships, trains, etc. from scrap 
materials," states the report. 

Since the students wi|l be working 
mainly with scrap materials, the cost of 
this course will be minimal. The course 
will meet two times per week for a full 
year for two credits.

The 
following is an account of his odyssey 
from llopkington to Boston.)

I beat Bill Rodgers once. In 1977. He 
dropped out at Heartbreak Hill while I 
cruised in under four hours. It was dif¬ 
ferent this year though, at the Boston 
Marathon. Bill was at the front of 11,000 
runners while I stood to the rear. He had 
a six minute head start and.... well, the 
rest is history as Bill ran the second 
fastest human marathon ever. 

I cruised in, under four hours. Never 
ask a marathoner, "Did you finish?" 
Ask, "Did you do the time you wanted?" 
That lets the person ease naturally into, 
"No, but..." 

The Boston Marathon is actually five 
races in one. The qualifying men and 
qualifying women are two races (win¬ 
ners of each getting laurel wreaths, 
politicians’ handshakes and a chance to 
sell running shoes), both official. 

The wheel-chair contingent and the 
American Medical Joggers Association 
are another two, both officially unof¬ 
ficial. The former gets a 15 minute 
headstart, the latter gets a polite, but 
firm hindstart (which is what put me in 
the back rather than up front with my 
fantasy self). 

Then there is the "phantom 
marathon," the great unwashed, unof¬ 
ficial thousands without - Jock Semple 
preserve us! - any numbers at all, and 
tacky looking to boot. And everyone there 
to run 26 miles, 385 yards without ever 
crossing the same street twice, passing 
go or collecting $200. 

Since no one of the unofficials ever 
came close to winning, why don’t they 
avoid the mad crush of humanity, mad 
runners and mad runner watchers, and 
run, say on Easter, or St. Smithin’s Day 
or Bunker Hill Day ? Why jeopardize life 
and limb on Patriot’s Day? Something to 
do with the crowds, I believe. 

For the crowds, every runner is an 
Olympian Giant. Every runner the 
harbinger of victory of Athens over 
Persia. And the crowds have been there 
since 1897. 

Every family with local roots has an 
inherited spot to sit or stand on. My 
wife’s grandfather pedalled his bike, 
seconding a runner (sharing his number, 
his glory and his beer). 

The crowds don’t just wait for the 
leaders and then pack up to watch the 
Sox. They’re out there for three, four, 
five hours. Some maybe more, but then I 
wouldn’t know about that. 

In 1973, it was sleet and snow; 1976, 
100 degrees in the shade; this year a

waspish driving, cold rain. The children 
beg to have hands touched; adults and 
children hand out water, gatorade, 
oranges, beer, cookies. I can say with 
deepest pride and gratitude that no 
runner has ever starved between 
llopkington and Boston. 

But best of all is the cheering and 
clapping. All the way, they shout out your 
name, your number, your tee-shirt logo 
or other endearing physical attribute. 

They urge you on ("you can do it 
9183!”). They encourage you when you 
falter ("Only six more miles, it’s all 
downhill!”). And incredibly they keep it 
up for three, four, five hours, perhaps 
more, but then I wouldn’t know about 
that. 

One marks the passage of the 
marathon by the crowds. Every village 
and farm has its unique personalities. In 
Hopkinton the people are a bit jaded, 
amused, noblesse oblige as physicians, 
lawyers, teachers all take turns 
urinating in the woods that edge the high 
school. 

A large Hispanic crowd shouts 
abrazzos near Framingham along the 
train tracks, while the best and the 
brightest are out at Wellesley College, 
where the women, like their mothers, 
like their grandmothers, like their great¬ 
grandmothers before them, form a 
joyous phalanx and allow you to pass 
single file through their throaty, lusty 
cheers. 

I tell you, many a faded man, many a 
faltering woman - there at 3 miles with 
the same distance yet to traverse - has 
had their hearts and legs lifted and gone 
on to Mittyesque grandeur. 

And then by the Newtons, from 
whence commence the famous hills, are 
the marathon esthetes; the wine-tasters, 
the connoisseurs of running stride. Only 
at the Newtons do you see stop watches; 
only at the crest of the Newton Hills do 
practiced eyes unerringly select the 
winners - all the winners. 

From there it’s all down hill. The 
crowd is more acerbic. There: s more 
beer in their hands and less water in 
yours. The apartment dwellers stand out 
on balconies and fire-escapes like red 
indians along the pass. Try to get on a 
Beacon street trolley without a fare, no 
matter if you are at the point of collapse. 

But I am unjust. It’s simply that the 
four miles between Boston College and 
Coolidge Comer are the worst. The 
runners hit the Wall, when legs cramp 
and refuse to lift, eyes blur, the mind 
dulls and everything sensible left in you 
says, "stop, go home, the Athenians will 
get the news tomorrow." 

At Coolidge Comer, however, the Wall 
parts and once again, as the stride 
quickens to the end, all of Boston is at the

corner of Hereford and Boylston street, 
cheering you in, loring you, idolizing you, 
sharing in your joy. 

Is that why I run the marathon? To 
endure months of long, cold, dark 
morning mileage for that brief crescendo 
moment? I’m not sure anymore, but 
maybe. 

Look, long distance running is serious. 
It’s not for health, vitality or clean Zen- 
like moods. One can achieve that by 
running three miles, three times weekly. 
We endure injury, pain, loss of sleep, 
opprobrium of family instead. 

So now that I’m doing it, why am I 
doing it? George Sheehan, our medical 


running guru says it has something to do 
with challenging, accepting and facing 
pain as a comic equal, some great 
allegory of life. That’s a bit closer to the 
answer than the Hereford street gang. 

But then there is the rare moment - 
really rare - on a nature wondrous day, 
when after eight or 10 or more miles my 
body suddenly becomes attached to great 
stallion legs and I race powerfully across 
the Serengetti Plains, across the great 
Artie Tundra, over the endless grassy 
seas of the Midwest. 

At that moment I am everything the 
world ever was or will be. And that’s why 
I run marathons. But... mostly it hurts. 


Vandals Set Brush Fires 


"I don’t know if they’re retaliating or 
what. But if these kids are caught we will 
prosecute," states Winchester Fire Chief 
Robert W. McElhinney. 

McElhinney was responding to a rash 
of fires that have been set in fields and 
wooded areas throughout the town in the 
past few weeks. 

On Friday, Engine 4 responded to a 
call at approximately 9:50 a m., $that a 
brush fire was burning at Wainwright 
road. When they arrived they found a 
large wooded area on fire. 

Engines 2 and 6 were called to assist 
in putting out the burning area which 
extended from Plato terrace to Woburn. 
Brooms, boosters, pump cans and 
forestry tactics were used to put the fire 
out. The burning area was completely 
$dead by 4 p.m. 

On that same day, Engine 3 was sent 
out to South Border road for an extensive 
brush fire. A radio message brought help 


from Engine 1 in Woburn. Engine 3 
stayed on scene until relieved by Med¬ 
ford firefighters. A number of local 
residents also assisted in putting out the 
fire. ■- 

Engine 3 was then sent to the North 
Border road for another brush fire. 
There they were assisted by Stoneham 
firefighters and a crew from the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 

At approximately 4:45 p.m. on that 
Friday, Engine 4 responded to a brush 
fire on Dennett road. Upon arrival they 
found an area at the end of Southfield 
road that had already been burned and 
was extending into Medford with stumps 
burning. 

•If there’s a fire in the woods," noted 
McElhinney, "it ties up five or six men 
who might be needed elsewhere. I donT 
know who it is that’s lighting them, but 
what they’re doing cqn be really, 
dangerous."

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Tracksters Start Season On Wrong Foot

The Winchester High School Boy’s 
Track Team opened their season last 
Thursday in unremarkable style with a 
loss to Wakefield at home by the score of 
81.5 to 62.5 Though Wakefield jumped out 
to a sizable lead early in the meet, 
Winchester fought back in the middle 
events and managed to pull within 
striking distance going in to the two-mile 
run. In that event and in the meet ending 
mile relay, however, Wakefield killed all 
hopes for victory by winning impressive 
form. Winchester’s record is now 0 and 1. 

In the first four events of the meet, 
Wakefield pulled out to a tentative lead. 
In the long-jump, Wakefield’s Austin 
leaped to an easy victory with a best of 18 
feet 1 inch. Second was Don MacMillan of 
Winchester at 17 feet 1 inch. Third was 
team-mate Tim Langley with a leap of 16 
feet 4.75 inches. The next event, the 
triple-jump, was likewise won by Austin, 
with Loucas Natsis and Tom Wilsack 
taking second and third with jumps of 38 
feet 3 inches and 37 feet 7.75 inches, 
respectively. 

In the discus, John Shattuck, who 
missed a second by four inches, wound 
up with a third at 124 feet 4 inches. 
Javelin thrower Dave O’Neil captured 
Winchester’s initial first of the day with a 


throw of 161 feet 3 inches. Thus with four 
events completed and the high-jump 
coming up, the meet was still in its 
earliest stages and still relatively close, 
at 17 to 10. 

But in the high-jump, Wakefield 
widened their lead. None of the jumpers 
from Winchester could make the 
qualifying height. The two from 
Wakefield who did took first and second 
uncontested. The lead now stood at 15. 

In the next four events, Winchester 
lost still more ground. Miler Andy 
Wilsack easily outdistanced the rest of 
the field with a 4:38.6 Mark Costello was 
third in 4:58. Natsis returned from the 
triple-jump to win the 110 yard high- 
hurdles in impressive fashion, at 15.4 
Steve Crisione took third in 19.0 In the 100 
yard dash, Scott Farrar finished second 
with a 10.6, while in the shot-put and Rich 
Monturi nailed third place with a best of 
40 feet 1 inch. 

By their performances in these 
events, especially those in the shot-put 
and the dash, the Wakefield tracksters 
had forged a lead of 19 points, 45 to 26. It 
was their largest margin of the day, for 
in the upcoming middle events Win¬ 
chester began the long march back. 

In the grueling 330 yard low hurdles, 
Winchester’s Don MacMillan secured 


first in 41.0 Natsis took second at 41.8. In 
the 880 league all-star Ed Kirkpatrick 
took an early lead and held it, to win in 
2:02.5 Junior Feza Koprucu followed, 
kicking his way to a third at 2:12.2. The 
next race, the 440, was a slight blow to 
Winchester’s come-back momentum, as 
Ken Kirk came out of the pack early, 
battled for position on the far turn with 
Tredinide of Wakefield and was forced to 
the outside. He took second in 53.5. 
Winchester turned it around, however, in 
the 220, as John McPhee streaked to a 
first in 23.9 and Tom Wilsack held off a 
late challenge to capture third in 24.8. 
Wakefield won the pole vault, with 
Santos and Igo of Winchester taking 
second and third respectively. 

Suddenly, going into the last two 
events, the two-mile run and the mile 
relay, Wakefield’s lead had shrunk to 9. 

In the two-mile run, Wakefield 
blunted Winchester's charge. Henry 
Hendricks tore out of the box, took an 
early lead and cruised to victory in 
10:29.0. Joe Flynn of Winchester gave up 
chase of Hendricks early, settling back 
into second place. Here he stayed for 
nearly half the race until he was over¬ 
taken by Tagart of Wakefield. Flynn 
finished third in 10:45, Tagart finished 
second in 10:37.5. 


By the time of the final event of the 
day, the mile relay, was staged, the 
outcome was settled. The opening leg of 
the relay was taken for Winchester by 
the the quarter-miler Kirk, who had 
pulled out to a 15-yard lead by the time he 
handed off to second man, half-miler 
Korpucu. Korpucu lost a little ground 
towards the end of his leg. but handed off 
to the third man Kirkpatrick with the 
lead basically intact. Kirkpatrick's leg 
also went well, and he in turn handed off 
to the anchor man miler Andy Wilsack 
with the lead unscathed. But in his an 
chor leg, Wilsack was in trouble from the 
beginning. His opponent was Tredinide 
who had out-manuvered Kirk in the 440. 

As soon as Tredinide received the 
baton, he took off in hot pursuit of 
Wilsack. By the midway mark of the leg, 
the lead had already begun to evaporate. 
Tredinide set his sites, and in the last too 
yards caught Wilsack to win the relay. It 
was a strange twist of fate for Andy 
Wilsack who had been on the heroic end 
of so many come-from-behind victories 
in his time. 

The victory in the mile relay boosted 
Wakefield's winning margin to the 
origianl 19 points. All home track meets 
commence at 3 p.m. at the Skillings road 
field.

Two made four 
when East did not return a heart when 
winning the first club trick. The others 
went down trying to set up the club suit. 

Against the three no-trump contract

West usually led a heart and declarer 
would win the trick with the queen. If he 
tried to establish his clubs he would go 
down. East would take the first club lead 
with the king, return a heart, and thus set 
up the heart suit for his partner. Declarer 
would then find it impossible to make the 
contract. 

There is, however, a line of play which 
would guarantee the three no-trump 
contract regardless of how the clubs are 
divided. Declarer should cast the A-K ol 
spades, hoping the queen would fall. 
When it doesn’t, South should play a club 
to dummy’s ace and lead the jack of 
spades and discard the ace of hearts!! 

This spectacular play assures the 
contract. West would take the spade jack 
with the queen but would l>c helpless. A 
heart lead would provide dummy with a 
heart entry and declarer would score 
nine tricks consisting of four spades, two 
hearts, two diamonds, and a club. 

If West shifted to a low diamond 
hoping that this might do some good, 
South would take East’s queen with the 
king and establish an entry to dummy by 
leading a low club to dummy’s Q-J 

East would win the trick with the king 
and return the ten of diamonds. 
However, the fight was over. Declarer 
would win the diamond with the ace and 
lead a club to dummy’s queen and thus 
score nine tricks consisting of four 
spades, one heart, two diamonds, and 
two clubs.

Atlantic Canada 
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Sail boats aren’t just a hand¬ 
some spectacle in New England 
— they’re a regional hobby. Go 
to the banks of the Charles 
River, the ocean, even inland 
lakes, and you’ll see a plethora of 
canvas triangles billowing 
amidst the waves. At this time of 
year, boats will be drifting 
calmly about; as the weather 
gets warmer, many of them will 
he racing fiercely up and down 
the coast. You can indulge your 
visual senses by watching it all. 
You can also go one step further, 
and learn to do it yourself. 

It’s not necessary to own a 
boat, or even live near the water, 
to learn how to sail in Metro- 
Boston. What you can do is wait 
until summer, when many town 
recreation departments provide 
sailing lessons for residents; 
another option is to head right 
now for one of several area 
sailing schools. Whether you’re a 
half-baked salt or a confirmed 
landlubber, they can teach you 
all about navigating a sailboat in 
a relatively sane and practiced 
fashion. 

This week alone, four area 
sailing schools centers are 
opening their doors to the public. 
The Sailing School at 199 East 
Main Street in Gloucester (281- 
1974), is starting up a rash of 
courses for beginners this 
Saturday; from May 1 to 6 it’s 
holding an open house, too, so 
that hesitant folk can explore its 
programs further. Sunday marks 
the season start for the Coastal 
Sailing Center in Marblehead 
(639-0553). 

The other two centers 
unfurling their sails this week 
are in Boston, and they are not 


as remote a posibilitv as you 
might think. Boston’s sailing 
centers hold some classes on 
weekends, which means that 
suburban residents can drive in, 
and get a taste for Boston 
Harbor, too. This weekend, if 
the weather cooperates, the 
Boston Sailing Center (227-4198) 
is kicking off its spring-summer 
term with free sailboat rides, 
given from noon to 6 pm on both 
Saturday and Sunday. During 
’•this time, speakers will be on 
hand to answer an questions 
about courses and their prices. 
The Center’s season officially 
commences on Monday. Docked 
a short distance away, on East 
India Row, is the Boston Harbor 
Sailing Club (523-2619). 

Through April 30, there’s a daily 
open house; May 1 is the 
date that beginners will start 
climbing into boats. 

Most of the places mentioned 
above have fixed course prices 
and times. For those whose lives 
are hectic, thqugh, an alterna¬ 
tive is the Community Boating 
Sailing Center (423-1038), which 
has already begun operations out 
of its boathouse on the Charles 
River Esplanade, in Boston. 
Despite its name, Community 
Boating is for everyone, not just 
Boston residents. The only cost 
here is a minimal membership 
fee — once you’ve joined, you 
can walk into the Club at any 
time during its business hours to 
receive boating lessons. An intro¬ 
duction to Community Boating, 
which includes slides and a talk, 
is given every Tuesday evening 
at 7, and, for those whose vision 
has turned seaward, it’s cer¬ 
tainly worth investigating.D

Beginnings ’79: A Newbury Street Festival 



All together, the 
exhibits in Beginnings 
’79 are meant to spot¬ 
light the origins, growth, 
and vitality of the 
Boston art scene.

On Sunday, April 29, Boston’s 
Newbury Street will be turned 
into an open air show, as 17 of its 
leading galleries, plus the 
Archives of American Art, 
inaugurate Beginnings ’79, a six- 
week exhibition designed to 
involve a much wider public in 
their work. With the co-sponsor¬ 
ship of the Mayor’s Office of 
Cultural Affairs, Newbury Street 
will be closed to automobiles — 
the usual hum of traffic will be 
replaced by the more melodious 
sounds of strolling minstrels. 
From 3 to 7 pm, at least, New¬ 
bury Street will belong to 
pedestrians only; its gallery 
openings will be peopled not by 
an elite few, but by whomever 
wants to attend. 

For those of you who’ve been 
procrastinating on a visit to 
Newbury Street, now’s the time 
to do it. What Beginnings ’79 
means is that each gallery is 
putting its best faces, or land¬ 
scapes, or abstracts, forward. All 
together, the exhibits are meant 
to spotlight the origins, growth, 
and vitality of the Boston art 
scene. The result is an entirely 
visual textbook on the history of 
art. free for you to rove through 
for the next month and a half. 

A NEWBURY STREET 
PRIMER 

Though it seems that Newbury 
Street as an institution has been 
around forever, it didn’t actually 
come into focus as Boston’s art 
center until the late 19th 
century. In fact, when portraitist 
John Smibert staged colonial 
America’s first art exhibit, in 
1730, Newbury Street didn’t 


exist — it was part of the mud 
flats that constituted the Back 
Bay. There wasn’t any real need 
for a Newbury Street at all. Art, 
at that time, was a precious and 
scarce commodity. 

The situation changed quickly 
in the 19th century. With new 
wealth from maritime trades, 
Bostonians began to seek out 
paintings by established 
European artists to decorate 
their houses. Even those who 
couldn’t afford the originals 
would often commission 
American artists to make copies, 
while studying abroad. And, in 
the 1820s, the Boston 
Athenaeum opened a gallery to 
exhibit the growing collection of 
works it owned, as well as others 
it had borrowed. 

The Athenaeum remained 
Boston’s principle showcase for 
art until 1876, when the first 
Museum of Fine Arts was 
completed (in what is now 
Copley Square). By this time, 
land-fill operations had trans¬ 
formed the murky Back Bay into 
an eminently fashionable neigh¬ 
borhood, with Copley Square as 
its cultural center. Galleries 
followed suit: First clustering 
about the Squnre, they later 
settled just a few blocks away, 
and soon the phrase “Newbury 
Street” became synonymous 
with art. 

BEGINNINGS ’79 

WALKTHROUGH 

Historically speaking, your first 
stop along the coordinated 
exhibits that make up 
Beginnings '79 should be at the 
Vose Galleries. Vose is the oldest 
American art dealer in

continuous operation; it is 
located at 238 Newbury, near 
Fairfield Street. For Beginnings 
’79, Vose is featuring the earliest 
form of American art — 
portraits. Starting with anony¬ 
mous provincial limners, this 
exhibit illustrates the develop¬ 
ment of American portraiture 
t hrough the time of Gilbert 
Stuart, when it reached its 
zenith. Among others, you will 
see the work of Boston’s own 
John Singleton Copley, who’s 
represented here by an elegant , if 
corpulent, likeness of Mrs 
Benjamin Clark. 

Across the street, at 231 
Newbury, the Kiva Gallery of 
Photography is saluting Lotte 
Jacobi with a retrospective 
exhibit that spans more than 50 
years. First in her native 
Germany, then in New York, 
Jacobi became known as the 
dean of portrait photography. 
Today, working in rural New 
Hampshire, she is equally 
renowned for her photogenics — 
fluid, light-suffused photo¬ 
graphic images, all created with¬ 
out a camera. At Sunday’s 
opening, Jacobi herself will greet 
visitors and autograph copies of 
a new book about her career and 
work. 

Cross back to 216 Newbury for 
Vision Gallery of Photography’s 
presentation of photomontages 
by four contemporary photo¬ 
graphers — Bert Parker, Doug 
Prince, Jerry Uelsmann, and 
John Wood. They are all artists 
who combine photographs with 
drawn images, and sometimes 
words, to create personal visual 
expressions. 

Coming down to the Exeter to 
Dartmouth Street block, you’ll 
meet a mix of traditional and 
modern paintings, sculpture and 
prints. To view this group 
chronologically, recross the 
street and skip to Childs Gallery, 
169 Newbury. 

Here, The Artist's View: Two 
Centuries of New England Land 


and Sea provides a panorama of 
New England scenes by 
important artists of the 18th, 
19th, and early 20th centuries. 
From John Smibert, that 18th- 
century portraitist who dabbled 
in landscapes, Childs’s main 
gallery traces artists’ develop¬ 
ment through realistic examples 
by Thomas Doughty and George 
Durrie, romantic ones by Fitz 
Hugh Lane and Albert 
Bierstadt, and impressionist 
interpretations by Childe 
Hassam and John Singer Sar¬ 
gent. A complementary show of 
prints and drawings spotlights 
parallel developments in 
graphics. 

Cross back to the Copley 
Society of Boston (158 New¬ 
bury) for an impressive sampling 
of works executed by members of 
this art association, America’s 
oldest, during its first half- 
century. Beginnings happens to 
coincide with the start of the 
Society’s centennial year cele¬ 
bration, and so occasions a very 
special exhibit curated by 
Bartlett H Hayes, Jr, Director 
Emeritus of the Addison Gallery 
of American Art, Phillips 
Academy, Andover. From among 
the hundreds who were Copley 
Society members during the 
years 1879 to 1928, Hayes has 
chosen a representative 
sampling. Along with paintings 
by such eminent artists as 
Edmund Tarbell, Joseph De- 
Camp, and William Paxton, 
visitors can admire sculptures by 
such famous names as Cyrus 
Dallin (best known for the 
equestrian Indian Figure outside 
the Museum of Fine Arts) and 
Augustus St Gaudens (sculptor 
of the heroic statue of Phillips 
Brooks outside nearby Trinity 
Church). 

One of the many special 
events planned for the Society’s 
centennial year falls within the 
six-week period of Beginnings 
’79. It is a colloquium on The Art 
of Reproductions, scheduled for 
Sunday, May 6 from 4 to 6 pm. 
Artist-member Robert Douglas 
Hunter will moderate; the 
panelists include Stephen 
Andrus speaking on litho¬ 
graphy, Davis Carroll on hand- 


painted lithographs, James 
Saunders on commercial 
reproductions, and gentleman- 
about-town Martin Slobodkin on 
greeting cards. 

Next door, at 162 Newbury, 
the Guild of Boston Artists is 
showing artistic highlights 
dating back to its founding in 
1914. Some Copley Society 
artists will be represented here, 
too, along with such other 
notables as Frank Benson, A 
Laselle Ripley, and Charles 
Woodbury. 

Backtrack a little and cross to 
171 Newbury to see Twentieth 
Century’ Still Life: an intimate 
view at the Pucker/Safrai 
Gallery. Examples of this 
specialized mode by such past 
masters as William Harnett, 
Georges Braque, and Henri 
Matisse will complement 
examples by contemporary ones. 

You can backtrack again to 
encounter the avant-garde in an 
accustomed setting — the 
Nielsen Gallery at 179 Newbury. 
Such nationally recognized 
abstract painters as Robert 
Mangold, Katherine Porter, and 
Paul Rotterdam will here join 
such regular exhibitors as 
Gregory Amenoff, Jake Berthot, 
and Elizabeth Dworkin in 
demonstrating the major paths 
of contemporary abstraction. 
Every Saturday morning during 
May at 11, gallery director Nina 
Nielsen is conducting a tour of 
the exhibit, which points the 
finger towards future directions 
in American art. 

To round out this block with 
two looks at 20th-century prints, 
cross the street yet again. 

For its part in Beginnings, 
Graphics 1 and Graphics 2, at 68 
Newbury, is acknowledging the 
vital “back to realism” move¬ 
ment in contemporary art. Eight 
recent urban landscapes by 
Richard Estes, today’s foremost 
photo-realist, form the nucleus 
of this five-artist show. As 
complex as his paintings, Estes’s 
prints, too, depict storefronts 
which reflect more glimpses of 
life than would ordinarily meet 
the eye. From Richard Haas, the 
artist behind the illusionistic 
facade of the Boston 
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Architectural Center, Graphics 1 
and Graphics 2 will offer an 
enormous screenprint, similarly 
illusionistic, of the courtyard of 
New York’s Frick Mansion. 
Prints by Jack Beal, Alex Katz 
and Philip Pearlstein complete 
the gallery’s look at contempo¬ 
rary realism. 

VVenniger Graphics Gallery at 
164 Newbury is showcasing 
pioneers in a new print medium, 
the collagraph. Beginning with 
Italian artist Paolo Boni, one of 
the first to make assemblage 
plates for printing, this inter¬ 
national exhibit also presents 
John Ihle, Deen Meeker, Clara 
Romano and many area artists 
who specialize in the medium. A 
collagraph printmaker herself, 
Mary Ann Wenniger will include 
some of her own prints. A film 
explaining the making of colla- 
graphs will be shown through¬ 
out Beginnings and, on Wednes¬ 
day evening, May 9, at 8 pm, 
Saul Fields will discuss his port¬ 
folio of prints. His talk will be a 
complement to the film Teuye. 

At Dartmouth Street, digress 
a little in each direction to catch 
two not-to-be-missed parti¬ 
cipants in Beginnings '79. The 
Rolly-Michaux Galleries, in the 
Hotel Vendome at number 290, 
is focusing on the late Alexander 
Calder, one of America’s most 
innovative modern artists. From 
colorful prints and drawings 
through mobiles and stabiles 
typical of his sculptural genius, 
to jewelry recognizable as his, 
this exhibit will offer a compre¬ 
hensive picture of Calder’s 
artistic wit. As a special treat, 
Rolly-Michaux has scheduled 
several showings of the film 
Calder’s Circus during Begin¬ 
nings '79. Impressions Gallery, 
275 Dartmouth Street, is 
featuring both abstract and 
figurative drawings, representing 
Seventies art trends. 

The next two participating 
galleries take a look at 20th- 
century landscape painting. At 
Alpha Gallery, 121 Newbury, the 
viewer can trace the beginnings 
of abstracting from nature in 
early 20th-century examples by 
influential artists like Arthur 
Dove, Marsden Hartley, John 
Marin, and Charles Sheeler. It’s 
a trend that has continued to the 
present day, despite the revival 
of personally-stamped realism. 

Sunne Savage Gallery at 105 
Newbury exhibits many aspects 
of this trend. In examples by 
Conley Harris, Fairfield Porter 
and Neil Welliver, one can sense 
the influence of abst ract 
structuring, while in those by 
Jane Frielicher and James 
Weeks, traces of American 
romanticism persist. In 
examples by Gabriel Laderman 
and Sarah Supplee, the 
influence of photography fcas 
inspired a personal vision. 

At Thomas Segal Gallery, one 
of the newest on “the street” at 
73 Newbury, Beginnings brings 
out a variety of new media. 

Many artists known for their 
work in conventional terms are 
exploring other possibilities 
today. In this exhibit, viewers 
will discover tapestries made 



from designs by Hans Hofmann. 
Robert Motherwell, and Frank 
Stella; works in clay by Friedel 
Dzubas, Helen Frankenthaler, 
and Kenneth Noland; even 
handmade paper by Sam 
Francis and Mags Harries. 

Harcus Krakow Gallery at 7 
Newbury is concentrating for 
Beginnings on abstract painting 
as it emerged in the Fifties, and 
as it matured in the Sixties. 
You’ll see gestural examples 
from the early days by Willem 
deKooning and Franz Kline 
alongside chromatic ones by 
their contemporaries, Barnett 
Newman and Ad Reinhardt. 
With the second generation, 
including Jules Olitski, Helen 
Frankenthaler and Morris Louis, 
warmth returns to what was once 
the coldness of abstract 
painting. 

Art/Asia at 8 Newbury offers a 
wide range of contemporary 
Japanese prints, which combine 
painstaking craftsmanship with 
distinctive personal visions. No 
longer limited to woodcuts, 
Japanese printmakers work in 
many media and combinations 
of them. They all exhibit an 
awareness of international 
trends, as well as their own 
heritage. 

On opening day, at 4, 5, and 6 
pm, Art/Asia is presenting a 
mime show, entitled Nine 
Haiku, with Laura Sheppard, 
mime. On Saturday, June 2, 
from 1:30 to 5:30 pm, Japanese- 
American artist Naoko 
Matsubara will autograph copies 
of her new book, Kyoto 
Woodcuts. 

To visit the off-Newbury 
Street participant in Begin¬ 
nings, the Archives of American 
Art, walk through the Public 
Garden to Charles Street, left on 
Charles, cross Beacon, turn right 
on Mount Vernon Street and 
head to number 87. Here, in its 
New England Center, the 
Achives is presenting a selection 
of watercolors and sketches of 
the American scene, from the 
early 19th through the mid-20th 
century. 

Though closed on opening day, 
the Institute of Contemporary 
Art (955 Boylston Street) is also 
participating in Beginnings ’79, 
after opening, on May 9, new 
exhibits featuring the recent 
works of Tom Cornell and 
Christo, the man who has 
wrapped (yes, that’s right, 
wrapped) everything from a 
coastline to a museum in the 
past. A‘series of Saturday 
morning hands-on projects for 
children will coincide with 
gallery talks for adults, each 
centering on a different New¬ 
bury Street gallery. For all the 
details, you can call the ICA at 
266-5152. 

Finally, there will be a series of 
gallery visits offered through the 
Boston Center of Adult Educa¬ 
tion. It will include highlights of 
Beginnings '79. For the details 
on this, you may call the Center 
at 267-4430.

Boylston Street, near Arlington, 
and the Gallery in the Square at 
665 Boylston Street, near Dart¬ 
mouth, are worth a visit. The 
Hirshberg schedules concerts 
every Sunday afternoon at 3:30; 
this Sunday ushers in “Europe 
in the 17th Century” by the New 
England Baroque Ensemble. 

Hirshberg’s current exhibition 
is a three-artist show of prints 
and miniatures, to be succeeded 
on May 4 by an exhibit of new 
works by Bennington College 
faculty and alumni. 

The Gallery in the Square 
continues its salute to the Metro¬ 
politan Opera with a window dis¬ 
play of Met posters. Inside, it 
has mounted a diversified 
representation of graphics by its 
regular roster of artists working 
in many media and styles. 

On a day other than Sunday 
and in most cases other than 
Monday, Newbury Street 
gallery-goers should also include 
the Society of Arts and Crafts, 
175 Newbury, opening a national 
needlework competitive show on 
May 5 and always a showpiece of 
fine crafts by its members; 
Alianza at 140 Newbury, 
featuring unusual crafts from 
around the world; Arvest 
Galleries, 77 Newbury, focusing 
on American paintings of the 
19th and early 20th centuries; 
Gallery Naga, a co-op gallery at 
67 Newbury currently featuring 
paintings and prints by Don 
Lettis; and the George Lewis 
Gallery, 20 Newbury, where 
visitors can see abstract 
paintings by the artist/owner in 
progress. 


Notes: 

On opening day, with Newbury 
Street closed to traffic from .7 to 
7 pm, visitors will have fewer 
than usual parking places avail¬ 
able. Besides nearby garages 
under the Boston Common, at 
the Prudential Center, and on 
Berkeley Street, visitors from the 
South Shore can park at Quincy 
Center and take the Red Line to 
Park Street station, changing 
there to the Green Line, which 


will transport them to Copley 
Station. Other MBTA garages 
and parking lots are officially 
closed on Sundays, but you can 
park at some of them. Most ser¬ 
vice is available to those who can 
use it all the way, without 
driving.

Don’t eat before you come.

Youth 

Hostels 

What youth hostels 
mean is a cheap place to 
stay for anyone explor¬ 
ing the great outdoors.

Youth hostels is one of those 
terms that, like youth fares, 
seems to have a nasty “college 
undergraduates only” label 
attached. But, for hostels, it 
couldn’t be less appropriate. 
What youth hostels really mean 
is a cheap place to stay for 
anyone — young or old — while 
exploring the great outdoors. 

Youth hostels began back in 
Go .any at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. Since then, the network 
has expanded — now, the Inter¬ 
national Youth Hostel Federa¬ 
tion has over 4,400 hostels 
around the world. The 200 in the 
United States are all under the 
jurisdiction of the American 
Youth Hostels, Inc, a non-profit 
organization which is repre¬ 
sented in these parts by the 
Greater Boston Council of 
American Youth Hostels, Inc 
in Brookline. 

About forty of those hostels 


are in New England, carefully 
positioned for easy access. A 
jumbled necklace, they extend 
from Johnson, Vermont, to New 
Ivondon, Connecticut. Many of 
them are, happily, stowed away 
in the woods. During the spring, 
about half of the hostels are open 
to travelers who want to enjoy a 
landscape uncluttered by tourist 
mobs. Starting around June 1, 
every location you see on the 
map is in operation, 
including the five-hostel tri¬ 
angle on Cape Cod and its 
islands. 

It’s important to remember, 
though, that hostels aren’t 
meant to be used as hotels. 
They’re for bikers, hikers, 
cross-country and trans-world 
voyagers, not for vacationers who 
just want to loll in the sun. Visi¬ 
tors can’t remain in the hostel 
during the day, and are not 
usually allowed to stay beyond 
three nights. 

Hostels in New England, 
and in most of the country, are 
entirely self-service. Travelers 
cook their own meals, bring their 
own special bedding to spread 
out in the dormitory-style sleep¬ 
ing quarters. It’s an atmosphere 
that promotes self-sufficiency, 
and meetings with fellow 
travelers, who could hail from 
just about anywhere. 



To use the hostels, you must 
first apply for a membership 
pass from the Boston Council, 
by mail or in person. The pass, 
depending on when you get it, is 
valid for about a year and costs 
less than a one-night hotel room 
stay — $5 for persons under 18. 
and $11 for persons older, with 
low rates available for family 
and group passes. With your 
membership pass comes a hand¬ 
book listing all the hostels in 
America, and a subscription to 
the council’s newsletter, Foot¬ 
notes. You can travel all over the 
world with the pass, if you like. 

In New England hostels, with a 
pass, the charge for one night 
boils down to about $3. 

For those who’d like to test the 
whole idea out before joining, the 
Council sponsors a number of 
day trips. In the course of an 
afternoon, initiates can get a feel 
from members for what is — the 
chance to leap-frog, unencum¬ 
bered, through the countryside.□

Women’s Educational 
and Industrial Union 


The products at the 
Union have a cared-for 
feeling, as though they 
were chosen for the 
pleasure they can give 
rather than with an eye to 
making a quick buck.

When is a store more than 
a store? Perhaps when it enables 
its patrons to become part of a 
century-old tradition, involving 
far more than the mere pur¬ 
chase of goods. The Women’s 
Educational and Industrial 
Union runs such a store, a retail 
outfit that provides revenue to 
support the Union’s elaborate set 
of social services. Now in its 
101st year, the Union is a non¬ 
profit, social service agency for 
men, women, and children of all 
ages in the Boston area. 

The Union began in 1877, the 
same year as the swan boats 
began their runs on the Boston 
Common. (In fact, the Union’s 
adopted a swan as its trade¬ 
mark; a large golden one is sus¬ 
pended over its doorway.) The 


idea was to help women support 
themselves, by providing retail 
outlets for homemade goods. It 
also encouraged fine craftsman¬ 
ship of these wares, by starting 
up workshops that focused on 
crafts techniques. 

That emphasis on quality 
work, and on aiding others, is 
still evident in the set of pro¬ 
grams the Union offers today. 
First off, there are ongoing edu¬ 
cational activities, mostly 
lectures, for members and non¬ 
members alike. There is usually 
a nominal fee charged for the 
lectures; you can call the Union 
for more details. 

Then, and most importantly, 
there are the primary services 
the Union offers. Companions 
Unlimited, Homemaker Ser¬ 
vices, and a Housing Referral 
Service are all aimed at the 
elderly, the handicapped, or con¬ 
valescents. For women out on 
the job, the Union has Family 
Day Care, and Career Services, 
which specializes in vocational 
counseling, workshops providing 
job advice, and even placement. 
The Union’s store figures largely 
in these programs, since the 



profits it makes help support and 
expand the services. 

The store itself has an 
intimacy which immediately 
sets it apart from a typical 
department store. It is truly a 
collection of smaller shops, 
where new, mass-produced items 
are offset by hand-made articles, 
many of them produced at home 
by elderly and handicapped 
persons. With its overhead 
clusters of globe lights, a 
mirrored rear wall with extensive 
wood paneling, high ceilings and 
a lofty second-story gallery, the 
place has an air of quiet 
elegance. 

While exploring, you will come 
across the “Collector’s Shop,’’ 
carrying an assortment of old 
and antique items that might 
range from an 1898 christening 
gown to unusual silver and 
porcelain pieces. To consign 
goods to this shop yourself, call 
the Union and set up an appoint¬ 
ment with Polly Blanchard. 

Over in the children’s area, 
you’ll find hand-made stuffed 
animals. There is also a fashion¬ 
able collection of silk screened 
and appliqued T-shirts; plus 
manufactured toys, clothing, 
and other kid paraphernalia to 
choose from, too. 

The Needlework Shop caters 
to needlepoint and crewel 
enthusiasts, from beginners to 
accomplished stitchers. There is 
a table where you can settle 
down while the woman in charge 
helps you solve your stitchery 
problems on the spot. Tucked 
away in anot her part of the 
building (visited by appoint¬ 
ment only) is the Design Studio, 
the oldest needlepoint studio in 
the country. Here, artists create 
custom designs on canvas; they 
will even take a family picture 
and render it for you. They also 
undertake needlepoint repair 
work and the painstaking 
mounting and finishing tasks 
that frustrate many a home 
craftsperson. 

Don’t forget to visit the Bake 
Shop and the Coffee Shop up in 
the gallery. In the former you can 
purchase fresh pastries as well as 
jars of home-made preserves, 
relishes, or even a frozen home¬ 
made casserole or quiche to take 
home for dinner. The Coffee 
Shop serves salads, soups and 
sandwiches cafeteria style. 

The products at the Union 
store have a cared-for feeling, as 
though they were chosen for the 
pleasure they can give rather 
than with an eye to making a 
quick buck. Everything — from 
cooking utensils to clothing, 
antiques to crafts — is in good 
taste and well made. It is 
certainly a pleasant surprise to 
find so many articles with these 
two unusual traits, all under the 
same roof.O

The Champ 

Franco Zeffirelli has remade the 
1931 weeper that made Jackie 
Cooper a star, and now it’s a 
three-handkerchief, pastel- 
colored movie that makes you 
sob when you’re not too busy 
sneering.

The China Syndrome 

Jane Fonda plays a television 
reporter tired of the personality 
beat, anxious for some hard 
news.

Signs of Life, a new book of the 
photographic works of Olivia 
Parker, depicts a luscious and 
imaginative photographic world 
in which dancing peapods, 
charming octopi, and dismem¬ 
bered etchings come to life. The 
photographs juxtapose tidbits of 
unrelated material and come 
together ns a series of three- 
dimensional collages that defy 
the limitations of time and 
space. 

Parker, a native of Boston, 
now lives in Manchester with her 
husband and two children. 
Previously a painter, she has 
been photographing for about 
eight years and exhibiting 
regularly since 1976. The success 
of Signs of Life has catapulted 
her into the public eye, with five

exhibits nationwide during the 
past few months. 

Currently, an exhibit of her 
color Polaroids is being shown at 


the DeCordova Museum in Lin¬ 
coln. The culmination of this 
flurry of exhibits will be a show 
at the International Center of 


Photography in New York in the 
spring of 1980. Parker is some¬ 
what surprised at the sudden 
interest in her work. “I took a 
portfolio to the Vision Gallery [in 
Boston] one day, the gallery 
directors liked it, and things just 
started to happen.” 

According to the title and the 
introduction of Signs of Life, the 
photographs in the book are to 
be viewed as the vital signs that 
reaffirm and reassess the past 
life of found objects. In fact, they 
serve as a personal expression of 
the artist who brought the 
objects together and trans¬ 
formed them into photographs. 

The diverse group of photo¬ 
graphs in this book are unified 
by Parker’s unique style. She 
does not, for the most part, 
photograph scenes from real life, 
but assembles compositions of 
found objects that she then 
photographs. The objects are 
primarily elements of the past — 
parts of animal skeletons, old 
photographs, antique artifacts 
and etchings; through her photo¬ 
graphs, Parker has brought them 
to the present and fixed them in 
time. 

Parker describes her images as 
‘‘a way of doing a collage of 
things that normally wouldn’t

Parker’s concept is good and 
the execution is usually, but not 
always, successful. On the sur¬ 
face all the compositions are 
beautiful studies of textures, 
tones, and structures. But in this 
world of conceptual and minimal 
art, this type of beauty is some¬ 
what out of vogue and slightly 
suspect. 

Is Parker trying to slip some¬ 
thing by, to sell us superficial 
“easy” photographs, to hide lack 
of direction and unity with her 
lush, split-toned prints? In most 
cases, the answer is no. In fact, 
Parker has expressed some con¬ 
cern that her simplest images are 
the ones that are most popular 
with her audience. The best of 
her photographs are infused with 
a literary richness of metaphor 
and irony. The surrealistic 
quality of these strangely unified 
compositions subtly suggest, 
rather than emphatically state, 
their symbolic content. 

The individual objects, 
repeated throughout the book, 
develop a loosely defined 
vocabulary of form and mean¬ 
ing that neither stoops to

didacticism nor sinks into the 
mire of incomprehensible jib- 
berish. The best example of this 
is the series of four shots utilizing 
pears in the composition: 

“Bose,” ‘‘Bose in a Box,” 

"Pear,” and "Victoria P .” By 
choosing pears, Parker has called 
forth the traditional literary 
associations of fertility, woman¬ 
hood, and feminine fragility. 
Parker establishes the simple 
sensual quality in the two most 
direct shots, "Bose in a Box” and 
"Pear.” The fruit works nicely 
with textures of the rusty metal 
with the light-shadow composi¬ 
tion. In "Victoria P. ” Parker 
places the pear on top of an 
etching of a woman, turning its 
form quite obviously into a body 
for the etched head. With a 
slight stretch of the imagination 
one could say that the figure is 
an odd representation of Queen 
Victoria. 

The cover shot, "Bose,” is the 
most successful image in the 
book. Again, Parker combines a 
two-dimensional space (the 
drawn outlines of the pear) with 
the real three-dimensional 
object. The high-contrast side¬ 
lighting accentuates the full 
roundness of the pear. Yet at the 
same time the shadow gives it a 


second form and makes it 
resemble the double drawing at 
the right. The somewhat obscure 
print in the photograph appears 
to be part of a dictionary page 
containing the definition of 
"bosc.” Its function in the photo¬ 
graph is to encourage the viewer 
to compare the verbal descrip¬ 
tion of the ideal pear with the 
actual object. Many of the 
photographs in the book 
encourage similar comparisons. 

Produced by Boston publisher 
David R Godine, the book is 
exquisitely printed. Parker’s 
original prints are toned so that 
the photograph splits into one 
black and one brown image. The 
split toning gives the pictures an 
illusion of depth. Godine’s duo- 
tone reproduction is nearly as 
good as the original and 
preserves the depth quality of 
Parker’s prints. 

Parker’s photographs are an 
Alice in Wonderland invitation 
to fall into the fantasy land of 
her fertile imagination. She has 
brought together on ambitious 
group of diverse images thut con¬ 
fronts the formal artifice of 
photography, calls forth a 
literary feel for nuance, yet 
remains remarkably fresh and 
beautiful.

In the fields of still photography 
and motion-picture sound 
photography the trends are 
obvious. Manufacturers are 
utilizing sophisticated micro¬ 
electronic technology to auto¬ 
mate their equipment. Both 
35mm, single-lens reflex cameras 
and sound film cameras are 
smaller, lighter, and easier to 
use. Some retailers predict that 
the automated 35mm market 
will eventually supplant the 
popularity of small Instamatic- 
type cameras; the latest devel¬ 
opments put quality photog¬ 
raphy within the price range and 
technical expertise of most photo 
buffs. 

Canon 

The Canon AV-1 35mm SLR, the 
latest in Canon’s A-series, incor¬ 
porates computerized, aperture- 
preferred exposure automation. 
This newest model accepts all 
Canon FD series lenses for full 
aperture automatic exposure as 
well as older FL lenses for stop- 
down automation. (The oper¬ 
ator sets the aperture; the com¬ 
puter sets the shutter speed.) 

The programmed four-spindle 
cloth focal plane shutter has con¬ 
tinuous speeds from 2 to 1/000 
second. A six-volt silver-oxide 
battery supplies all power for the 
analog/digital computer system 
as well as the stepless electronic 
shutter. The AE-1, part of the 
same series, has fewer 
mechanical parts, producing a 
body that is lighter and more 
compact than other Canon 
35mm SLRs. Its breech lock 
mount accepts Canon FD and 
FL lenses. A 10-second self-timer 
may be canceled in midopera¬ 
tion and the auto-resetting 
frame counter operates in both 
directions for advancing and 
rewinding film. The counter 
permits the user to leave the film 
leader exposed from the car¬ 
tridge prior to unloading. The 
AE-1 also contains a small power 
winder that permits exposure of 
two frames per second. 

Braun North America 
Ten years ago this July a Hassel-' 
blad landed on the moon. The 
modified 500 EL/M “Lunar 
Data” camera took tens of thou¬ 
sands of shots in outer space and 
on the moon’s surface during the 
voyage of Apollo XI, and on sub¬ 
sequent lunar landings. To com¬ 
memorate Neil Armstrong’s first 
walk on the moon, Braun 
America will produce a special 


limited edition Tenth Anniver¬ 
sary Commemorative camera in 
the 500EL/M model. Only 1500 
of the sequentially numbered 
units will be made available for 
world-wide distribution. Pur¬ 
chasers will also receive a com¬ 
memorative coin, partially 
struck from the molds used in 
producing the original Apollo XI 
medal. The Hasselbald com¬ 
memorative is available only as a 
complete camera, with Zeiss 
Planar 80mm f/2.8 lens and stan¬ 
dard 12 exposure film maga¬ 
zine. 

In keeping with the trend 
toward smaller, lighter cameras, 
Braun has introduced the Ricoh 
FF-1, a 35mm pocket camera 
with a foldaway lens. The FF-1 
has a programmed automatic 
exposure shutter with LED 
warning in the viewfinder when 
shutter speeds slower than 
l/60th of a second are called for. 
The suggested retail price is 
$225. 

Yashica 

One of Yashica’s contributions 
to the stampede toward auto¬ 
mation is the focusing module 
built into the Auto Focus, the 
company’s first automatic 
focusing 35mm rangefinder 
camera. The module aligns two 
images produced on a pair of 
mirrors; when the images merge 
into sharp focus in the center of 
the picture area, the focusing 
helicoid stops rotating. The Auto 
Focus also has a locking device 
that allows the user to focus on 
objects located away from the 
center of the picture. A flash- 
matic control system synchro¬ 
nizes shutter speed with aper¬ 
ture setting. Another Yashica 
camera, the MF-2 Rangefinder, 
is an economical 35mm that 
automatically sets proper expo¬ 
sures, focuses the image, and 
indicates when the camera’s 
built-in, pop-up flash is needed. 
The company has also intro¬ 
duced a multilayered 80 to 
200mm f/4 zoom lens, recom¬ 
mended for sports and wildlife 
photography and portraiture. 
Olympus Camera Corporation 
Off-the-Film exposure (OTF), 
first incorporated in the 
Olympus OM-2 SLR, is now 
available in a lower-priced 
model, the OM-10 Compact 
Single Lens Reflex camera. The 
new unit employs the same aper¬ 
ture priority method of exposure 
measurement. The system 
“senses” subject illumination 
reflected off the shutter curtain’s 
random digital pattern prior to 
exposure (and off the film itself 
during exposure) and automati¬ 
cally sets the exact electronic 
shutter speed required for opti¬ 
mum exposure. Sophisticated 
microelectronics also provide a 
red LED signal that indicates 
shutter speed, an audible signal 
and blinking LED during self- 
timer operations (these double 
as a battery check), and a “flash 
information” area in the view¬ 
finder.

sophisticated features into a 
lightweight, durable unit. Those 
features include automatic lap 
dissolve, preprogrammed run¬ 
ning times for animation, and 
45-degree split-image focusing. 
The viewfinder has full filming 
data with indicators for film run¬ 
ning, sound level, aperture scale, 
under- and over-exposure zones, 
and auto-fade. Basic features 
include a true, low light f/1.2 
lens, 7.5 to 45mm and 6x 


power/manual zoom with macro 
to the surface of the lens. The 
suggested list price, $635, 
includes several accessories. 

Vivitar 

With the Introduction of the 
HVA-365 Adapter, Vivitar Cor¬ 
poration enhances the versa¬ 
tility of its Model 365 
Zoom/Thyristor Electronic Flash 
system by providing 510-volt 
battery capability as an alter¬ 
nate power supply to NiCad 
packs or alkaline cells. By 
attaching the HVA-365 (priced 
$6.95) between the flash unit’s 


power cord and the optional 
HVP-1 High Voltage Battery 
Pack, the system permits faster 
recycling and increased number 
of flashes. 

Chinon 

Two years ago Chinon’s top-of- 
the-line model 12 SMR became 
the first Super-8 sound camera 
designed to permit lap dissolves 
— simultaneous, rather than 
successive, fade out and fade in. 
With the announcement of its 
model 30R XL Sound Super-8, 
Chinon now introduces a 72- 
frame dissolve feature to the 


economy-minded moviemaker. 
The new model, which lists for 
$390, is one of the lightest and 
thinnest Super-8 sound cameras 
made, weighing in at a little 
more than two pounds. The unit 
is only 1.77 inches thick. The 
camera also offers an “OK 
Monitor Panel” to indicate that 
major systems are functioning 
properly. 

Chinon’s latest entry into the 
35mm SLR field is the CE-4 
Memotron, with integrated 
flash, power winder, and three 
new lenses that use the Chinon- 
Pentax bayonette K-mount. The 
camera’s electronically con¬ 
trolled Seiko ES metal shutter 
provides accurate stepless 
speeds from 1/1000 second down 
to eight seconds. The LED self- 
timer signal on the front of the 
camera flashes two seconds 
before shutter release, thus 
alerting the subject. The self- 
timer has a five- and ten-second 
option. 

Konica 

You can’t get much more auto¬ 
matic than Konica’s FS-1, 
touted by the manufacturer as 
“the world’s finest totally inte¬ 
grated 35mm SLR camera fea¬ 
turing automatic film loading, 
automatic film start, automatic 
film advance, automatic expo¬ 
sure and automatic flash expo¬ 
sure.” The camera eliminates 
film loading problems: The user 
simply pops in a roll of film, 
extends the film tab away from 
the cassette, closes the back 
cover of the camera, and lets the 
built-in micro motor thread and 
advance the film to the first 
frame, ready for shooting. The 
same motor advances the film 
between shots, eliminating a 
film wind lever. The internal 
micro-motor does not add signi¬ 
ficantly to the camera’s weight 
or bulk. The FS-1 uses four AA 
alkaline penlight batteries to 
power all systems within the 
camera. 

Minolta 

Minolta recently introduced a 
pair of 35mm SLR cameras that 
offer the user the option of auto¬ 
matic or manual operation. The 
XG-1, the company’s lowest 
priced SLR ($404 with a 45 mm 
f/2 MD Rokkor-X lens), pro¬ 
vides the point-focus-shoot con¬ 
venience of automatic exposure 
(including a fail-safe mechanism 
that prevents overexposure) as 
well as a fully manual mode. 
Features include a light-emitting 
diode (LED) shutter speed scale 
in the viewfinder, and a central, 
horizontally oriented split-image 
viewfinder surrounded by a 
microprism collar for sure 
focusing, even in low light. 

The more sophisticated multi- 
mode XD-5 ($523 suggested 
retail price) allows for metered 
manual control, and aperture- 
priority or shutter-priority auto¬ 
matic exposure. Aperture 
priority operation is most suit¬ 
able for precise exposures with 
close-up equipment or mirror 
lenses, or when depth-of-field 
control is desired. Shutter- 


priority operation is preferable in 
a stop-action situation. The fail¬ 
safe mechanism that prevents 
overexposure with the XG-1 is 
actually self-correcting in the 
automatic mode of the XD-5 
(though the user can delib¬ 
erately set the camera for under- 
or over-exposure). The XD-5’s 
vertical-traverse, metal-bladed, 
focal-plane shutter is extremely 
quiet and vibration free. Both 
cameras incorporate Minolta’s 
concept of large, easy-to-use 
controls. 



Sigma 

Sigma offers the only 24mm 
ultra-wide-angle lens available 
with four built-in filters — sky¬ 
light, medium yellow, medium, 
orange, and blue color conver¬ 
sion. The yellow and orange 
filters can be used to control 
contrast with black and white 
film as well as adding intensity 
to color films. The blue filter — 
ordinarily used to balance day¬ 
light color film to indoor 
tungsten lighting — can “change 
day into night” when daylight 
color film is used outdoors and 
deliberately underexposed two 
stops. Sigma also produces a 39 
to 80mm Mini-Zoom that covers 
the entire zoom range with a 
quarter turn of the Zoom Ring. A 
Macro Focus Ring makes close- 
ups possible at any part of the 
zoom range. 

Pentax 

The Pentax 110 SLR is being 
trumpeted as the world’s first 
single lens reflex camera to 
realize the full potential of a 110 
film format. The camera has 
interchangeable lenses, auto 
winder, auto flash, and totally 
automatic exposure, yet is small 
enough to fit in the palm of your 
hand. The features rival those of 
35 mm SLs on the market: a 
large, bright viewfinder, a two- 
colored LED indicator to insure 
proper exposures, automatic 
advance to the first frame, and a 
complete range of accessories.

Boston has become a major 
center for photographic activity. 
But until recently, the numerous 
schools, galleries, and indepen¬ 
dent photographers have had 
difficulty bringing their offer¬ 
ings to the interested public. 

Now there is the Photo¬ 
graphic Resource Center. The 
PRC is a private, nonprofit orga¬ 
nization that came into 
existence largely through the 
efforts of Chris Enos, its founder 
and director. 

Enos describes the PRC as “A 
broad experiment in learning.” 
She explains, “Photographs are 
an incredible influence on our 
lives, but many people don’t 
seem to realize how important 
they have become. People aren’t 
learning as much as they could. 
Hopefully, the PRC will make it 
easier for them.” 

In the fall of 1977, Enos began 
gathering funds from the 
National Arts Foundation, 
Polaroid, Bell & Howell, and the 
Massachusetts Council for the 
Arts and Humanities. She then 
started publishing a monthly 
newsletter that detailed the 
photographic exhibitions, pub¬ 
lications, grants, and job open¬ 
ings in New England. She also 
began a telephone service that 
offered a wealth of information 
about photographic activities 
and publications. 

At first, PRC was a service, a 
concept, but not a place; Enos 
conducted the service in her 
home. This spring the PRC 
moved into a home of its own at 
25 Buick Street in Boston (off 
Commonwealth Avenue, near 
the BU bridge). The service has 
expanded accordingly. Now you 
can find a reference library of 
books, periodicals, and slides; a 
small-press book-publishing ser¬ 
vice; an information bureau; and 
space for upcoming PRC work¬ 
shops and seminars. Plans for 
the future include a magazine of 
‘‘photographic criticism.” The 
first issue of the magazine, called 
Cheese, will be published early 
this summer. A D Coleman, 
former photo critic for the New 
York Times and The Village 
Voice, will be Cheese editor. 

Though Enos is largely an 
autonomous director, there is a 
PRC board of advisers, whose 
nine members represent the 
major galleries, schools of 
photography, and the photo¬ 
graphic industry in Boston. 

Bruce MacDonald, head of the 
department of photography at

the School of the Museum of 
Fine Arts and member of the 
board of advisers of the PRC, 
says that the center came into 
existence as a response to a 
burgeoning need. “Since the 
mid-Sixties, when the aesthetic 
of photography came to the fore, 
there has been an extraordinary 
proliferation of exhibitions and 
lectures. But the left hand didn’t 
know what the right was doing. 
Photography has a fanatical 
following of people always 
interesting in going to photo- 
related events, but they need to 


know what is going on. Before 
the PRC, that wasn’t possible.” 

Carl Chiarenza, chairman of 
the art history department at 
BU, and another member of 
PRC’s board of directors, 
explains that the organization 
was set up to complement 
already existing services, not to 
compete. “We are trying to feel 
out our membership and the 
community at large to find out 
what is needed in Boston. From 
what we can tell there is a need 
for access to reference material, 
small-press publications, 
periodicals, and all sorts of infor¬ 
mation that isn’t usually found 
in the libraries and schools in the 
area. What we are trying to do 
here is very much the kind of 
artist self-help project that is 
becoming prevalent around the 
country.”

There are many factors to lens 
selections. The lens with which a 
camera is equipped depends 
largely on the performance 
expected of that camera. Once 
you decide on a camera, there 
are certain lens characteristics to 
look for. These are grouped as 
follows: 

1. What focal length — 

24mm wide angle, 35mm wide 
angle, 135mm telephoto, 200mm 
telephoto, or normal 50mm. 

2. What is the largest pos¬ 
sible aperture — 1, 1.2, 1.4, 1.8, 
2.8, etc. 

3. Mechanical extras — such 
as tripod mount, built-in lens 
hood, built-in fibers. 

4. Quality — the quality of a 


lens is judged by the sharpness of 
the picture it produces. 

5. Multicoating — elimi¬ 
nates on modern lenses the scat¬ 
tered light from a setting sun, or 
a wrongly placed lamp, or a 
window reflection which throws 
an intense light spot into the lens 
causing a troublesome glare. 

An amazing variety of acces¬ 
sory lenses are available, rang¬ 
ing from 15mm super wide angle 
to 2000mm super telephoto, and 
their angle of view can change 
proportionately from 180 degrees 


of view for a super wide angle to 
2 degrees for a super long tele¬ 
photo. The reason for this is that 
a lens of short focal length is 
closer to the film than one of 
normal length, thus it records a 
wider view of a given scene. A 
lens of a longer focal length, 
being farther from the film 
plane, records a smaller portion 
of the same scene. 

The most widely-used lenses 
are the 28mm wide angle and the 
135mm telephoto lenses. Wide 
angles are used mainly for 


working in limited space. They 
permit you to include a broader 
and higher area in places where 
it is impossible to move around, 
or when attempting to get a 
paroramic view when shooting 
landscapes. A wide angle lens 
also permits closer focusing with 
a great depth of field for sharp¬ 
ness. 

The purpose of telephoto 
lenses is to get a smaller portion 
of distant subjects, hence pro¬ 
ducing a larger, frame-filling 
image than a normal lens would 


allow. A telephoto lens will mag¬ 
nify the image two, three, four or 
more times its normal size. With 
a telephoto lens you compress 
the image, condensing the back¬ 
ground. If you’re shooting for 
realism, I’d suggest a shorter 
telephoto lens. 

Another characteristic to con¬ 
sider, in addition to the flat¬ 
tened perspective , is that tele¬ 
photo lenses also have shallow 
depth of field, so focusing is criti¬ 
cal. When using a telephoto lens 
for sharpness, use a tripod. Or, 
before shooting, lock your elbows 
into your sides and grab the lens 
under the barrel, bracing the 
lens body against your forehead. 

The same problem arises with 
the extreme wide angle lens — 
the closer you get to your sub¬ 
ject, the more the edges distort. 
There are wide angle lenses that 
are supposed to be “corrected” 
for this — comparatively speak¬ 
ing, of course. When you are 
shopping for a wide angle, be 
choosey: after shooting with a 
normal lens, a wide angle can be 
very impressive to the eye. Keep 
in mind, though, that that large 
area of view can go unnoticed at 
all four corners of the viewfinder 
or in the background of a pic¬ 
ture. You could wind up with a 
blurred-edge photograph, if 
you’re not careful.

It might be hype from the back 
of a match book, or the voice¬ 
over from a late-night television 
ad: “Now for under one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, you too 
can own and operate your very 
own photo processing business.” 
But that phrase, whimsically 
voiced by the owner of a local 
photo processing shop, just 
about describes the state of the 
art. 

In the last two or three years, 
technological advances in 
chemistry and equipment have 
simplified and streamlined color 
photo processing. Fully auto¬ 
mated on-site color labs are not 
uncommon. Same-day service is 
considered by some photo buffs 
to be an inalienable right. And 
the new technology, coupled 
with the rapid automation of 
35mm SLR photography, has 
created a boom at every level of 
the photo processing industry. 

Local companies are reaping 
the benefits. In 18 months the 
Randolph-based PhotoQuick has 
opened ten shops, with plans for 
more in the near future. The 
Image Maker on Boylston Street 
in Boston has grown from that 
one location to four. Vice- 
president and general manager 
Dominick Mango says the nature 
of Image Maker’s work varies 
according to location. The 
commuter-oriented South 
Station and North Station 
shops, which don’t have on-site 
processing facilities, tend to 
bring in Instamatic-type photos, 
snapshots on 110 film, while the 
intown store on Boylston Street 
draws a more sophisticated, 
35mm-oriented customer. 

Mango suggests that the 110 
photography market may be 
partially supplanted by auto¬ 
mated 35mm SLR units, which 
are almost as easy to operate as 
the 110s, but take pictures of a 
much higher quality. 

Those shops that specialize in 
same-day color processing (while 
offering a full range of services) 
would be expected to prosper 
from the upsurge in point-focus- 
shoot 35mm photography. But 
larger professional labs have also 
enjoyed a boom. 

Herb Goodman, president and 
co-owner of Boris Color Labs, 


attributes his company’s share of 
growth to increased use of photo¬ 
graphy for home decoration, 
growing reliance of business on 
audio-visual sales presenta¬ 
tions, and the acceptance of 
oversized graphics as a 
legitimate design element. 
(Boris’s credits include wall-size 
photos at the Museum of Fine 
Arts’ Pompeiian and Irish art 
exhibits, window-mounted 
transparencies on the Hancock 
Tower’s observation floor, and 
the bicentennial fence mural of 
British soldiers, located outside 


Faneuil Hall.) 

Goodman explains the 
changes that have made color 
more accessible: “Basically 
we’ve moved from a 13-solution 
process down to a three-solution 
process. The old dip-and-dunk 
method has been replaced by 
roller transport. The equipment 
takes up less room and though 
the processing chemicals don’t 
cost any less than what was used 
before, the through-put time is 
cut down considerably. That 
means a faster turnover, and a 
better return on the cost of 


equipment.” 

In between fast growing 
“chains” of processing shops, 
and big name labs like Boris, are 
the modest-sized independent 
enterprises that cater largely to 
the folks who started it all 
serious-minded professional and 
amateur 35mm photographers. 
Ed Cushing, owner of Colortek 
on Newbury Street, feels his 
shop falls into this category. His 
growing company was "just the 
right size at just the right time” 
when technological advances 
became accessible to modest- 


sized processing businesses. “We 
weren’t caught with machinery 
’that was obsolete. We didn’t 
have to reautomate to keep up 
with the times,” says Cushing. 

He feels that "some stores try 
to handle too much, too fast, so 
that quality suffers. Of course, 
someone who wants to do volume 
work may have to choose their 
processing based solely on price. 
But we usually deal with people 
whose first concerns are quality 
and consistency. A photo¬ 
grapher may have an account

worth several thousand dollars 
behind him. He’s counting on us 
to back him up. We can’t afford 
to take any short cuts because if 
we blow a job that’s the last we’ll 
see of him.” 

In the midst of the color boom, 
certain black-and-white- 
oriented processing companies 
are also enjoying modest growth. 
(Black-and-white photo services 
have been deemphasized in some 
shops because of lack of demand; 
serious amateurs frequently 


choose to develop and print their 
own work, and rank beginners 
often prefer color film.) Jet 
Photo Service in Brighton, which 
offers same-day black-and-white 
processing (as well as a wide 
range of color services) has 
customers who come from as far 
away as New Hampshire to 
avoid the delays they must 
usually endure at color-oriented 
finishing shops. Charley Nadian 
of Jet attributes growth in the 
entire field to simplification of 
camera exposure mechanisms, 
improved lens optics, and high¬ 


speed color films that permit 
photographers to shoot indoors 
without a flash.
